years ago: July 4, 1972 

Bill Kowinski reflected on the career of 
Smokey Robinson and the Miracles while 
witnessing their farewell performance on the 
Boston Common. 

“Many wards have already been written 
about the contribution of Smokey Robinson to 
music and to the art of songwriting, as well as 
how much he meant to those who spent their 
adolescence with his greatest hits on their ra- 
dios.

Boston was trapped in a decade-long cycle of violence. Nights, even 
afternoons, were punctured by gunshots, and the victims were young.

Roughly eight kids a year were shot 
to death from 1990 to 1993. In certain neighborhoods, gangs ruled 
the streets. Grade-schoolers packed pistols. Funerals eulogized vic- 
tims too young to drive. 

But the bullets did more than rip apart friendships and take sons 
from mothers. Violence threatened to undermine an entire city. Fear 
' prompted some to leave. Others who stayed shut themselves off from 

city life; those in the worst-hit areas felt paralyzed, abandoned. The 
culture of violence began to eat away at Boston from the inside. 

And then came a citywide effort to restore peace. Law-enforcement 
officials, youth workers, church leaders, even academics all came to- 
gether to stop the violence. They confronted the gangs. They seized 
guns. Streets became safer. , | 

Today, Boston is a model in the prevention of youth violence. Presi- 
dent Clinton lauds the city’s efforts. So does Janet Reno, the US at- 
torney general. Communities around the nation now look to Boston 
as they grapple with their own crises.

BMW sped away. In the back scat sat a twentysomcthing 
gang-banger in a black ball cap, even blacker sunglasses, and 
short, tight braids. He raised an’ imaginary gun in his hand 
and flicked his thumb as if he'd just pulled the trigger. 

It was a little before 8 p.m., and the sun was slowly set- 
ting behind Boston's skyline. The Dorchester neighborhood 
was quiet, with just a faint hum of traffic from Columbia 
Road, one block away. Darby, who had been waiting for a 
friend to get off work when the car pulled up, slowly backed 
away from the edge of the curb. He had apparently upsct 
the gang member by turning down the offer of a ride. 

“Last year, | would have gone with them,” explains the 
short, stocky black teen. “Last ycar | took the rap for selling 
their weed, just so | was down with them. Fuck that. Not no 
more. There’s nothing in it for me.” 

For years, Darby had watched his older counterparts in 
the neighborhood use drug trafficking to grow rich, and use 
violence to gain power. They were feared by those who 
wouldn’t join them and 
revered by those who did. 

There was a time, he says, 
when he would have killed 
someone if they’d asked him 
to, just to be accepted. But 
tonight, Darby wasn’t getting 
into a gang-banger’s car. 

On July 10, it will be an 
amazing two years since a ju- 
venile under the age of 17 was 
killed by a gun in the city of 
Boston. In many ways, this has 
been’is a triumph of law en- 
forcement (see “Book *Em,” 
page 14): the Boston Police 
Department has forged prece- 
dent-setting partnerships with 
the FBI, the Bureau of Alco- 
hol, Tobacco, and Firearms, 
and state police, as well as 
community groups, clergy, 
businesses, private citizens, 
and Boston Community Cen- 
ter streetworkers (see 
“Friendz N the Hood,” facing page). Together, they have 
been able to crack down on guns and gangs. 

But the real key to understanding — and improving on 
— the city’s success lies in stories like Darby’s. Something 
fundamental is changing: in a city once racked by gang vio- 
lence, kids no longer want to be at war. They don’t want to 
live in fear. To more and more teens, the once-alluring 
world of murder sprees, high-tech semiautomatic weapons,

Boston’s youth workers hit the streets and 
change kids’ minds about violence, one by one.

NE STINKING HOT afternoon last week, the play- 

ground by the Marshall Community Center, in 

Dorchester, was off the hook. About 150 neighbor- 
hood kids were gathered there, sunning themselves, hang- 
ing out, playing ball, waiting antsily for their turns, licking 
ice creams fast to beat the melt. The DJ mixed music so 
loud you could hear it around the corner on Bowdoin 
Street. The bass pulsed through the cooking cement, into 
the legs and up, so you could feel the thud-thud of Biggie’s 
“Hypnotize” right in your back. Little huddles of girls in 
the crowd stopped talking and laughing now and then to 
dance, looking round to see if there was anybody close by 
worth dancing for. And every 20 minutes or so, another big 
pack of teenagers with sweat-shiny faces strutted slowly 
across the football field, around the ball court, and up the 
wide cement stairs to become one with the clamor. 

It was the kind of afternoon, and the size of crowd, 
where tempers flare and trouble feels inevitable. 
But there was no trouble. It was the Marshall Communi- 

ty Center’s Second Annual Community Day, to celebrate 


the start of summer for the neighborhood kids. They 
scooped up free CDs from a local record company, and 
cookies from a stocky Boston police officer who handed 
them out from a grease-spotted carton, stopping to talk or 
dance a little in between. A man from the Nation of Islam 
in a brown suit and jaunty hat helped keep the kids from 
charging the freebie tables. And about 20 youth workers 
from Boston Community Centers (BCC) all over the city, 
men and women barely distinguishable from their charges 
in baggy jeans and oversize T-shirts, helped make sure the 
afternoon passed smoothly, settling the occasional trifling 
kid-kid dispute, but mostly hanging out. 

Parties like these, big gatherings where kids can do what 
they do — dance, play ball, be bored — would have been 
almost impossible to organize five years ago, a recipe for 
certain disaster when juvenile crime was out of control. 
“We couldn't have done it,” says Marshall Center youth 
worker Lisa Santio. “There would have been too many 
safety issues. We would have had gang problems, and par- 
ents wouldn’t have showed up.” 

Last week’s party is both an indication of how successful 
efforts to curb juvenile crime have been, and a perfect ex- 
ample of what those who work with at-risk kids on this 
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city’s streets are trying to do to make sure kids stay out of 
trouble: socialize them, one by one. Streetworkers mect 
kids on their own terms, presenting them with real alterna- 
tives to violence, and offering places for them to be with 
other kids, even outside, even in summer, without fear. 


ROUND 8 P.M. on the night of May 14, 1992, the 

problem of juvenile violence burst into Morning Star 
Baptist Church and right in this city’s face. Some 300 
friends and relatives of Robert Odom were gathered at the 


‘church, on Blue Hill Avenue, to say good-bye to the 20- 


year-old, who'd been killed in a drive-by. Halfway through 
the service, a dozen kids in black hoods chased down one 
of Odom’s friends and stabbed him nine times. Gunshots 
were fired. Now that the street had come into the church, 
adults would have to take notice. Those who thought they 
could retreat from kids’ problems by separating themselves 
from them would have to think again. Kids have to be 
raised by somebody. 

“We'd lost faith in our own children,” says Emmett Fol- 
gert, program director of the Dorchester Youth Collabora- 
tive. “We thought the only way to deal with urban 
teenagers was to contain and incarcerate them. We became 
so scared. That old saying that kids are different these days 
is just not true. They hadn’t changed — we had.” 

When the violence directly affected adults, they started to 
do something about it. In 1990, the BCC set up the Street- 
worker Program. Streetworkers go to where kids hang out 
and try to bring them into the community centers, or hook 
them up with city services, or give them someone reliable to 
talk to. Ninety percent of the kids Boston's streetworkers 
deal with come from bad home situations. Somebody had 
to step in. 

“Adults have become scared to death,” says Jack Levin, 
director of the Program for the Study of Violence at North- 
eastern University. “They're sick and tired of fecling like 
victims — they're desperate for solutions. And after a cou- 
ple of decades of letting our youngsters raise themselves, 
adults have gotten back into the lives of our youths.” 

Ask anybody who works with at-risk kids what has 
made the difference in recent years, and they'll tell you 
the single most important factor is that kids now have 
more adults actively involved in their lives than at any 
time in recent memory. 

Galvanized by Morning Star, more ministers than ever 
are going right up to kids on the streets and offering sup- 
port, guidance, and, in some cases, kicks in the rear. Orga- 
nizations like the Dorchester Youth Collaborative offer safe 
havens, educational programs, and basketball leagues to 
keep kids out of trouble after school. Another program, 
Teen Empowerment, recruits wayward and straight kids 
alike to be peer leaders in their communities, giving them 
responsibility and some structure. Police and probation of- 
ficers have developed more personal relationships with 
communities and the kids in them, learning names and 
family situations. 

“Kids sense that there are more adults around to make 
things possible for them — from the community centers to 
the streetworkers to the police department, the clergy, and 
even the crime-watch groups,” says Tracy Litthcut, director 
of youth services for Boston Community Centers. 

Often, the streetworkers are the adults most important in 
teenagers’ lives. The women find themselves assuming ma- 
ternal roles; the men become father figures for a population 
in which fathers are scarce. 

Sure, it’s made a huge difference that police are enforc- 
ing laws far more vigorously than before, locking away 
dealers and gangbangers at unprecedented rates, and en- 
forcing stricter probation rules. Partly as a result of that, 
the crack wars that wreaked such carnage during the late 
*80s and early 90s have subsided somewhat. And there has 
come a point where more and more kids are sick of the 
whole street thing, having seen too many of their friends go 
to jail or early graves. But the deal-clincher is that over the 
past few years, adults have increasingly taken kids’ prob- 
lems upon themselves and tried to solve them.

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and big-money drug deals is repulsive. 
What has been happening on the streets of 
Boston is nothing less than a cultural shift. 
To be sure, guns and crime are still out 
there. As recently as June 26, gunfire 
wounded a South End couple as they sat in 


their Hammond Street apartment. The bul- 


lets are believed to have been meant for a 
group of teenagers involved in the stabbing 
of another teenager just 15 minutes earlier. 

Still, serious crime in Boston is at a 30- 
year low. Overall, the number of homi- 
cides dropped 39 percent from 1995 to 
1996. So far this year, homicide has fallen 
another 27 percent. Among those 24 and 
under, death by gunplay is down 64 per- 
cent, and shootings last year fell 28 per- 
cent from the year before. In the 1995- 
96 school year, violent crime in public 
schools declined by more than 20 percent 
from the year before. 

And even these statistics, as impressive 
as they are, don’t capture the feeling of 
peace, optimism, and hope on the street. 

Take the Academy Homes | housing 
project. Located a few blocks from Rox- 
bury Community College, off Columbus 
Avenue, the project was once the stomping 
ground of drug dealers and gang-bangers. 
People were afraid to leave their homes af- 
ter sundown, and the walls were pock- 
marked from stray bullets. It was here that 
9-year-old Jermaine Goffigan was killed in 
the crossfire of warring gangs in 1995. 

But now children play in the yards, racing 
their bicycles and rollerblades up and down 
the streets where kids like Jermaine died. 
Mothers chat on their front stoops, and el- 
derly residents sit in the common areas 
playing cards or chess. And at the slightest 
sign of trouble, residents take hold of the

situation before it escalates. In the bad old 
days, they would have run inside and hid. 

All over the city, murals are appearing on 
walls once vandalized by graffiti. Overgrown 
vacant lots are being cleared out, abandoned 
buildings renovated or razed. Gangs are still 
around, but gang members are no longer 
street icons, even in their own minds. 

“I’ve been running with my boys for four 
years,” says one 20-year-old gang member 
as he stands in front of a liquor store, wait- 
ing for a friend who is inside buying rolling 
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papers. “But I got 
nothing to show 
for it. And I'm 
sick of hiding out 
every time some- 
thing gues 
down.”

“See, the fucked-up thing is, if I did kill 
someone, that would [have made] me 
something to people.” But he says that’s 
not the kind of status he wants anymore, 
though he still looks and talks like a ca- 
reer criminal. Now, “if I get out of this 
neighborhood alive, that’s something.” 


ESS THAN a decade ago, Boston’s 
streets were careering out of control. 
Kids were killing each other for gold 


. .« 
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chains, athletic jackets, and name-brand 
sneakers. In one year alone, two teens were 
shot for driving their cars the wrong way 
down a one-way road. Tension was high. 

Behind the escalating violence was a 
common big-city plague: gangs, financed 
by the drug trade and fueled by a feeling of 
utter desperation. In late winter of 1988, 
officials in the public-school system began 
noticing groups of kids dressing alike and 
harassing youths from other areas of the 
city. All over Boston, loosely federated 
groups were organizing around specific ge- 
ographical areas, taking their names from 
the streéts or public-housing developments 
where they were based. Then gangs started 
choosing colors and names based on na- 
tional or college sports teams, such as the 
Raiders, the Trailblazers, and the Steelers. 
Kids as young as six were turning to gangs 
to take the place of missing family units. 
But these new “families” were ruthless, 
back-stabbing killers who felt no allegiance 
to their younger members. 

As gangs took over, not even the smallest 
and most innocent children were safe. In 
1988, 12-year-old Darlene Tiffany Moore 
was killed on the corner of Humboldt Av- 
enue and Homestead Street, in Roxbury 
— shot in the head as she sat on top of a 
mailbox talking with her friends. She was 
what gang members called a “mushroom” 
— an innocent victim caught in warring 
gangs’ crossfire. To them, she was just in 
the way, like a wall, a tree, or a street sign. 

The Moore killing shocked the city, but 
things only got worse. Gang members felt 
so untouchable that they showed up at 
courthouses in droves to support fellow 
members who had to stand trial. In one 
1989 case, a gang that came to intimidate 
witnesses grew so disruptive that a Dorch- 
ester District Court judge called for the 
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National Guard to secure the courthouse. 

By 1990, Boston’s yearly homicide count 
had reached 152, and 18 of those victims 
were under 17 years old. Gangs had turned 
areas like Dorchester, Roxbury, and Matta- 
pan into war zones. The baggy pants and 
oversize jackets that are now a fashion 
statement in these neighborhoods were ne- 
cessities for youths who needed to conceal 
weapons. Drive-by shootings were com- 
monplace — some committed openly, from 
the seats of bicycles. 

Frustrated police officers began using 
pressure tactics in the hope of ending the 
chaos. “Terry stops,” or field interrogations, 
became routine, and a stop-and-search pol- 
icy gave police the right to frisk suspicious 
individuals. But black-community leaders 
protested, and police found themselves in a 
desperate situation when a Superior Court 
judge threw out a gun charge against a 
known gang member in 1989, claiming that 
the seizure of his weapon violated his 
Fourth Amendment rights. 

Meanwhile, the situation on the streets 
continued to deteriorate. The assailants 
were getting younger, and so were the vic- 
tims. In 1993, 16 juveniles were killed — 
10 of them by gunfire. Police estimated

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that gangs were responsible for at least 60 
percent of the city’s homicides. One way or 
another, the madness had to end. 

LL OVER the country, police [had be- http://www.ticketmaster.com 

come] strangers to the streets,” says 
Boston police commissioner Paul Evans, 
“because management in the department 
mismanaged their officers.” 

When Evans was appointed police chief, 
in 1994, he was determined to do things 
differently. He put together the city’s first 
Youth Violence Task Force, a multi-agen- 
cy organization made up of 15 Boston po- 
lice officers and 15 officers from outside 
agencies. 

As task-force commander Gary French 
recalls, the officers met with community 
members in violence-plagued areas to talk 
about how peace could be returned to the 
neighborhoods. The result was Operation 
Ceasefire, an elaborate campaign to crack 
down on hard-core gang members with a 
“zero tolerance” approach to violence. 

Late in 1994, the police initiated a series 
of covert operations, stings, and mass ar- 
rests that sent gang members a clear mes- 
sage: if you live a life drugging, robbing,

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and killing, you will be stripped of your 
freedom and removed from society. 

Dorchester’s Intervale Posse was one of 
many gangs that finally got the message. In 
August of last year, the task force, the state 
attorney general’s office, Boston district at- 
torney Ralph Martin’s office, probation and 
parole officers, and the Department of 
Youth Services met with gang members and 
warned them that if the violence didn’t stop, 
they would systematically be taken down. 

But the gang didn’t stop. So not long af- 
ter the meeting, the law-enforcement agen- 
cies struck. Twenty-three members of the 
Intervale Posse, one of Boston’s oldest 
gangs, were arrested on their first day of 
school — most on federal drug charges. 
The city called in the National Guard to 
tear down a shack in an abandoned lot that 
the posse had used as a meeting place for 
years. They even cut down the Adidas Tree, 
an oak tree adorned with 100 pairs of 
sneakers that served as symbols of territori- 
al rights. 

The task force didn’t stop there. When In- 
tervale leader Freddie Cardoza taunted po- 
lice by casually flipping a bullet in the air 
when they stopped to question him, he was 
convicted as a career criminal in possession 
of ammunition. He is now doing 20 years in 
federal prison. 

Kenneth Darby, who is from the Intervale 
Street area, says the conviction of Cardoza 
put the Intervale gang out of commission. 
For what seemed like the first time, gang 
bangers were afraid of the law. 

“DYS was a vacation for these kids. They 
would even turn themselves in to be with 
their friends,” says Superintendent John 
Boyle of the Bureau of Investigative Services, 
an integral player in getting the federal law- 
enforcement agencies and judicial system to 
take on Boston’s gangs. “But the thought of 
a federal indictment, which meant being 
shipped off to places like Texas and Okla- 
homa — that really scared them.” 

It scared Victor Nichols, a 14-year-old 
from Victory Road, in the Fields Corner area 
of Dorchester. He watched his brothers and 
his cousins travel with such gangs as the 
Vamp Hill Kings, Heath Street, and Castle- 
gate. He also watched some of them do hard 
time. 

“1 followed them around since I was six 
and | wanted to be just like them,” says 
Nichols, who admits to robbing people, beat- 
ing kids up for no reason, and terrorizing the 
adults in the neighborhood. “That’s until I 
got arrested after | robbed a kid.” 

The crackdown had a ripple effect on the 
culture of the street. The ethic promoted by 
gangs had been simple: attack or be at- 
tacked. If you wanted to be left alone, you 
needed to prove yourself or risk becoming a 
victim. It was a vicious circle. 

“Violence begets violence,” Evans ex- 
plains. “The problem is, kids don’t see vio- 
lence as ultimately the coffin.” 

But with gang leaders in jail, says Boyle, 
the pressure was off the younger kids to 
prove themselves. “J.D.” is a former gang 
member who did the unthinkable this past 
spring: he refused to participate in a group 
beating of a rival gang member who sold 
drugs on his gang’s turf. 

“A few years ago, taking someone into an 
empty lot and tagging him good would have 
made people scared and us more powerful,” 
says J.D., a slim, light-skinned black 17- 
year-old wearing baggy black jeans, black- 
and-white Adidas hightops, and a Tommy 
Hilfiger T-shirt. “But the truth is, kicking 
someone’s ass brings a lot of bad attention to 
you now instead of making you more power- 
ful.” 

It wasn’t just the police who took on 
gangs. An organized group of city clergy 
known as the Ten Point Coalition formed in 
1992 to offer more resources to those kids 
who need an extra push in the right direc- 
tion. 

Under the “Adopt-A-Gang” program, one 
of their better-known projects, city churches 
have agreed to keep their doors open and 
serve as drop-in centers to provide sanctuary 
for troubled youths. Thirty-five-year-old Rev- 
erend Jeffrey Brown, of the Union Baptist 
Church, says that the more time the clergy 
spend on the street, the more myths they dis- 
pel about these teens. 

“If you take off the baggy clothes and 


bulky jackets, these are kids looking for 
guidance,” says Brown, citing the story of a 
local drug dealer who was bringing in about 
$60,000 a week. 

“He had an elaborate computerized drug 
operation going on,” says Brown. But the 
dealer realized he had no friends. He lived in 
extreme paranoia, always watching over his 
shoulder. Unsatisfied customers were always 
looking for him. He couldn’t lead a normal 
life. 

“We got to him, and he realized that what 
he was doing was not all it was cracked up to 
be,” Brown says. The dealer has since given 
up the business. 

As the gangs fell on hard times, community 
attitudes changed. For years, many people 
had not come forward with information about 
crimes because they feared retaliation from 
gangs. J.D., who says he has never killed any- 
one, admits that he threatened and even as- 
saulted people who witnessed his former gang 
brothers’ illegal activity. He felt he had to, to 
keep them quiet. 

But people don’t want to keep quiet any 
more. As the gang leaders were hauled 
away, people began to take pride in their 
neighborhoods. They began to work with 
the police to see that the fear did not return. 
J.D. has seen for himself what neighbors are 
willing to do to get rid of the bad seeds. 

“I saw a group of women take down a 
brother who is fairly well-known around 
here because he was giving a store owner 
shit for charging him for his 40 [ounce 
beer],” he laughs. Then he waves to two 
middle-aged women sitting on the steps of 
a porch on Parker Hill Avenue. “Shit, they 
would have gone inside a few years ago if 
they saw me coming.” 


ILLY STEWART has been a juvenile 

probation officer for 20 years. Between 
1988 and 1989, he lost 16 of his teenage 
cases to murder. 

Stewart recalls the night he tried to com- 
fort a probationer who had been fatally 
wounded on the street. As he looked at the 
group that had gathered around the dying 
boy, he recognized more than a dozen faces 
— all youths on probation who should have 
been home under curfew orders from the 
court. They showed little emotion and 
seemed annoyed that Stewart was among 
them. 

Those kids — poised to become tomor- 
row’s criminals — were the most important 
ones to reach. They had chosen hard-core 
criminals as their role models, and they 
weren’t sure what to make of their idols’ 
federal indictments. The police and other 
agencies had to come up with programs that 
might change these confused young minds. 

One such program was Operation Night 
Light, which grew out of an idea of Stew- 
art’s: team police officers with probation of- 
ficers to make unannounced home visits to 
probationers at night. 

“Probation was not working,” says Stew-

art. “Kids waited until the courthouse closed 
at five, and then they hit the streets because 
their friends pretty much dared them to do 
at.” 

When word got out about the house 
checks, youths began complying with the 
terms of their probation for fear of prison. 
But that’s not all the project accomplished. 
Operation Night Light has provided a 
chance for officers to meet with the parents 
of at-risk youth. 

“A lot of parents don’t know what is really 
going on with their kids,” says Stewart. 
“This way, we can not only check on their 
kid but also sit down with [the parents] and 
work on ways to keep the kid on the straight 
and narrow.” 

The program also undercuts peer pressure 
by giving kids an out. Youths who are bor- 
derline problem cases often use Operation 
Night Light as an excuse for staying indoors 
and out of trouble. They can save face with 
their peers and still do the right thing. 

“I use my probie as an excuse to stay

on the streets — a principle she plans to pass on to her five-month-old daughter. 
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away [from trouble],” says “Michael,” a red- 
headed 15-year-old Dorchester native. “I 
don’t need that hassle.” 

In Dorchester, where Operation Night 
Light began, and where it still focuses its ef- 
fort, arrests of probationers declined 9.2 per- 
cent between January 1994 and June 1996. 
During the same period, the state’s overall 
probationer-arrest rate increased 14 percent. 

To reach the kids in the city’s 27 BHA 
housing projects, the police decided to send 
role models into the streets. Beat officers 
were assigned to walk the projects, get to 
know the kids, gain their trust, and show 
them a world outside the bleak one they 
know. 

Officer Jack Fee, 60, has been with the 
department for 34 years. He has made 
Academy Homes I, on Columbus Avenue, 
his home away from home. The kids wait on 
the street for him, and the parents treat him 
more like a friend than a cop. Small chil- 
dren’s faces light up at the mention of his 
name. 

“This is about more than just keeping the 
peace,” he says. “These people invite me 
into their homes, confide in me, ask me to 
talk to their kids. And their kids listen to me. 
You have to remember that these are real 
people living here. You can’t treat an entire 
neighborhood as a throwaway area when it 
is just a few bad seeds who are bringing the 
place down.” 

The return to old-fashioned community 
policing was only the beginning. Since 
1993, the police department has increased 
the number of youth service workers from 
10 to 15. These workers are assigned to 
teach antidrug and antigang programs 
throughout the school system. 

After school, the officers take students on 
field trips, run sports clinics, and organize 
basketball leagues in order to reach kids be- 
fore they get caught up in the gang. under- 
world. 

As the police cracked down on the hard- 
core criminals and reached out to the bor- 
derline kids, the spiral of violence began to 
unwind. The sense that there was more to 
life than gang-banging became infectious. 
More and more youths chose the basketball 
court over the street corner. Kids who had 
turned to gangs for a sense of belonging 
found that it was the police who really 
cared about them. 

It doesn’t have to be police, of course. 
For 16-year-old Melissa Khomlasaben, 
who once helped a gang sell drugs in her 
Dorchester neighborhood, it was teachers: 
she recalls two who told her continually 
that she’d be doomed if she continued to 
live the way she was living. Finally, to get 
them off her back, she took up acting and 
became hooked. Now she teaches acting 
classes at the Dorchester Youth Collabora- 
tive community center. 

“The more adults talk to children, the 
more children will see another side,” says 
Khomlasaben. “Even if they seem like they 
aren't listening, the message does sink in.” 

For those kids who have listened, the 
message is that there was no real loyalty, no 
real safety in the world of gangs. And at 
some level, the kids knew it already. That’s 
why so many of them carried weapons — 
not to be cool, but to protect themselves. 
But as major gangs were broken up and the 
police developed personal relationships 
with the kids, the fear began to dissipate. 

“There was a time when verbal alterca- 
tions would often escalate into shootings,” 
says Gary French. “But that isn’t the case 
anymore. Kids aren’t carrying guns any- 
more because they aren’t scared.” 


S DRAMATIC as the changes of the 

last few years have been, there is still 
plenty to worry about. Boston is not im- 
mune to the problems that plague cities 
around the country. Violence — especially 
domestic violence —.continues to teach 
kids the wrong lessons. Alcohol and drugs 
are tempting one-way streets. Families are 
still disintegrating, and race continues to 
divide us. 

That no juvenile has been killed by gun- 
play in the past two years is an impressive 
victory but a narrow one. Young people are 
still being killed — youths like 17-year-old 
Sadrac Barlatier, a member of the Forest 
Street Gang, who was struck by an MBTA 
bus in October 1995, apparently as he ran

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Streetworkers now have an army of other adults to 
buttress their efforts, from ministers to community po- 
lice officers, to neighbors less and less afraid to call 
kids on bad behavior. The collective aim is to convince 
a kid that somewhere in the neighborhood, an adult 
has got his back — or his number. 


KEEP kids, streetworkers have to offer them more 
than just the standard role-model stuff: they have to 
match what the street can give them, which is plenty. 

“Violence has a payoff for teenagers,” says North- 
eastern’s Jack Levin. “A gang gives them a sense of be- 
longing, makes them feel special, important, and gives 
them money. And when the violence is related to the 
drug industry, it provides an apprenticeship in a ca- 
reer, and some hope.” 

Often, kids feel as if they have no choices beyond 
the street. “Two things catch them up,” says Tracy 
Litthcut — “a sense of belonging, then a sense of en- 
trapment. A 15-year-old can be on a bad road, en- 
gaging in risky behavior, but most of them are fright- 
ened every day they do that.” The fact that they’re 
looking for ways out makes them good candidates for 
Litthcut and his streetworkers — but the right ap- 
proach is crucial. 

Youth workers try an end-run around the gangs by 
giving kids a sense of belonging so they don’t have to 
go to the street corners. They try to provide kids with 
alternatives rather than scaring them out of the life: af- 
ter all, between the cops and the gangs, kids are al- 
ready afraid. There may not be not much money in the 
community-center programs and activities for the kids, 
but there’s none of the fear, either. 

“We try to give them the resources so they don’t 
have to sell drugs,” says Hewitt Joyner, a BCC pro- 
gram manager. “We tell them, ‘If you put those talents 
— those selling and accounting and organizing talents 
into the options I’m gonna give you — you could real- 
ly blow up.’ These kids are tired of having to go down 
the street and prove their manhood all the time.” 

That’s an approach Emmett Folgert uses, too. 
“There’s no such thing as an unorganized kid,” he 
says. “Either we organize them or the gangs organize 
them. We say to them, ‘We’re competing directly with 
the gangs for you. If you need something to eat, come 
to us. If you need clothes, come to us. We can’t always 
give you what you want, but we’ll give you what you 
need. Don’t ever go to a gang to get a hamburger. 
Yeah, it may be fun to steal a car, but it’s even more 
fun to snowboard, and we can give you that.’” Indeed, 
amid the panic of all those “Young Black Male Men- 
ace” headlines, it’s easy to lose sight of the fact that 
many kids commit crimes out of such simple motives 
as hunger or loneliness. 

It’s also easy to forget that solutions are sometimes 
simple, too. Both the Dorchester Youth Collaborative 
and the streetworkers put much stock in the power of 
the garden-variety van, for example. Passing through 
other neighborhoods was something youths in gang- 
laden areas could never take for granted at the height 
of the juvenile-crime crisis. 

“If you provide kids with transportation, you allow 
them to move beyond their own neighborhoods,” Litth- 
cut explains.“You’ve got those territorial issues,” he 
says. “If you don’t show kids the world beyond their lit- 
tle areas, they’d never think about taking the next step.” 


F STREETWORKER Maggie Solis weren’t at the 

Marshall Community Center party this afternoon, 
she’d be back at Maverick Square, in East Boston, as 
she is most afternoons between 2 and 5 p.m., the 
prime time for getting shot or pregnant. She’d be try- 
ing to connect with the kids, get them into the commu- 
nity center, or hook them up with other agencies, or 
check up with them to make sure everything’s okay 
and that they know where to find her. 

There’s not much to distinguish Solis from the kids 
she devotes most of her days to: she is a tiny, intense 
woman in baggy overalls, avocado nail polish, and a 
dark blue baseball cap. Maggie knows the pull of the 
street: she’s been there herself, though she won’t get 
specific. “I used to be a kid like “em,” she says. “I was 
into negative activity.” 

She was paged at 2 a.m. this morning by an 18- 
year-old girl whose boyfriend had been beating her. 
Maggie counseled her over the phone and told her to 
sit tight. She’d spent the morning lining up a shelter 
for the girl; and she’d probably spend the rest of the 
evening settling her in there. 

But right now she is dancing, licking away at an 
unnatural-Idoking orange-speckled ice cream, laugh- 
ing with the kids and the other streetworkers, survey- 
ing a situation she helped to create: a couple of hun- 
dred youths in one place on a hot afternoon, parents 
letting little kids run around by themselves, and none 
of them afraid. ®

Gang turf is a strange place to find a Harvard 
academic. But David M. Kennedy is a foot soldier 
in Boston’s war on youth violence.

break of bloody gun violence in Dorch- 

ester’s Bowdoin Street neighborhood, a 
phalanx of law-enforcement and social-ser- 
vice officials assembled a meeting at the 
city’s red-brick district courthouse. The 
guests of honor were members of the Vamp 
Hill Kings, a fearsome young Bowdoin 
Street gang held largely responsible for the 
recent rounds of highly publicized gunfire 
— shots that resulted in several deaths and 
frustrated community leaders who had 
fought to keep area streets safe. 

The Kings swaggered into the courthouse 
not knowing what to expect. Some suspect- 
ed a police set-up. But they quickly learned 
that this Dorchester meeting wasn’t a sting; 
it was a stark warning. Fed up with the gun- 
play, every arm of Boston’s law-enforcement 
network — an unprecedented team of local, 
state, and federal agents — drew a line in 
the sand. Sick of the bullets and body bags, 
city police, probation officers, federal prose- 
cutors, and Boston Community Centers 
streetworkers issued the gang members the 
same blunt message: we’re no longer going 
to tolerate any violence. Period. If you com- 
mit violent acts, the Kings were told, you will 
be dealt with swiftly, in the harshest way, by 
every possible extension of the law — no 
mercy, no slack. The body count was over. 
Enough was enough. 

In the courthouse audience was David 
M. Kennedy, a senior researcher in the 
Criminal Justice Policy and Management 
program at Harvard University’s Kennedy 
School of Government. A meeting on gang 
violence might be a strange place to find an 
academic, especially one from Harvard, but 
Dorchester was familiar turf for the 39- 
year-old Kennedy. For several years, the 
suburban- Detroit native had been working 
with police, probation officers, and prose- 
cutors, studying Boston’s youth-violence 
epidemic. He had personally interviewed 
dozens of gang members and befriended 
streetworkers who counsel at-risk kids. 
And with the help of Harvard colleagues 
Anthony A. Braga and Anne M. Piehl, he 
has assembled his observations over the 
past three years in a series of scholarly arti- 
cles describing Boston’s pioneering efforts 
to combat youth violence. 

Today, Kennedy’s work embodies a 
unique, dynamic bond between Boston’s

academic and law-enforcement communi- 
ties, two groups that haven’t always found 
it easy to work together. More important, 
it’s helped promote the city’s successful 
anti-violence program as an innovative 
model for other communities to follow. 

“David's been able to make his research 
practical,” says Boston police commission- 
er Paul Evans. “He’s been able to capture 
what the average street cop already knew.” 

Kennedy, who has shoulder-length brown 
hair and a soft-spoken demeanor, tries to 
minimize his contribution to Boston’s war 
on youth violence, saying that it pales in 
comparison to the day-to-day efforts of po- 
lice, probation officers, and streetworkers. 
Everything he has accomplished, Kennedy 
says, owes a large debt the “remarkable” co- 
operation among the city’s numerous law- 
enforcement and violence-prevention agen- 
cies. They were the ones who brought 
Kennedy into their world — including that 
May meeting in Dorchester. 

More than a year later, Kennedy still calls 
the meeting with the Vamp Hill Kings — 
known as a “Ceasefire intervention” — one 
of the most dramatic events he has ever 
witnessed. Watching the “zero tolerance” 
ultimatum register upon the Kings that 
night, Kennedy hoped they got the mes- 
sage. They did. Other gangs apparently got 
it, too. Today, there is a cautious optimism 
in Boston neighborhoods that the youth-vi- 
olence crisis of the late 1980s and early 
90s is a thing of the past. 

Kennedy says the rest of the nation is 
watching: “There was this slight feeling of 
apocalypse in the late ’80s and early ’90s. 
People felt this was an inexorable slide — 
that things were more dangerous than ever, 
and would be more dangerous in the fu- 
ture. [But] | think that feeling is changing, 
and what Boston has done has fueled that 
to a certain extent.” 


O STOP youth violence, Kennedy theo- 

rized a few years back, you had to stop 
the guns. In a 1994 American Prospect arti- 
cle, he posited that one method of curbing 
gun violence was to disrupt the weapons 
market: by aggressively tracing confiscated 
guns, punishing offenders, and hunting 
down sellers, police could cripple the sky- 
rocketing street-arms trade. The need was 
immediate, Kennedy recalls: guns were 
proliferating not only among gang mem- 
bers, but also among people who were sim- 
ply afraid of gangs.

Wanting to test this idea, Kennedy initi- 
ated the Boston Gun Project in late 1994 
with the assistance of a federal Justice De- 
partment grant and a “working group” of 
Boston police, the federal Bureau of Alco- 
hol, Tobacco, and Firearms (ATF), local 
and US attorneys, and streetworkers. The 
program got a head start from some pio- 
neering work already in progress: Boston’s 
ATF office and local police had been trac- 
ing confiscated guns since 1991. 

Kennedy, Braga, and Piehl didn’t ap- 
proach the Gun Project with academic de- 
tachment. Instead, they fully immersed 
themselves — working in partnership with 
law-enforcement groups, participating in 
meetings, helping to design and evaluate 
police strategy. Kennedy is still grateful for 
the opportunity. 

“Not every police department would have 
done this,” he says. “A lot of departments 
think, and reasonably so, that they have only 
something to lose by these kinds of relation-

ships — that academics come in, make off 
with data, go away and say whatever the de- 
partment is doing is bad.” 

Evans says that Kennedy’s wisest move 
was listening closely to the pros working 
the streets: “If David had gonc in there and 
started telling cops the way they should be 
doing things, | guarantee that he wouldn't 
still be there.” 

Kennedy and his colleagues pored over 
crime data and learned that Boston’s 
youth-homicide problem was largely con- 
fined to a small circle of offenders, most of 
whom were well-known to police. Of the 
155 people 21 years old and under killed 
by guns and knives between 1990 and 
1994, 117 of them, or 75 percent, had pre- 
viously been arraigned in a state criminal 
court. Of the 125 people age 21 and under 
known to have killed someone under 21 
during the same period, 96 of them, or 77 
percent, had been arraigned in court. 

The majority of these killers, and their 
victims, came from street gangs. In a 1996 
study, “The (Un)known Universe: Map- 
ping Gangs and Gang Violence in Boston,” 
Kennedy, Piehl, and Braga estimated the 
city’s combined gang membership at 1100 
to 1300 people. This represented just three 
percent of all youth in the gang-affected 
neighborhoods of Dorchester, Roxbury, Ja- 
maica Plain, Mattapan, Hyde Park, and the 
South End, but it was a particularly volatile 
group. Police estimated that gangs were re- 
sponsible for more than half of the city’s 
homicides over the previous five years. 

Kennedy also noted that the majority of 
gang members preferred newer, more pow- 
erful guns — semiautomatic handguns 
such as Glocks and Intratecs. Although not 
every kid owned such a gun — in fact, 
Kennedy pointed out that most youths 
owned cheaper, lower-caliber weapons — 
the market demand was for new, flashy 
guns. (Kids typically don’t like older guns 
stolen in burglaries, Kennedy noted, be- 
cause they fear that such guns already 
“have a body in them” and can be linked to 
other crimes.) This was an important dis- 
covery: newer guns are easier to track, and 
less likely to have their serial number filed 
off. This raises the odds of locating the 
original source of the weapon. 

Law-enforcement officials had previously 








regarded the illicit gun market as too mas- 
sive to control, but with the ATF—Boston 
Police Department tracking program, trac- 
ing guns became a priority. Guns seized 
from Boston’s youth offenders were no 
longer simply put on a shelf. Instead, infor- 
mation from each recovered gun was en- 
tered into a computer, investigators attempt- 
ed to recover serial numbers, and an effort 
was made to track the weapon to previous 
owners — and, ideally, to its original seller. 

When this investigative activity was suc- 
cessful, police could significantly alter the 
number of guns in a neighborhood with one 
trace, One tip, even one arrest. Markets were 
disrupted, and as Kennedy predicted, vio- 
lence subsided. In one instance, police and 
the ATF traced a number of guns recovered 
from gang offenders in the Wendover Street 
section of Dorchester all the way to Missis- 
sippi. It turned out that the weapons were 
being brought into the neighborhood on 
weekends and sold by a Boston native en- 
rolled at the University of 
Mississippi. Following his 
arrest, gun violence in the 
area dropped abruptly. 

“They ended up shut- 
ting down a really sub- 
stantial gun-trafficking 
organization that was 
behind a lot of the prob- 
lems on the street,” 
Kennedy says. 

Kennedy was interest- 
ed in Wendover Street 
for another reason, too. 
He was fascinated by the 
way police there were 
reaching out to gang 
members, individually 
warning them against vi- 
olent acts — and back- 
ing up the warnings with 
action. This simple but 
groundbreaking ap- 
proach, favored by 
Sergeant Paul Joyce and 
the Boston Youth Vio- 
lence.Strike Force, 
paved the way for the 
Ceasefire interventions, 
he says. 

It wasn’t a new idea. 
For a long time — long 
before Kennedy and the 
Gun Project came on the 
scene — Joyce and 
strike-force colleagues had been getting 
up-close and personal with gang members. 
Kids were told to avoid violence or face se- 
rious consequences. Those who tested the 
police warnings were suitably punished. 

“The police told them, ‘We know who 
you are, we know what you’re doing, and 
we’re going to clamp down here because of 
the violence,’ ” Kennedy says. “They told 
them they’re not going to sell drugs, not 
going to violate probation, not going to 
drive unregistered cars, not going to tres- 
pass, drink and smoke joints . . . it was very 
precise, very well-informed.” 

Gradually, but dramatically, these warn- 
ings and follow-ups paid off; Kennedy re- 
ports that gang members began dropping 
off handguns in paper bags at Joyce’s War- 
ren Street headquarters. With the encour- 
agement of community leaders, kids turned 
away from the street corners and back to- 
ward options like school and steady, 
“straight” jobs. The strike force was rid- 
ding Wendover Street of youth violence not 
only by cracking down on offenders, but by 
showing kids an alternative to violence — 
showing them it was possible to live with- 
out the gangs and guns. 

Essentially, subsequent Ceasefire inter- 
ventions have taken a similar approach, 
adding further weight through the involve- 
ment of ATF officials, local and federal 
prosecutors, and streetworkers. “All Cease- 
fire is,” Kennedy says, “is the lessons of 
Wendover Street . . . made policy.” 

Kennedy has articulated those lessons in 
a new paper entitled “Pulling Levers: 
Chronic Offenders, High-Crime Settings 
and a Theory of Prevention.” The “levers” 
that Kennedy speaks of are the various law- 
enforcement and violence-prevention agen- 
cies that can be used, or “pulled,” to warn 
offenders and crack down on them when 
necessary. He now believes this tactic may 
be effective whenever a particular type of

crime is committed by a specific group of 
chronic offenders. Satisfied that “Pulling 
Levers” can work with gun violence among 
youths, Kennedy is now exploring a test 
case that applies the same principles to 
crack houses. 

Though Kennedy will say only that he is 
“very excited” about “Pulling Levers,” the 
theory might be a defining moment for the 
Harvard researcher. If it proves successful 
in other areas, “Pulling Levers” could be- 
come a late- 1990s version of “Broken Win- 
dows,” the principle described in a 1982 
Atlantic Monthly article by James Q. Wil- 
son and George Kelling that is widely cred- 
ited with starting the popular community- 
policing movement of the past decade. 

Still, Kennedy acknowledges that the 
“Pulling Levers” intervention approach has 
its skeptics. Some believe these multiple 
police warnings are tantamount to cutting a 
deal with offenders — as if to say, Don’t 
engage in violence, and we'll look the other 
way on everything else. 
But Kennedy notes that 
the Ceasefire working 
group went to great 
lengths to avoid any mis- 
understanding — telling 
troubled kids, “This is a 
promise, not a deal.” If 
gang members put down 
their guns but still 
worked the corners — 
selling drugs, stealing, 
beating their girlfriends 
— they could expect se- 
rious punishment. 

Kennedy admits it’s 
tough for some people to 
believe that when police 
repeatedly make a threat 
and follow up on that 
threat, most offenders 
will stop committing 
crimes. People don’t un- 
derstand that it’s possible 
to get gangs to put down 
their guns without offer- 
ing some dispensation in 
return, he says. 

“It’s funny, because 
this is the type of rela- 
tionship people expect in 
their own lives. It’s the 
relationship that parents 
have with kids,” Kennedy 
says. “No good parent 
says to their kid, ‘I want you to do well in 
school, I want you to be home by 10 
o'clock, and if you do that, you can beat up 
on your sister.’ We just don’t do that.” 


T’S FAIR to say that when it comes to 

Boston and youth violence, Kennedy isn’t 
a dispassionate, clinical observer. He has 
immersed himself in the city’s fight for 
peace. Every morning, he says, one of the 
first things he does is check the Metro/Re- 
gion section of the Boston Globe to see if 
any youth homicides occurred the previous 
day. 

Because what really motivates Harvard’s 
David M. Kennedy is not theories or data, 
but kids. Read between the lines of his pa- 


pers, or watch how he moves to the edge of 


his chair when he talks about walking the 
city streets, and you understand the un- 
common bond between the researcher and 
his young subjects. 

“I would interview kids, and one of the 
questions I would ask was, ‘Have you ever 
been shot at?’ ”, Kennedy recalls. “And 
they would ask what I meant. They wanted 
to know whether I meant if anyone had 
shot at them personally, or if they had just 
been with their friends when their friends 
got shot at. 

“And I would ask them, ‘What can be 


done about this?’ and they’d say, ‘Nothing 


— nothing can be done, it’s always going 
to be like this.’ A lot of them were so 
young that they didn’t remember it any 
differently. If you were 17 in 1996, and 
this stuff had been going on in the city 
since the late 1980s, you didn’t know 
[anything] different. 

“To me, that’s the most poignant part of 
all of this,” Kennedy says. “Kids didn’t 


know it could be different.” a

from shots fired by a member of the rival 
gang KOZ (Kilos and Ounces). His assailant 
blamed him for the September 10 death of 
S.M. Adams, 17, who was gunned down on 
West Seldon Street, in Mattapan. 

And although the police have several pro- 
grams that deal with first-time offenders, 
that kind of intervention may come too late. 
The real goal is to get to kids while they’re in 
middle school, before they lose their inno- 
cence and gain a taste for trouble. 

“We need to begin identifying at-risk kids 
at the right age, which is before they get into 
high school,” says Jim Jordan, director of the 
police department’s Strategic Planning and 
Resource Development division. Under a 
program called the Youth Service Network, 
four of the 10 district stations employ full- 
time social workers to talk with the kids, 
learn their family histories, and set the ball 
rolling if another agency, such as the De- 
partment of Social Services, needs to get in- 
volved. But there aren’t enough social work- 
ers out there. 

“These kids come into the station, and we 
have no clue what kind of home life they 
have,” says Jordan. “We need to make more 
accessible the kind of assistance social work- 
ers can provide.” 

Another crucial goal, say police, is to ex- 
pand community policing. 

Beat officers help erase the anonymity that 
today’s youth use to cloak their illegal activi- 
ty. They also give kids who have little or no 
home life someone to talk to and confide in. 
Currently, the police department is looking 
to add 30 to 50 beats to get more officers on 
the street; Evans is fighting the police offi- 
cers’ union to preserve his authority to 
change officers’ assignments without having 
to waste time in collective bargaining. 

“You'll never meet anyone more paranoid 
than I am, or anyone more worried about 
these kids,” says Evans. “The ones who real- 
ly worry about these kids are the officers on 
the streets, talking to the teens on a daily ba- 
sis. And there needs to be more of that.” 

But community policing alone is not the 
answer. As much as children need role mod- 
els, good guidance and education are just be- 
ginnings. If young people can’t make money,

they’ll never be able to achieve the indepen- 
dence that gangs seem to offer. Jobs, say the 
experts, help keep kids out of trouble and — 
even more important — teach them that they 
have a future in the mainstream of society. 

Selicia Orozco, 17, knows about that 
from the inside. After leaving school several 
times — and having a baby, now five 
months old — she’s become an honors stu- 
dent and married to her childhood sweet- 
heart, a 20-year-old streetworker. 

“Kids today have no family to guide 
them,” she says. “And, second, a lot of kids 
think there is no reward in education. They 
want fast cash — and education is the long 
way around. 

“Something is working, though, because 
dropout rates are down, just as deaths are. 
More career professionals are going into 
the school system and talking to kids about 
how to really become something.” 

Programs like Boston’s “Summer of Op- 
portunity,” which gives kids summer jobs, 
are a good start. The city has also been 
awarded a $2.2 million grant from the US 
Department of Labor for job training and 
placement for 3400 at-risk youths in Rox- 
bury and South Boston. But if Boston — 
and the nation — is truly committed to ex- 
panding the peace in urban neighborhoods, 
then there need to be more jobs, and not just 
in the summer. 

Kids like Kenneth Darby aren’t stupid. 
They don’t believe they are bulletproof. But 
they do know they are much better off now 
than they were a few years ago. 

“Two years ago, if a brother cocked his 
finger at me, | would be home [hiding],” says 
Darby. “But now, a lot of my friends are tak- 
ing another route and nothing has happened 
to them. So I just keep on keepin’ on.” 

Darby checks his watch one more time, 
figures his friend isn’t going to show up, and 
strolls off down Magnolia Street as the 
evening star begins to twinkle. Casually, he 
glances back over his shoulder and gives me 
the peace sign with his fingers. 

“I don’t need to check my back no more,” 
he laughs, and he turns away and disappears 
into the night. a

Community organizations in Boston have been vital allies in the fight against juvenile 
crime.

TALKING POLITICS 


Thinking 2000, Lamar Alexander comes to town. Plus, the Marty Meehan buzz, 


Weld’s options, and Joe Kennedy’s goofy side.

HAT RED-AND-BLACK plaid flan- 

nel shirt. The “Washington outsider” 

mantra. The kooky ragtime-piano 
routine. The L.L. Bean boots to protest 
mudslinging. And above all, that exclama- 
tion-marked campaign moniker: “Lamar!” 

Remember “Lamar Alexander for Presi- 
dent”? Well, 1996’s most gimmicky candi- 
date is back. 

With a mere 1231 days until the 2000 
presidential election, Alexander swung 
through Boston last week. In theory, he 
was an honored guest at the dysfunctional 
state Republican Party’s annual “Junefest” 
dinner for 150 of its biggest donors at the 
Ritz-Carlton hotel. 

The reality is that Lamar Alexander is 
running for president again. And when the 
election is still three-plus years away, this is 
the sort of thing you do: attend dinky party 
dinners. Meet with the local press to test 
out your soundbites. And — if, like Alexan- 
der, you don’t have the perch of public of- 
fice — remind folks you're still kicking 
around. 

In fact, despite the transparent gimmicks 
(one friend reported seeing him stroll into a 
Manhattan Brooks Brothers just weeks af- 
ter his down-home campaign folded), 
many people think the moderate, vanilla- 
mannered Alexander would have been the 
Republicans’ best shot at knocking off Bill 
Clinton in a general election in ‘96. That 
includes the Clintonites themselves. His 
campaign slogan, you may recall, was 
“ABC: Alexander Beats Clinton.” 

Accompanied by state GOP chairman 
Jean Inman, Alexander — former Ten- 
nessee governor, former US education sec- 
retary — met with a handful of reporters in 
a cavernous Ritz dining room before 
Wednesday's dinner. Dressed in a most in- 
siderish dark suit and red tie, Alexander ex- 
plained he was on the road to “help the Re- 
publican party say what it’s for.” 

First, however, Alexander eagerly deliv- 
ered an account of his afternoon visit with 
Governor Bill Weld: the two grubbed on 
turnip greens and cornbread while catching 
NASCAR racing on TV. (So this is how the 
guv’s been spending his time lately.) 

“Once Billy and Jesse get to know each 
other, they'll get along just fine,” he said of 
Weld and Senate Foreign Relations chair- 
man Jesse Helms, who's threatening to 
squash Weld’s nomination as ambassador 
to Mexico. (This story seemed less folksy 
when Alexander, keenly aware of its quote 
potential, repeated it unprompted and 
nearly verbatim so a late-arriving David 
Nyhan of the Boston Globe could get it 
down. Nyhan, incidentally, delivered a 
glowing review of the Tennesseean in his 
Saturday column, even comparing him to 
Paul Tsongas.) 

On policy, Alexander worked themes fa- 
miliar from his "96 campaign, including 
states’ rights and education. He's also talk- 
ing about “making America one country” 
—“racially and ethnically,” he warns, “we 
are about to be pulled apart” — and 
proposing a new kind of private bank that 
would give immigrants low-interest $1000 
loans to learn English. 

Alexander, who denies out of propriety 
that he’s already decided to run, isn’t siz- 
zling presidential material. But with his 
persistence and fundraising skills, he may 
yet be an early GOP frontrunner for 2000, 
not least because the GOP candidates are °* 








looking pretty pathetic: 
weirdo millionaire Steve 
Forbes, sneaky Senate 
Majority Leader Trent 
Lott, and disappointing 
1996 vice-presidential 
candidate Jack Kemp. 

As it happened, Alexan- 
der suffered a high-pro- 
file attack the day after 
his Boston visit, at the 
hands of New York Times 
columnist Frank Rich, 
who fumed over a report 
critical of national chari- 
ties issued by a Lamar- 
headed commission. 
“What Bill Gates is to 
software,” Rich wrote, 
“Mr. Alexander is to 
hypocrisy.” 

Highbrow blasts from 
the New York Times may 
sting, but this master of 
gimmicks seems to rec- 
ognize that in politics to- 
day, it’s often the little things that matter 
most. For instance, Alexander flunked Pri- 
maries 101 in 1996 when he botched a re- 
porter’s question about the price of basic 
groceries, which threatened to leave him 
branded with something akin to Dan 
Quayle’s “potatoe” problem. Asked how 
he'd do things differently in a future cam- 
paign, Alexander replied: “I'd know the 
price of milk, bread, and eggs.” 

At the dawn of the century, this is the 
stuff on which a presidential election can 
turn. 

a 

The insider speculation over who's run- 
ning for what in the 1998 state elections is 
like a tremendous vacuum, sucking in every 
name in Massachusetts politics that isn’t 
firmly bolted down. 

One name that’s been drawn into the 
vortex in recent months is that of Repre- 
sentative Marty Meehan (D-Lowell). Mee- 
han, a true believer in term limits, has 
vowed to leave Congress by the year 2000. 
That leaves him just two elections to find a 
new job in politics — assuming he wants 
one — from his incumbent’s perch. And 
Meehan appears to have kicked around the 
idea of a statewide race. 

Most of the talk centers on a Meehan bid 
for attorney general, a race for which the 
field has been slow to take shape. As the 
most moderate member of the state con- 
gressional delegation, he could be a strong 
contender for the law-and-order job. In 
1994, the last time he faced an opponent, 
Meehan was re-elected with 70 percent of 
the vote. And like Scott Harshbarger, the 
man he'd be replacing, Meehan touts fash- 
ionable anti-tobacco credentials that date 
back several years. 

Meehan’s name recently joined a list of 
possible AG contenders appeared in 98 Tri- 
al Balloons, a newsletter published by the 
political-consulting firm of Voter Contact 
Plus. Democratic consultant Jim Spenser, a 
compiler of the list, says he’s heard the talk 
from both the Boston area and the halls of 
Congress. But Meehan is close to Middle- 
sex district attorney Tom Reilly, who ap- 
pears to be moving full-tilt toward the AG 
race. That would probably keep the con- 
gressman out this time around. 

A less likely but more intriguing scenario:

Meehan for governor in ‘98. Republican 
consultant Kevin Sowyrda, a friend and 
backer, says the congressman has told him 
and others that if Representative Joe 
Kennedy (D-Brighton) were to quit the 
race, he'd run. As Kennedy weathers his 
media migraines, the chances that he'll bag 
the race have shrunk to almost zero. But 
still, just one more bruising revelation might 
be enough to push Kennedy over the edge. 

“I don’t think Marty would ever rule out 
anything,” says his chief of staff, Will 
Keyser. “But | think he’s been clear in say- 
ing that he’s going to run for Congress in 
1998 unless something crazy happens.” 

So, does Joe Kennedy dropping out of 
the race qualify as “something crazy”? 

“| think there are a lot of ifs between 
that” and Meehan running for governor, 
Keyser says.

Rigor mortis now appears to be setting in 
on the Weld nomination, but can the same 
be said for the governor's political future? 
Twice last week, Helms barked tart words 
of opposition, and though the White House 
appears to be making some efforts on 
Weld’s behalf, the consensus is growing 
that Weld can unpack his bags. 

Yes, Helms may yet be using Weld’s 
nomination for leverage to win yet another 
onerously isolationist foreign-policy con- 
cession from President Clinton. But more 
and more people are once again asking that 
familiar question: what does Big Red do 
next? The speculation has run the gamut of 
plausibility. Here are some scenarios. 

White House 2000? This one is almost 
science fiction. But there is some chatter 
that Weld, whose interest in an ambas- 
sadorship shows he’s still got a hunger for 
politics, might hope to revive his stock as a 
presidential candidate for the year 2000. 
Those national ambitions die hard, and 
Weld, free of the pro-life albatross, remains 
one of his party’s most prominent and pop- 
ular figures. He was mentioned as a presi- 
dential possibility in the New York Times 
last week. And earlier this month, Boston 
Herald columnist Wayne Woodlief imag- 
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ined a scenario in which Weld 
“becomes a Helms-created mar- 
tyr for moderates, and gets his 
own gleam going for 2000.” But 
if Weld can’t muster the support 
to makc it past Helms and the 
social GOP conservatives who 
raised hell over his ambassador- 
ship in the first place, how could 
he hope to win party primaries 
controlled by the Christian 
Coalition? 

A third term? Weld could 
keep his governor’s job and 
even run again in 1998. A 
Weld comeback might meet lo- 
cal ridicule in the press, but a 
recent poll by the Donahue In- 
stitute of the University of 
Massachusetts found that 48 
percent of respondents want 
him to run again if the nomi- 
nation dies. Keep in mind as 
well that polls showed Weld 
crushing Joe Kennedy in a hy- 
pothetical governor's race this 
winter — before the Kennedygates. 

It’s true that Weld seems downright 
bored with being governor. But if Weld 
does still harbor presidential ambitions, 
running for a third term might be his last 
hope. As GOP consultant Kevin Sowyrda 
puts it: “The national stature of beating a 
Kennedy outweighs the stature of being 
ambassador to Mexico by 10,000 to onc.” 

Stepping down. This is the likeliest sce- 
nario, evidenced principally by a continuing 
exodus of key figures in his administration, 
joined last week by chief secretary Edward 
Tobin. Aides are also making noises that 
Weld won't serve out the rest of this term, 
feeling pressure to give his friend Licu- 
tenant Governor Paul Cellucci the acting- 
governor job and a running start on a 1998 
bid for the office. Weld already screwed 
Cellucci over once, however, when, after 
saying otherwise, he decided not to step 
down upon losing the 1996 Senate race 
against John Kerry. 

“He’s done,” says one Republican opera- 
tive. “He’s done everything as governor, 
except maybe the death penalty. He wants 
to turn it over to Paul.” 

Whatever the outcome, Weld’s nomi- 
nation ordeal holds sweet irony. At last 
the governor, who has long baffled vot- 
ers and his opponents with his cultivat- 
ed air of unpredictability, has met in 
Jesse Helms a politician as maddening- 
ly enigmatic and capricious as he is. 
The two do have something in common 
after all.

A Weld challenge to Kennedy for gover- 
nor may be a long shot, but the Brighton 
congressman would obviously just as soon 
not have one more thing to worry about. 

In a letter Kennedy recently sent to Weld 
denouncing the administration's recent 
proposed hikes in MBTA fares, Kennedy 
struck out the salutation “Governor Weld,” 
making the letter read “Dear Guillermo (1 
hope)!!” — adding a U-shape beneath 
those exclamation marks to fashion an 
adorable lil’ smiley face. 

Maybe Joe’s not as depressed by those 
scandals as we'd thought. &

Music compilations for the smart dummy 


t's easy to make fun of most classical-music compilations 
— you know, the really cheesy ones with titles like Crazy 
for Clarinets and The Only Classical CD You'll Ever 
Need. Given the fact that two of the four best-selling classi- 
cal-music albums of all time are put out by Victoria’s 

Secret, it’s understandable that record companies think 
we're easy prey. 

Cosmo girls might be the easiest — and not just because 
they shop at Victoria's Secret. EMI, in partnership with 
Cosmopolitan magazine, has created several classical CDs 
with titles like Seduction, Meditation, and Rainy Afternoon. 
The cover of /ntimate Evening sets the scene: “The candles 
are lit, the wine is chilling, and dinner’s in the oven. As you 
glance around the room, you check that the couch pillows 
are all fluffed, all magazines and papers are stashed in 
drawers, cat toys are out of sight.” I'm not making this up. 
“Now's the perfect time to slip a CD into the disc player — 
some background music to enhance the intimacy without 
interfering in your conversation.” Who couldn't use a little 
Dvorak to drown out the old roommate while making out? 

For those who like it a bit more raw, EMI offers Heavy Classix: “66 
minutes of the loudest [classical] music ever written.” Where does 
Metallica get its inspiration? From Wagner's “Ride of the 
Valkyries,” and Mussorgsky’s “The Hut on Fowl's 
Legs,” of course. Other mind-numbing 
classical collections include 
RCA’s Xtraterrestrial 
Classics (did you know 
that Beethoven's Funeral 
March was in Space: 
Above and Beyond?) and 
Classics at the Beach 
(what a surprise to find 
Handel’s Water Music on 
this one). 

With most of these compi- 
lations, you're not getting 
much more than a gimmick. 
Fortunately, there are excep- 
tions. For those interested 
in learning about classi- 
cal music, yet wary, 






EMI's “Gateway to Classical Music” 
series simply but effectively organizes music 
according to era — the soundest way to 
begin to explore the genre. From Early Music 
to The Late Romantic Era, these compila- 

tions group together composers who may or 

may not resemble one another in form, struc- 

ture, and style, but who do share an aesthet- 

ic, a historical sensibility. Classical music — 
as much as any other — reflects a world view. 
Grouping it by loudness or seduction value is 
therefore incredibly dumb. 

But organizing by composer is not, which is 
one of the reasons the innovative, interactive 
CDs in IDG’s Classics for Dummies series are 
also a good bet. Though you can enjoy Mozart 
for Dummies on your CD player, you can also 
| pop it into a CD-ROM drive, and get sophisticat- 
ed graphics to accompany a movement from the 
G Minor Symphony. Click on Mozart’s face and 
you get a brief bio while you’re listening to his Piano 
Concerio in C Major. Best of all, participating in the Music 
Workshop allows you to isolate various sections of the 
orchestra. You can actually follow along with the sheet music 
— slowing down the tempo if necessary — as the second 
violins play a passage from Eine kleine Nachtmusik. 

Classical music can, of course, be both sensual and 
raunchy. But if you truly want to understand what you're lis- 
tening to, dump the Cosmo girl and pick up a Dummy.

OU’VE SEEN ONE. Maybe it was at Foxboro Stadium, 

during a Patriots game. Under the glare of spotlights, be- 
fore a roaring crowd, a lone man burst free and charged down 
the field. Past the 20, the 10, the five — until with a final 
surge of energy he crossed the goal line and broke into a 
delirious end-zone dance. 

Then, finally, he was tackled. By the police, that is, huffing 
and puffing from having chased the poor slob since the mo- 
ment he stumbled out of the stands and dashed onto the grass, 
carrying not a football but a half-empty beer cup. The actual 
players, huddled 50 yards away, looked on with amusement as 
the interloper was dragged off the muddy field, while the 
crowd acknowledged his pathetic grab for attention with hoots 
and catcalls. Amidst the cacophony, a single voice from the 
stands rose above the din, summing up the common senti- 
ment: “Get the hell off the field — you dork!” 

Dorks. Can’t live with em, can’t shoot ’em. And you don’t 
have to be a sports fan to know just who I’m talking about, ei- 
ther. How many times in your life — heck, how many times 
today, while driving to work or just trying to buy a cup of cof- 
fee — have you encountered someone who boldly imposed his 
bad judgment, poor taste, and questionable body odor on you 
and everyone else in his path? 

Dorks creep up on us when we least expect it. You're mind- 
ing your own business, standing in a slow-moving checkout 
line at Lechmere. Suddenly you realize that the source of the 
delay is some chump at the head of the queue who’s trying to 
pay for a color TV with 700 rolls of pennies. You may try to be 
patient. You may even try to rationalize his actions as a cry for 
help. But inside you’re thinking, “Die, dork!” 

Dorks are omnipresent. When flight attendants request that 


all electronic devices be shut off, dorks refuse to put away 
their Game Boys. With DO NOT FEED THE ANIMALS signs in 
plain view at the zoo, dorks offer up their chili dogs to the lla- 
mas. Dorks fall out of trees trying to steal cable. Dorks hum 
show tunes at funerals. Dorks snap their gum. Loudly. 

Dorks can’t stop themselves from saying or doing the wrong 
thing at the absolute worst time. Virtually every day of the 
week, a dork will commit some act that screams, “Look at me! 
I’m an idiot!” And the dork doesn’t care. 

Dorks have always walked among us, but if popular culture 
is any indication, dork awareness is ascendant. Consider the 
evidence. Last fall, while reflecting on the dreary 1996 cam- 
paign, New York Times columnist Maureen Dowd described 
Republican vice-presidential nominee Jack Kemp as “spewing 
a transcendently dorky number of football metaphors.” A 
quick scan of the Web turns up dork home pages and “Dork 
of the Week” sites, which usually feature scanned-in photos of 
coworkers or dormmates someone found guilty of dorkosity. 

Scriptwriters for TV sitcoms have made “dork” the family- 
viewing-hour epithet of choice. Scarcely an episode of News 
Radio or Friends passes without one character accusing anoth- 
er of dorkiness. But, then, that should hardly be surprising. 
The narrative of sitcoms frequently hinges on the inconsider- 
ate, dimwitted misdeeds of some dork. What would Seinfeld 
be without George Costanza, the dork’s dork? (Kramer, as 
any dedicated fan of the program knows, is not a dork but a 
hipster doofus, which is another story altogether.) 

Dorks are now held in such high regard by TV executives 
that they even have their own shows. NBC’s Men Behaving 
Badly features a pair of roommates whose favorite pastime is 
sitting around their filthy apartment, drinking beer and watch- 





ing National Geographic TV specials for the hot parts. 
There’s also ABC’s The Drew Carey Show, which centers 
on the sad-sack exploits of an overweight guy with a 
crewcut and safety glasses; Drew and his friends spend 
most of each program putting one another down for be- 
ing chronic losers. 


ACK IN the real world, people may be wondering: 

what, exactly, is a dork? At this point in the essay, 
the unimaginative writer often turns to the dictionary for 
the standard definition — an option you might think isn’t 
available to me with a colloquialism like “dork.” But 
you'd be wrong, dork! My 
Random House dictionary ex- 
plains that a dork is a “stupid 
or ridiculous person; jerk; 
nerd.” I’m with the folks at 
Random House right up until 
the final word. Nerds are 
many things, but stupid is not 
one of them. Nerds, of 
course, have exploited their 
lack of stupidity about things 
like baud rates and gigabytes 
to amass great fortunes in re- 
cent years. 

The typical dork, on the 
other hand, thinks a “baud 
rate” is what a hooker 
charges per hour. While Bill 
Gates was studying programming languages in high 
school, some dork was getting kicked out of metal shop 
for lighting farts with the acetylene torch. If a dork’s 
name turns up in his high-school yearbook’s superlatives 
page, it’s because he was voted “most likely to be killed 
in a hunting accident.” 

When dorks enter the professional world, they rise to 
the top only in the most extreme cases of nepotism, 
dumb luck, or bribery. And when a dork is named CEO, 
a company is only days away from issuing public apolo- 
gies and being sued by investors. You’ve heard of Mur- 
phy’s Law? This is the Dork Principle: whatever can go 
wrong will, probably with a number of casualties, as long 
as a dork is in charge. 

More often, of course, dorks are career paper-pushers 
whose ambitions — if they have any — are severely 
stunted by the amount of time they spend playing Doom 
on their computers and contriving plans to steal office 
supplies. If you receive a holiday “secret Santa” gift from 
a colleague and it turns out to be a French tickler, a 
“Hang In There!” poster, or anything purchased at the 
All for a Dollar store, you can bet it came from the office 
dork. Not sure if a coworker is a genuine dork? Be sus- 
picious of anyone who has a Pamela Anderson calendar 
in his cubicle or is a little too fond of Dilbert comics. Be 
very suspicious of anyone who admits to having photo- 
copied his butt. You have confirmation if he shows you 
the result. 

An etymologist at Random House with time on his 
hands actually bothered to research the origins of the 
word dork. The thinking goes that it may be a marriage 
of two other mild four-letter epithets, dolt and jerk. (Isn’t 
etymology fascinating? This article might just as easily 
have been titled “Are You a Jelt?”) But you may wonder: 
must a dork necessarily be male? 

It’s not an unreasonable question, especially since the 
second definition of dork is “(vulgar) penis.” Does that 
unmistakably male connotation mean women are inca- 
pable of crass and boob-brained behavior? There is am- 
ple evidence to the contrary. Remember Farrah hairdos? 
Leg warmers? Gaucho pants? “Pleather” patchwork 
purses? All dorky fads that American women bought into 
en masse. 

But these sad memories can be explained away as cos- 
metic gaffes that go barely skin deep. Women, for the 
most part, are too restrained to be true dorks. Indeed, 
there is a heady whiff of testosterone to a genuine dork’s 
every inept move and ill-timed utterance — a boldness, 
an in-your-face quality. Would a woman think it the 
height of comedy to walk into a McDonald’s and order a 
Whopper? Would a woman build an anatomically correct 
snowman? Have you ever seen a woman wearing an I’M 
WITH STUPID T-shirt? 

Don’t get me wrong. Dorks are human, too. Just like 
everybody else, a dork puts his shoes on one foot at a 
time. There’s just no guarantee they'll be from the same 
pair — or that they won’t be Earth Shoes. True dorks, 
after all, are a bit behind the curve when it comes to 
trends. Which is why a dork will order Bud in a brew 
pub, Sanka at Starbucks, fish sticks in a sushi bar. 

Part of the problem with dorks, in fact, is that they are 
pathologically unhip. They cling desperately to a past 
most of us are happy to pretend never happened. Dorks 
drive rusty AMC Pacers and Ford Pintos. Dorks wear 








Ban-Lon and acrylic and other highly combustible fab- 
rics, and would never dream of tossing out the leisure 
suits they wore in high school — “because they’re gonna 
come back in style, mark my words.” Call up a dork, and 
his answering machine greets you with selections from 
the first Foghat album. It’s not that dorks don't like new 
music; it’s just that none of it’s available on eight-track. 

Think Americans are eating healthier? Not in 
Dorkville! Peer into a dork’s cupboard and fridge, and 
you'll discover that a dork’s diet remains essentially un- 
changed after age nine. You'll find Cheez Whiz and Yoo- 
Hoo and Ho Hos and Gummi Bears and Tater Tots and 
Count Chocula and Hawaiian 
Punch. Maybe it’s evidence of 
self-loathing, a hidden desire to 
eat themselves into an early 
grave. Or maybe it’s just that 
dorks do all their shopping at 7- 
Eleven. 

If this persuades you never to 
accept an invitation to a dork’s 
home for dinner, you should 
also think twice about dining 
out with a dork. He’ll hand back 
the wine list and order a round 
of Jell-O shots. A dork will at- 
tempt to order in French — at a 
taco stand. Dorks take their 
moms out on Mother’s Day, 
then request separate checks. 
After signing his credit-card receipt, a true dork steals 
the waiter’s pen. 

At the movies, a dork shows up well after the opening 
credits, gets up for a soda 10 minutes later, and stands to 
stretch during the climax. He munches popcorn like a 
trash compactor. The dork anticipates dialogue, out loud. 

Dork drivers are as aggressively stupid as Boston 
drivers are famously aggressive. Dorks lay on the horn 
when they drive through tunnels. Dorks brake for tag 
sales. Dorks take wrong turns — onto rotaries. 

And they are easy to spot in public. Dorks cut in line at 
the supermarket. Dorks pass wind — audibly — in 
crowded elevators. Dorks park in the handicapped zone. 
At weddings, when the minister asks if anyone knows of 
a reason the union should not go forth, dorks burst out 
laughing. At the reception, leave no doubt in your mind 
as to who always requests “YMCA.” 

Still not getting the picture? Still not forming a vivid 
image of the classic dork? See if this helps: think Dan 
Quayle. Think Ralph Malph. Think Willard Scott. Think 
“Weird Al” Yankovic. Think of any character Chris Far- 
ley has ever played. 

Does life have to be this way? Isn’t there anything we 
can do? Would we want dorks to unite — so we could 
kill them all at once? 

No. The world needs dorks. After all, they’re good for 
the economy. Dorks’ brazen disregard for decency and 
common sense props up entire industries. Who else do 
you suppose buys all those radar detectors, jet skis, fanny

packs, and six-packs of ice beer? Next time you attend a 
concert or basketball game at an arena, ask yourself: 
Could this place stay in business if not for the monthly 
monster-truck show? 

But there’s a more important reason the world needs 
dorks. Their awe-inspiring knack for committing the very 
worst sorts of faux pas helps us to forget our own lapses 
in sophistication and character, like the fact that we se- 
cretly tape Benny Hill reruns. Or put chocolate milk in 
our cereal. Or pee in the shower. 

When you come right down to it, we need dorks more 
than they need us. So if you know a dork, stand by him. 
For. one thing, even on your worst day, the comparison 
will flatter you. And, when you come right down to it, 
they may not be so unlike us after all. Pass the Gummi 
Bears, would you? at

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BRUTE 
JUSTICE

COTT GIACOPPO, LIKE any good community po- 
lice officer, believes that individuals are not inherently 
evil. There are plenty of bad actors out there, he 


knows: the bullies, the thugs, the blank-eyed killers. But 
they weren’t born that way. They come to it, through lives 


The subjects of Giacoppo’s optimism are 
not the usual wayward teenagers, though, 
but pit bulls. A law-enforcement officer for 
the Massachusetts Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Animals, Giacoppo has the 
task of making sure the city’s animals are 
protected from the hardships of urban life 
— including, in the case of pit bulls and oth- 
er notorious canines, the dangers of the 
gang lifestyle. His beat usually keeps him out 
of the news, but Giacoppo is a genuine cop, 
commissioned as a special officer of the 
state police. A compactly built 31-year-old 
with green eyes and a buzz cut, he has a 
badge, gun, and the power of arrest. And the 
violators he confronts are often real crimi- 
nals, young toughs who use the dogs as 
street weapons or pit them against each oth- 
er in fights for money. 

In a job that deals with situations from the 
ghastly to the silly, these dogs have been the 
one grim constant: in his nearly two years of 
duty, Giacoppo says, “pretty much a day has 
not gone by that I haven’t been involved with 
at least one situation involving a dogfight.” 
Because they pose a direct threat to public 
safety, the vicious dogs stand out from the 
rest of his caseload. And the city has taken 
notice of it: since last summer, Giacoppo’s 
been part of a special task force, uniting the 
MSPCA with the Boston Police Department 
and with other animal-related agencies to 
root out the menace. 

Behind the fangs and jaws, though, a pit 
bull is facing the same fundamental trouble 
as a Starving kitten: it’s at the mercy of the 
person who owns it. Animals have a way of 
absorbing the cruelty of their surroundings, 
so that human folly and brutality redound to 
them. The meanest pit bull in the world — 

and there are many that are too far gone to 
be rehabilitated — could have been raised in- 
stead to be a devoted companion. To make a 
difference, in his line of work, Giacoppo of- 
ten has to deal with the bitterest of circum- 
stances, in the bleakest of surroundings. 


OT THAT the job is all misery and gritty 

cop stuff, by any stretch. Just now, for 
example, it’s a sunny afternoon, and Giacop- 
po is making kissing noises through the half- 
open door of a third-floor apartment in a 
moderately upscale complex in Canton. The 
idea is to warn the resident dog that he’s 
coming in. It’s a formality, really, performed 
mostly for the sake of the building manager, 
a slight young woman who’s letting Giacop- 
po into the unit with the tenant’s permission, 


and with the announcement that dogs hate 
her and she hates them back. He already 
knows that the dog is outside on the deck, 
because that’s where it’s been left every day, 
barking and annoying the neighbors till they 
called the MSPCA to report it as neglected. 

Coast clear, Giacoppo makes his way 
through the apartment to the sliding glass 
doors that lead to the deck. Outside, on the 
planking, stands a tiny white poodle with 
wet, dark eyes. Giacoppo stoops and greets 
it through the glass; it peers back up at 
him, a bit mournfully. The dog is clearly 
unhappy and bored, but it has — as ex- 
pected — the legal amenities: a bowl of 
water, and a pet carrier for shade and shel- 
ter. “I absolutely hate going into people’s 
apartments when they’re not home,” Gia- 
coppo says. The fact that the owner had 
given him permission to search, he adds, all 
but assured there’d be nothing illegal about 
the arrangement. 

Investigating a complaint without even 
touching the animal in question is nothing 
new to Giacoppo. Often, he doesn’t even see 
it. In most cases, he says, what he’s trying to 
do is get in touch with the owner, to make 
sure that there’s no violation, or, if there is, 
to get it corrected. He leaves a business 
card, or a card and a note, or, if he’s been 
having serious trouble raising the person, a 
copy of the relevant statute. Persistence is 
usually enough to get someone to take care 
of a neglected pet. “The majority of the 
work we do is education,” he says. “Very 
rarely does a situation come up where I have 
to take the dog.” 

If he does take animals, in cases of ex- 
treme neglect, endangerment, or abuse, they 
wind up at the MSPCA pound, where work- 
ers nurse them to health and try to get them 
adopted. “Am I going to be able to look at 
the animal and say . . . [it’s] in the animal's 
best interest to remove it?” Giacoppo asks. 
In deciding, he has to consider the chance 
that, if an animal goes unclaimed for two or 
three weeks and the shelter runs short on 
space, the victim he’s rescued could be sen- 
tenced to death. 


IGH as the stakes may be for the animals, 

routine animal-cruelty law enforcement 
can seem to be less meaty than standard po- 
lice work. There is some truly lightweight 
stuff, like a call from Scituate to inspect a 
movie shoot and certify that a parrot is being 
humanely treated, or one from animal-rights 
activists concerned that lobsters were being 












twisted by cruelty, privation, or simple indifference. And 
though most law-abiding citizens just want offenders off 
the street, Giacoppo’s goal is to get at the roots of the vio- 
lence, to help even the would-be bad ones grow up safe 
and on the straight and narrow. 


ill-treated by a sushi restaurant. When he was 
in training at the police academy, Giacoppo 
says, cadcts from municipal police depart- 
ments called him “Dr. Doolittle” and “Ace 
Ventura,” and drill instructors ordered him to 
give first aid to road kill. 

Giacoppo, though, was already used to be- 
ing the odd man out. Born into a family of 
career police officers, he says, he wanted 
only to be a veterinarian. His father, a retired 
Cambridge policeman who'd worked on the 
likes of the Boston Strangler case, was put 
out when Scott turned down a job offer from 
the Boston University police to take a posi- 
tion caring for animals at the MSPCA shel- 
ter; even now, Giacoppo says, his father 
keeps trying to get him to switch to some- 
thing more conventional, such as a K9 job 
with the MBTA police, if he likes animals so 
much. But the younger Giacoppo is happy 
where he is. “This seems more me,” he says, 
in a decidedly un-coplike turn of phrase. 

Once you factor in the pit bulls, there’s 
enough about the job to keep even.a gung- 
ho cop occupied. Giacoppo graduated from 
the academy in January of 1996, which was 
the same year that pit bulls began to overrun 
Dorchester. According to Boston Police 
sergeant Tom Flanagan, the community ser- 
vice officer for Dorchester’s District 11, one 
in three calls the department was getting at 
the time had to do with aggressive dogs. Ap- 
parently, Flanagan says, local criminals, 
aware of the penalties for illegal handgun 
possession, seemed to have settled on big 
dogs as alternative weapons — less risky to 
flaunt in public. 

For Giacoppo, this meant, and contin- 
ues to mean, more dogs in the hands of 
careless and callous owners. And with that 
has arrived a new form of dogfighting: in- 
stead of traditional organized, high-stakes 
matches, city kids have taken to staging 
impromptu pick-up fights, setting their 
dogs on one another in the park for $50 
bets. Usually, Giacoppo says, the fight 
ends when one dog “curs,” or turns away 
from the other to protect itself, at which 
point the owners break it up. 

Such amateur fights involve no planning 
and leave no paper trail, which makes them 
hard to crack down on. Giacoppo says that 
all he sees of them is the aftermath: the win- 
ner bleeding, the loser gone, and a bunch of 
youths laughing and counting their money. 
When asked, they'll say that their dog was 
attacked by a stray, and that somebody 
kicked it and it ran off. 


Win or lose, the life of the fighting dogs is 
unenviable. “I don’t want to say [the profes- 
sional dogfighters] took care of their dogs,” 
Giacoppo says — but, he goes on, they at 
least kept them fit and well-fed, and got 
them veterinary care. The pick-up fighters, 
he says, generally rely on self-taught, unli- 
censed practitioners to sew up injured dogs, 
and may simply allow a severely wounded 
animal to bleed to death. And when the dogs 
aren't fighting, they’re often locked away in 
a basement and neglected. 

To combat the problem, last summer Fla- 
nagan convened the city police and Giacop- 
po, along with members of the city Depart- 
ment of Animal Control, which enforces li- 
censing and leash laws, and the Animal Res- 
cue League, which does humane-law work 
like the MSPCA and also handles dog-bite 
and rabies investigations. In a series of 
sweep operations that began this past Octo- 
ber, they've been descending on problem ar- 
eas in force, each looking for any violations 
under his official purview. 

Between cruelty charges, rabies quaran- 
tine, and licensing questions, the sweep par- 
ticipants have removed 46 problem dogs, 
barred three people from owning any dogs, 
and sent one person to jail. That one offend- 
er, Giacoppo recalls, had scuffled with the 
police officers, and had been caught direly 
neglecting his dog, keeping it in a basement 
room for so long that it had urinated the 
drywall into pulp and then shredded the 
fiberglass insulation beneath. 

Besides the sweeps, Giacoppo has chipped 
in on a range of other whiz-bang cop work. 
He’s subdued dogs during a police raid, and 
helped deal with a paralyzed rottweiler on the 
scene of a murder-suicide in Brighton. And 
he works closely with members of the city’s 
gang task force, helping them handle danger- 
ous dogs, and consulting with them to find 
out what other crimes a suspected dogfighter 
may be involved in. 


UT THE story he dwells on more than 

any of those concerns a different kind 
of mean-streets experiences. There was a 
kid in Dorchester, he says, who had a rot- 
tweiler that he kept in his back yard. His 
mother, who was legally in charge of the 
dog, didn’t want it in the house. So the 
dog was stuck outside, with a shelter so 
inadequate Giacoppo can only call it a 
“dilapidated thing.” It did not come 
close to meeting legal standards.

“That kid loved his dog,” Giacoppo says. 
But the mother would not relent and let it in- 
side. The rottweiler was well-behaved, a likely 
candidate for adoption if the MSPCA should 
have needed to seize it. So Giacoppo did 
what he felt he had to. 

Onc afternoon, he went over to the kid’s 
home, and, using extra lumber from a nearby 
construction site, helped him rebuild the dog- 
house. “If | had taken that dog,” he explains, 
“it wouldn't have been right.” 

That kind of intervention, he says, is an 
essential part of his work. Later in his rounds, 
he swings through a suburban-looking section 
of Dorchester to check on a long-standing 
client. As he gets out of the car, a skeletal 
black dog unfolds itself and rises, swaying a 
little, from the stoop to have a look at him. Its 
bones are showing with grotesque anatomical 
precision: hips, ribs, vertebrae. 

The MSPCA gets a lot of calls from con- 
cerned neighbors about this dog, Giacoppo 
says. But there’s no law being broken. The 
dog, named Lady, is 12 years old and rid- 
died with cancer, but her veterinarian says 
she’s not yet in pain, and the owner chooses 
to let her live. “Technically, my job is 

done,” Giacoppo says. “I don’t see it that 
way.” So he keeps an eye on Lady, and 
stays in touch with the owner, to make sure 
that the dog will be put down when the suf- 
fering starts. And he keeps fielding angry 
calls, he says, because the MSPCA doesn’t 
give out case information, and the neigh- 
bors assume the worst. 

He learned the hard way, he says, about 
making snap judgments about an animal’s 
condition. Shortly after graduating from 
the academy, he was filling in for another 
officer when he got word of an abused dog 
being kept at a filling station. “Red cape 
waving in the breeze,” as he puts it, he 
went to investigate, and found the dog as it 
had been described: starved to hide and 
bone and outfitted with a sign warning DO 
NOT FEED. 

The sight so enraged him, Giacoppo 
says, he began berating the owner on the 
spot, demanding how he could dare tell 
other people not to feed the dog, when he 
obviously wasn’t doing it himself. When 
Giacoppo had worn himself out, he says, 
the dog’s owner pulled out a thick stack 
of medical records — from the young of- 
ficer’s own headquarters, Angell Memorial 
Hospital. The dog had a severe digestive 

disorder, one that required it to subsist on 
special food and undergo continuous vet- 
erinary care. Its owner, it turned out, was 
spending $1200 every six months to keep 
the dog alive. 


UCH MORE of the time, though, pet 

owncrs need to be set straight. Before 
looking in on the poodle, Giacoppo started 
his afternoon with an emergency call in 
Dorchester: a veterinarian reported that a 
man had brought in a puppy suffering from 
parvovirus; when he was told that the out- 
look was nearly hopeless, he had taken it 
back home to rejoin its littermates. Giacop- 
po found the man in a Dorchester tire 
shop, with no sign of any puppies around. 
When asked about it, the man said he 
owned only the one pup, and that it was 
still at the vet's. 

Rather than arguing the point, Giacoppo 
set about explaining the situation. What the 
puppy was sick with, he told the man, was a 
deadly and highly contagious disease. Any 
other puppies that got near the first one, un- 
less they'd been vaccinated against parvo, 
would probably catch it too. The man lis- 
tened warily, his weight resting back on his 
heels; Giacoppo made sure the other shop 












worker was hearing the pitch as well. The 
puppy, Giacoppo continued, would not get 
better. Untreated, it would vomit up its own 
intestines and die painfully — so painfully 
that state law would consider it cruelty to 
animals, and the man would be barred from 
owning a pet for two years. “You don’t want 
that,” Giacoppo said. 

So, he said, the man had two options. Ex- 
pensive and radical veterinary care, involv- 
ing IV tubes and costing on the order of 
$1800, was the only available treatment, and 
even then the dog would have a one-in-four 
chance of dying anyway. Or he could get the 
dog euthanized, scrub with bleach every- 
where it had been, and, after waiting six 
months for the residual viruses to die off, 
get a new puppy. And vaccinate that one for 
parvo. If the owner chose the latter, Giacop- 
po concluded, offering a card, he would be 
glad to help him pick one out and work 
through the adoption procedures. 

“He’s not a bad guy,” Giacoppo says lat- 
er. “He just doesn’t want to see his dog 
die. ... How do you tell a person that, hey, 
you've got to kill your dog?” 


HE QUESTION matters. Despite his 

cop’s bearing and cop’s haircut, and de- 
spite prolonged exposure to scenes of abuse, 
Giacoppo is unmistakably a sentimental 
man. If a dog is penned outside, legally, and 
it takes to barking for lack of other diver- 
sions — again, legally — Giacoppo may, if 
nobody’s looking, lob an old tennis ball over 
the fence for it to play with. To an old wom- 
an in Weymouth, with more cats’ than she 
can clean up after, he offers his services as a 
litterbox scooper. He admits that, after a 
jarring day, he'll come home and squeeze 
his multiple cats to him, telling them how 
lucky they are. 

And on the ceiling of his car, over the 
driver's side doorway, Giacoppo keeps (next 
to an icon of St. Michael) a snapshot of a 
gaunt, shaggy black-and-white dog. As one 
might expect, the picture has a story. The 
dog’s name, Giacoppo says, is Billy. Giacop- 
po was working at the MSPCA shelter, with 
no plan to go into police work, when a man 
brought Billy in, saying he was the owner 
and didn’t want him anymore. 

The dog was cringing and had obviously 
been abused, but the owner seemed strange- 
ly kind and solicitous, returning daily to 
check up on it. At last, Giacoppo says, he 
got the man to tell him the truth: the man 
was not Billy’s owner, but had spotted the 
dog on a rooftop, tied up and being beaten 
by a neighborhood youth. When pressed, 
the man said he hadn't notified the MSPCA 
because “justice was served,” presumably by 
his own hand. 

So the shelter staff nursed Billy back to 
health, and found the dog a new home with 
a woman in Dorchester. A few months later, 
she called Giacoppo to say that the dog was 
in trouble; her daughter’s boyfriend, a drug 
dealer, had taken over her house and locked 
the dog up on the back porch. And that was 
where Giacoppo found Billy, emaciated and 
standing in feces — a sight, he says, that 
“tore my heart right out of my chest.” With- 
out a thought, he says, he kicked in the door 
and took the dog away. 

To make sure it didn’t happen again, Gia- 
coppo says, the Boston headquarters sent —~ 
Billy off to the MSPCA shelter on Martha’s 
Vineyard — “far away, in the nicest possible 
community.” He himself drove Billy down to 
the ferry. Three weeks later, he got a letter, 
with pictures of Billy romping in the surf 
with a Pekinese. And shortly after that, he 
says, he enrolled in the police academy. @

ON THE CHEAP 


Burrito Max 


Fans of Big Burrito, in Aliston, will be pleased to discover 
that its owners have expanded their empire to Kenmore Square. 
The recently opened Burrito Max serves a menu identical to Big 
Burrito’s, featuring tacos, chili, ribs, salads, and, of course, burri- 
tos. Like many of the Cal-Mex eateries that have sprung up in re- 
cent years, Burrito Max puts a lot of emphasis on the healthiness 
of its food — so much emphasis, in fact, that the back of the take- 
out menu is a list of health facts. So we know we’re eating fat-free 
salsa and sour cream, as well as low-fat black beans, rice, and chili. 

The burritos ($3.95 to $5.50) are indeed huge, packed with 
fresh and spicy ingredients, and in some cases are so overstuffed 
that you’ll need a fork to finish off the stray beef, chicken, pork, 
fish, or veggies. The tacos ($1.95 to $2.95), smaller and offered 
with the same fillings, make for a much lighter lunch. Quesadillas 
— by far the least messy item — come in standard (cheese, 
jalapefios, and onions) or meat versions ($2.95 to $3.75). For 
dessert, there’s the deliciously sweet apple crispito (95 cents), 
which is a fried flour tortilla stuffed with apples and cinnamon. 

Burrito Max is located at 642 Beacon Street (Kenmore 
Square), in Boston, and is open daily from 11:30 a.m. to 11 p.m.

It comes piain or with 
sun-dried tomato or basil; a five-ounce container costs $1.79 to $2.29 at

DINING OUT 
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A North End restaurant with a flair for 
seafood makes the most of summer 


Rabia’s Ristorante

N THE ASTONISHING explosion of North 
i End dining in the last three years, even lesser- 

known resturants have played a role. Rabia’s, 
without attracting a lot of critical attention, has 
developed a seasonal seafood menu on top of its 
typical list of pastas, soups, and salads. It’s no 
longer an inexpensive restaurant if you take ad- 
vantage of these seafood specials, but it’s also not 
an ordinary or old-fashioned North End restau- 
rant. There is a real enthusiasm on these platters 
that makes for special dinners, and it’s generating 
a certain buzz — even talk of expanding into a 
second location on Hanover Street in the fall. 

Though most of the excitement is about the spe- 
cials, listed on a sandwich board on the sidewalk, 
the other food is of consistently high quality as 
well. It starts with the complimentary appetizers: a 
platter of black and green Sicilian olives and a 
saucer of fruity virgin olive oil with fresh basil and 
dricd oregano (the dipping bread, unfortunately, is 
ordinary Italian white bread, 
without a lot of texture). 

The special appetizer one 
night was a couple of soft- 
shell crabs ($14), and they 
were fabulous. Rabia’s chef 
got the most from these 
sometimes flavorless shell- 
fish with a subtle addition 
of cumin to the coating 
flour and a fine, crispy, 
dry-surfaced deep-frying. A 
drizzle of spiced mayon- 
naise and a bed of grilled 
romaine lettuce made this a 
world-class dish. 

An antipasto di mare ($13) wisely applied dif- 
ferent cooking techniques to a variety of mild-tast- 
ing seafoods — grilling shrimp and scallops, sear- 
ing squid rings, and roasting cherrystone clams 
and mussels to concentrate their flavor. This 
wealth of scafood was distributed among grilled 
zucchini, mixed greens, and artichoke hearts. On a 
hot night, one could treat this as an entree. A more 
conventional insalata di funghi ($6) contrasted the 
slight bitterness of oyster mushrooms with balls of 
fresh mozzarella, very decent tomatoes, and a 
vinaigrette with fresh lemon and excellent olive oil. 

An entree of yellowfin tuna steak ($24.95) was 
presented in a ridiculous vertical form that looked 
like a German military helmet. The steak itself was 
more than an inch thick, and it was set on a base 
of vinegary potato salad, with a layer of crab-avo- 
cado salsa on top and a brush of chives sticking up 
another six or eight inches. As silly as this looked, 
all the components had lots of flavor and went well 
together. The tuna was stylishly seared outside, 
rare inside — what the Japanese call tataki. This 
gives the fish both a cooked-meat flavor and a 
peppery, provocative raw-fish quality that is very 
pleasing. The salsa clement was just a slight trans- 
position of guacamole toward the key of seafood. 

Mixed-seafood stews are difficult to get right, 
but all three that we tried were impressive: almost 
all the different kinds of seafood came to the table 
correctly cooked, and in sauces or broths that were 
more than the sum of the parts. The most elaborate 
was a special frutti di mare ($27.95) with New 
England and New Zealand mussels, squid, a whole 
lobster, roe scallops in the shell, and sea scallops 
— all served over capellini, with a peppery lemon 
sauce. Some untraditional vegetables amid the pas- 
ta — snow peas, carrots, and red bell peppers — 
added a superb variation of texture. The local mus- 
sels were plump and delicious, especially for the 
beginning of their spawning season, and the crucial 
lobster was sweet and fresh. The ultra-thin

spaghetti picked up a lot of the relatively subtle 
sauce. This one delivered everything you can ask of 
such dishes, which are less about fine dining than 
about a sense of excess and having fun. 

The richest flavor on the table developed in a 
main-menu risotto alla pescadora ($19). Al- 
though the seafood selection was more limited 
than in the stews, the key mussels, sea scallops, 
squid, clams, and shrimp were in there — ally- 
ing with garlic, butter, and some well-cooked-in 
wine to sauce a risotto chewier than | make, but 
still quite enjoyable. 

1 also liked the menu’s idea of zuppa del 
pescadore ($25), which is clearly based on bouil- 
labaisse, with a buttery tomato sauce just lightly 
complicated with saffron and garlic. This dish in- 
cludes only half a lobster, and no starch. But the 
seafood flavor is pervasive, and the bread is ideal 
with a sauce of this kind. 

The wine list at Rabia’s is expensive but well-se- 
lected, primarily from Italian 
and Californian bottles. At 
these prices ($16 to $35, 
with only a few wines by the 
glass), the list ought to men- 
tion the vintage years. Since 
it doesn’t, be sure to query 
the waiter — the most seri- 
ous Tuscan reds need up to 
six or eight years to mature. 
We tried a Tuscan white, a 
Pio Cesare chardonnay 
($26) that turned out to be a 
1995. That may be an awk- 
ward, in-between age for this 
bottle, which still had a 
spritzy acidity but had developed almost no fruity 
aroma or the vanilla overtones that Californians 
get from using new oak barrels. Austere whites 
are the older style in much of Italy, but this one 
probably needs more bottle time before doing bat- 
tle with seafood stews. 

Dessert, often the weak course in the North 
End, is a strong point at Rabia’s. The tiramist 
($7) is one of the best around, playing an espe- 
cially concentrated layer of coffee-flavored la- 
dyfingers against a creamy topping. A chocolate 
mousse tart ($7) was a thin slice, but powerful 
enough in the all-important chocolate category. 
Like all the desserts, it was served on an over- 
sized platter with decorative patterns of mango 
and raspberry purées. Coconut sorbet ($8), 
cutely served in a coconut shell, achieved a pure, 
refreshing flavor, without the heavy or waxy 
quality that can afflict coconut ice cream. The 
only weak item was a fruit tart ($7) built on a 
biscuit crust that could have been fresher. 

Service at Rabia’s was excellent without being 
obtrusive. The room is small, and somewhat open 
to the street and the kitchen, but not excessively 
noisy. Personally, | would not add background 
music — either the flamenco-style singing of our 
early courses or the honking alto sax and tradi- 
tional jazz of mid evening — but the choices at 
least avoided stereotype. The décor is done in 
Tuscan yellow — textured on one wall, a seem- 
ingly unfinished monochrome lemon-yellow on 
the other — with paintings evoking some kind of 
Renaissance Maxfield Parrish. 

We tested Rabia’s at the high end, and it 
passed with flying colors: it falls short of the very 
best restaurants only in the lack of elaborate gar- 
nishes. But it’s not just for the biggest nights out. 
Though the specials serve well on such occa- 
sions, the moderately priced pasta and salad se- 
lections make this a useful restaurant for ordi- 
nary lunches and dinners as well. ad

Real Irish pub with good food. Actually 
rather Irish good food at that. Very bizarre, 
but everyone else is too busy enjoying te 
make much of the situation. Insanely large 
portions, too. Don't miss anything with the 
french fries and homemade ketchup, the 
various savory pies, soups, salads — real- 
ly, anything.

Keanu Reeves has learned a valuable 





lesson from the legions of film-stars- 
turned-pop-artists who've come before 
him: if you don’t actually sing, chances 
are you'll be spared the indignity of 
turning up on some future Golden 
Throats compilation. While Speed 2 
Cruises onto movie screens without him 
(and without much critical acclaim, 
either), Reeves picks up his bass and 
hits the road with his band Dogstar — 
and probably milks a little advance 
publicity for his next flick, Devil's 
Advocate, along the way. They’re 
headlining a bill with Ruby Horse and 
Silverjet at Avalon (262-2424) in 
Boston on July 8 and the Strand (401-

At Great Woods (423-NEXT for tix) in 
Mansfield, this week’s shows run the 
gamut from Bush and Jesus Lizard on 
July 6 to a “70s Music Explosion” with 
the Village People, KC & the Sunshine 
Band, and Kool & the Gang on July 10.

F ed up with scrabbling 
around in an overcrowded 
film world, a group of 30 
filmmakers have banded 
together and announced their 
“Independent’s Day.” In what 
they call a “distribution 
revolution,” this gang of 30 
have collaborated with public- 
access stations across the US to 
bring a 24-hour marathon of 
top-notch 

undistributed 

independent 

film to TV. 

Starting this 

month, 

Independent’s Day 

will air in major 

urban centers like New 

York, Chicago, Dallas, 

and San Francisco. 
Somerville residents can 

see these films on July 5 

and 6; in Cambridge they'll 
be shown over two weeks 
beginning tonight, July 3. 

Local filmmaker Hilary 
Weisman was instrumental in 
bringing Independent’s Day to 
fruition. Weisman’s contribution 
to the marathon, a comedy- 
drama called Life's Too Good 
(1994), has been praised by 
Variety, the Boston Globe, and the 
Phoenix. Still, she says, critical 
acclaim doesn’t necessarily lead 
to distribution, and the film 
has been “gathering dust” 
over the past few years. 

“Every time I see it with 
an audience, people like 
it. It’s been a frustration 
for me. Why doesn’t it go 
anywhere?” 

Weisman’s not alone. “The 
problem is, there’s a great 
imbalance in the number of films 
being made and the number of 
films being shown.” She 
explains how, for her and 
others like her, frustration

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became the mother of invention 
— how one day, “hanging about 
with a bunch of filmmakers 
bemoaning the lack of 
distribution,” Independent’s Day 
was conceived. 

“Most cable companies latched 
onto the idea,” Weisman says. 
“They saw how brilliant it is. It’s 
a win-win-win situation — for 
[cable] access, for audiences, and 

for filmmakers.” There's 
also been great support 
for the project locally. 
Last Monday, a pre- 
broadcast party 
was held at the 
Phoenix Landing 
in Cambridge, 
which recently 
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started a bi-weekly “Indie Film 
Night” that’s giving local 
filmmakers a new outlet to show 
their work (for info call 576- 
6260). And Video Transfer of 
Boston has been a generous 
sponsor. 

Not only will Independent’s 
Day provide indie filmmakers 
with their first taste of national 
exposure, it also ensures that 
their work will reach new 
audiences — including those 
who wouldn’t consider 
themselves independent-film 
fans. “There will be people who, 
flicking around their remote 
control, will stumble on it,” 
Weisman explains. “They'll see a 
film, think, ‘Gee, I don’t see 
Martin Sheen in this, but...’ ” 
And there may be as many as 
three million such viewers 
nationwide. 

So what kinds of films should 
channel surfers and film buffs 
expect? “There’s a range,” says 
Weisman. “Some animated 
shorts, a silent film, slapstick, lots 
of drama, documentaries, 
comedies, experimental — some 

wonderful stuff.”

t’s been a frustrating four years for 

Swervedriver, the British dream/noise- 
pop ensemble whose last US release, 
1993’s Mezcal Head (A&M), garnered 
widespread critical acclaim and seemed to 
portend the kind of commercial 
breakthrough here that’s proven elusive 
for many UK acts. For a while, their ill 
twist of fate seemed to be straightening 
out: after being dropped by A&M in the 
wake of Mezcal Head, they’d been signed 
to Geffen and had recorded an album, 
99th Dream, that was to have been 
released in May. But they were dropped 
by Geffen just as 99th Dream was due to 
hit the shelves. Which means that instead 
of kicking off a US tour behind a major- 
label album, next Tuesday’s show at T.T. 
the Bear’s Place will find Swervedriver 
playing one of only two scheduled US 
dates. And they’re still without a label, or 
a US follow-up to Mezcal Head. 

After recording a string of lauded EPs 
for the UK label Creation at the dawn of 
the 90s, Swervedriver signed to A&M in 
1991 and released Raise, which included 
a hefty dose of material culled from the 
previous EPs. Mezcal Head followed two 
years later, with expansive, fuzzed-out 
melodies masked in a wash of swirling 
overdrive that put sizzling distance 
between the band and their dream-pop 
contemporaries. But the band split with 
A&M over the follow-up, 1995’s Ejector 
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into soaring pop-song structure. 
Meanwhile, the band broke with 
Creation and signed exclusively with 
Geffen, which was unable to obtain the 
rights to Ejector Seat from A&M. 
Swervedriver recorded 99th Dream late 
last year (a demo version of the album’s 
“In My Time” and a non-album track 
appeared on a double seven-inch on 
Echostatic/ Space Baby in January), and 
the album was set for a May 15 release. 
Advance copies were distributed to the 
press and a US tour was reported to 
be getting booked when their 
A&R representative left

Some speculate that Geffen didn’t see a 
marketable single on 99th Dream — a 
difficult prospect for just about any self- 
respecting band these days, and the more 
so for a sonically challenging outfit like 
Swervedriver. In any case, 99th Dream is 
a heck of an album: rooted in 
recognizable pop songcraft that rivals 
contemporary Brit pop (“Wrong Treats” 
and “Sealed My Fate” might’ve 
done for the Who what Oasis 
did for the Beatles), with 

liquid backdrops that 
become the launching point 
for tasteful excursions into 
post-psychedelic 
contemplation.

Like Gregg Araki's The 
Living End, Dream with 
the Fishes revolves around 
two protagonists who 
embark on a hell-bent 
“Tomorrow we die” 
odyssey.

WILD AMERICA 


SUICIDAL YUPPIE Terry needs help in 
Finn Taylor's new fil. 


It’s the summer of 1967, and after ye years of risking their little brother’s life 


for the sake of their 8mm homemade action films, teenage brothers Marty 
and Mark Stouffer get their hands on a 16mm camera and suddenly become 
aspiring documentarians of America’s endangered wildlife. So off the two go 
in the old family truck with the inevitable “Born To Be Wild” playing in the 
background, only to discover states later that little bro Marshall (played by 
Home Improvement’s annoyingly lovable Jonathan Taylor Thomas) has 
stowed away in the back seat. What follows is a series of harrowing adven- 
tures with swamp ‘gators, stampeding horses, overly playful moose, and 
light-sleeping bears — all caught on tape. 

Wild America takes a lot of obvious liberties with the true story of the 
Stouffer brothers (whose own documentary series of the same name later 
appeared on PBS) in order to make the Hollywood cut: one perfectly chore- 
ographed “close-call” action sequence after another, casting that would 
make any pre-teen girl swoon, and a moral-of-the-story ending delivered 
with as much subtlety as a bear claw to the back of the head. Throw in a:cou- 
ple of stereotypically “crazy” roadside prophets, a handful of cutesy one-lin- 
ers, and a few more clichés (e.g., “Music soothes the savage beast”) and 
you've got the makings of the ultimate cross-country race between Man, or 
rather, Boy, and Extinction. Guess who wins. At the ade Place, the Fresh

SHARAKY 


During a 10-month span in 1794 and ‘95, the Japanese artist Toshusai 
Sharaku burst upon the ukiyo-e (“pictures of the floating world”) of Edo 
(modern-day Tokyo) with his startlingly realistic portraits of kabuki stars and 
sumo wrestlers. He disappeared almost as quickly as he emerged, leaving the 
field to better-remembered contemporaries like Utamaro and Hokusai; we 
know next to nothing about him. 

Maybe that’s why Masahiro Shinoda’s film can’t decide whether it’s a 
biography of the artist or his time; in any case, it winds up being neither. It’s 
also somewhat fragmented and, at least for non-Japanese audiences, not easy 
to follow; not till 80 minutes are gone do you find out that the actor/acrobat 
who’s lamed in the opening scene is indeed Sharaku.

Smith and Jones make merry men 
BY PETER KEOUGH Maybe I’ve been a 


little hasty in dismissing this summer’s 
movies. After such excruciating fare as The 


Fifth Element and Speed 2, you 
can hardly blame anyone for 
giving up on Hollywood except 
as a source of air conditioning. 
But with Face/Off, Hercules, 
and now the brash, wacky, hip 
Men in Black, it appears that at 
least some filmmakers recog- 
nize the difference between 
light and mindless entertain- 
ment, and realize that a big 
budget is not a license to insult 
the audience’s intelligence. 
Directed by Barry Sonnenfeld, 
who with each film has shown 
an increasingly subtle touch 
with special effects and a deft 
and inspired comic style, Men 


in Black is a masterpiece of | 


understated insanity, good- 
natured cultural satire, and 
nonstop play. 

The men in black of the title 
are the Kafka-esquely 
monikered K (a low-key and 
sardonic Tommy Lee Jones) 
and J (Will Smith, who is 
rapidly establishing himself as 
one of the best comic actors 
around). They’re agents for a 
secret organization controlling 
resident aliens — the outer- 
space kind. It seems UFO 
cultists have been right all 
along and then some: for 
decades the Earth has been a 
refuge for extraterrestrial émi- 
grés. It’s the job of K and J to 
keep track of everyone, appre- 
hend illegals, and preserve the 
secret from a native populace 
who presumably would panic if 
they knew the truth. To blend 
in with the locals, some aliens 
take the guise of ordinary peo- 
ple — pawnbrokers, news- 
stand vendors, and, of course, 
cab drivers. Others are not so 
ordinary; covert celebrity 
extraterrestrials include Newt 
Gingrich and Elvis. “It’s like 
Casablanca,” K explains to 
newcomer J, “but without the 
Nazis.” 

There are no Nazis, but 
there are some bad guys Bogie 
never imagined, in particular

the Bug, a carnivorous cock- 
roach terrorist the size of a T. 
rex awkwardly inhabiting the 
skin of Edgar (Vincent 
D'Onofrio, whose sack-of- 
bricks-having-a-seizure gait 
would win first prize in Monty 
Python’s Funny Walk competi- 
tion), a farmer whose close 
encounter of the unkind ends 
with an especially nasty special 
effect. Commandeering a 
roach exterminator’s van, the 
former Edgar heads for 
Manhattan, where he plans to 
assassinate a member of an 
alien royal family, thus inciting 
an intergalactic conflagration, 
or something. 

Like The Lost World, Men in 
Black does not list plot as a 
major factor; unlike Spiel- 
berg’s film, it does have tone, 
timing, and attitude. Edgar 
leads K and J on a chase of 
mounting absurdity and zestily 
imaginative carnage and 
pyrotechnics, but we never lose 
touch with the human element 
in the action and comedy. 
Despite all the awesome ILM 
hocus-pocus, Sonnenberg still 
has the wits to make a scene 
between Will Smith and a #2 
pencil a comic highlight. And 





though the 48 HRS formula of 
jaded veteran/cocky neophyte 
is getting a little old, Jones’s 
glints of anarchic wit and 
Smith’s unabashed _ insou- 
ciance bring it back to confi- 
dent, laid-back life. 

Assisting them is the out- 
standing supporting cast. Rip 
Torn as agent Zed, K and J’s 
supervisor, brings a canny, 
weary sense of absurdity to his 
role. Best is Linda Fiorentino as 
Laurel, the city medical examin- 
er whose memory of doing alien 
autopsies must be obliterated by 
K’s “neuranalyzer,” a red light 
that induces selective amnesia. 
No cold clinician, Fiorentino’s 
Laurel draws on the actress's 
kinky dominatrix roles, like that 
in The Last Seduction; she 
beguiles | with suggestions 
about what she might be doing 
after hours in the morgue with 
the stiffs. 

All would be for naught, 
though, but for Sonnenberg’s 
shrewd, light directorial touch. 
He seldom shoves his best stuff 
in your face; his matter-of-fact 
sangfroid evokes more excite- 
ment and hilarity than a lesser 
filmmaker’s exclamation 
points. Astounding Chuck 
Avery—like sight gags lurk 
unremarked in the film’s back- 
ground and margins (J assist- 
ing an alien mother giving birth 
is a highlight), and more 
quotable tag lines are tossed 
away than are belabored in the 
bloated Batman & Robin. 

Not everything fits perfectly. 
From time to time your shecr 
enjoyment can be disrupted by 
the realization that none of it 
makes much sense. And from 
the opening credit sequence 
onward — a pointless pursuit 
of a dragonfly as it collides 
with a windshield — Sonnen- 
feld relies too much on the 
adolescent goo factor. Still, as 
brilliantly summed up in its 
postscript scene, Men in Black 
touches on that spirit of incon- 
sequential and profound play 
that is the essence of the per- 
fect summer movie. It should 
suit those alienated from the 
screen by Hollywood’s failure 
so far to provide that. ea

Our man dodges the Russian mafia 


SOCHI, RUSSIA — Stalin slept here, leav- 


ing behind the mass 
tions of Moscow for, 


plane, his Sochi country dacha. 
He spent days near the Black 
Sea, where he watched John 
Wayne movies in his private 
theater and fed ice cream cones 
to the local children. 

That’s what our International 
Film Critics (FIPRESCI) jury 
learned on a tour to Uncle Joe’s 
villa. We played billiards at 
Stalin’s table and posed for 
kitsch pictures around a pipe- 
in-hand Stalin simulacrum. We 
were on break from our five- 
films-a-day duties for Sochi’s 
Russian and international com- 
petitions. 

I knew nothing of Sochi 
before getting there. It’s a love- 
ly tropical spot, uncharacteris- 
tic Russia-as-Southern- 
California, and what was good 
for Stalin is great now for the 
post-Communist Russian 
mafia. Sochi is a mob vaca- 
tionland, which explains the 
many Mercedes and BMWs in 
our hotel parking lot (the aver- 
age Russian makes $200 a 
month) and the lanky, painted- 
up molls in the elevators and 
by the sea. 

Some say the  Sochi 
International Film Festival 
itself is a mob-financed event. 
It could be: the bankrupt 
Russian government _ has 
dropped out of sponsorship in 
the fest’s fourth year. The 
Italian liquor company Martini 
was a last-minute patron this 
- year. But who else but the 
mafia has the money for open- 
ing and closing parties? Or, 
for that matter, to pay plane 
fare for foreign guests such as 
myself, plus meals and hotel? 

The word I heard is that the 
mafia agrees to chill out during 
the Sochi fest. Two years ago, 
it wasn’t till several days after 
the fest’s conclusion that the 
mobsters went back to work 
and two bodies appeared on 
the Black Sea beach below the 
hotel. 

This year, the mobsters were 
quiet, at least in the view of the 
overseas guests. How little we 
knew! Only in talking after- 
ward to Russians who had 





murders and deporta- 
several hours south by 


been at Sochi did | find out 
what was kept from us. 

The producer of a political 
thriller called Schizophrenia, 
which depicts mob corruption 
as imbedded in Russian gov- 
ernment, used a press confer- 
ence to denounce the Russian 
mafia. That evening, in a men’s 
room by the Black Sea, he was 
attacked and stabbed by an 
unknown assailant and almost 
died. He’s still hospitalized. 

Then there was the very 
drunk Moscow journalist who 
spoke: out loudly against the 
fest’s artistic director: he was 
punched in the head and 
thrown down a flight of stairs. 
Another unidentified assailant. 
(I saw this poor bloke on the 
plane to Moscow, with a 
swollen, bandaged head.) 

Wow! 

Movies at Sochi? The 
international ones were terri- 
ble, including one weird, 
godawful American indie, 
Farewell to Flanders Field,

car in transition from the 
material world to the spiritual. 
Plenty of time for long solilo- 
quies from each passenger. 

Most of the Russian films at 
Sochi were likewise long and 
boring and flooded with self- 
conscious philosophical 
speeches. Nothing new for 
Russian cinema. But there’s 
some aesthetic shift, described 
by Tufts Russian professor Vida 
Johnson as “From Tarkovsky to 
Tarantino.” Although the film- 
makers insist on their status as 
modernist “auteurs,” Johnson 
explained to me at Sochi, “they 
are trying also to appeal to 
younger, newer audiences. But 
it’s not working, trying to say 
everything to everybody.” 

A few films attempted to be 








topical by dealing with the 
mafia or the post-Communist 
housing. shortage. In Kira 
Muratova’s Three Novels, a 
dimpled little girl kills an old 
man with rat poison so she and 
her mother can inherit his 
apartment. 

There was only one Russian 
film with clear international 
appeal, Brother, a_ skillful 
“noir” about an ex-army boy 
who comes to St. Petersburg to 
meet his sibling. Soon he’s a 
mob hit man. The youngster is 
played superbly by Sergei 
Bodrov Jr., who acted in 
Prisoner of the Mountains (it 
was directed by his father). 
This former medieval-art-his- 
tory graduate student could be 
a Russian matinee idol. 

“I wrote the story thinking 
of him as the character,” said 
director-screenwriter Alexei 
Balabanov. “I had in mind 
Serge’s plasticity in the cine- 
matic space.” 

We of the FIPRESCI jury 
participated in a critics’ collo- 
quium with Russian journal- 
ists. The subject of the day was 
British filmmaker Ken Loach 
(Raising Stones, Land and 
Freedom), who has been mak- 
ing political films for decades. 
In my talk, | explained my 
great respect for Loach. | was 
opposed by a young Russian 
critic who said, “After living in 
a left-wing country all my life, I 
have a right to a right-wing 
opinion. Directors like Loach 
make these films to celebrate 
themselves to the bourgeois 
audience and to the girls.” 

The favorite movies of the 
post-Communist, Gen X 
Russian critics were 
Trainspotting and Romeo and 
Juliet. They were joined in 
their appreciation by aging ex- 
Communists hardliners, who 
now, in amnesiac 1997, are 
speaking up for aesthetics over 
politics and history. 

At the end of the fest, the 
FIPRESCI jury gave awards 
for the best Russian and 
international films. The event 
was televised nationally, a sur- 
realistic, post-Communist 
Academy Awards. Presenting 
our serious jury prize for Best 
Russian Film, | was flanked by 
red-sheathed, blond-wigged

Institutionalizing “Hybrid” 


CHRISTOPHER MILLIS Great ideas refuse 


to be institutionalized — it’s like trying to breed 
rhinoceroses in zoos. What happens freely in 


the wild — withers 
behind bars. Just as 
religion can devolve 
into belief, education 
face extinction in 
school, proficiency 
shrink into profes- 
sion, and love get 
undone by marriage. 

One of the hall- 
marks of modern art, 
often touted and sel- 
dom understood, is 
not its mission to 
confront convention 
so much as its self- 
consciousness in 
doing so. Art has 
always stirred, but it 
hasn’t always pro- 
moted boldness as its 
primary aim. Enter 
institutionalized dar- 
ing. What happens to 
art when being bold 
isn’t a natural by- 
product of inspiration 
but instead trans- 
mutes into an 
appointed goal? 
Answer: the same 
thing that happens to 
politics in the age of 
television. Substance 
gets sold out for the 
passing impression. 
The ephemcral 
reigns, and passion, 
on which all impor- 
tant human enter- 
prise depends, meta- 
morphoses into a cal- 
culated posture.

Diacono Gallery reads like a 30-second art commercial, an infinitely exact 
staging whose turned-up volume and fast action mean to leave a visual jin- 
gle in our heads. It’s not memorable, it’s just hard to forget, like the sight 
of roadkill or the smell of smoke in a department store. Of course, you can’t 
make a commercial without considerable skill, maybe even considerable tal- 
ent, and that’s at the heart of the disappointment of “Hybrid.” It’s smart, 
it’s zesty, it’s entertaining, and it’s shtick. 

Take Barbara Barry’s beaded straitjacket, please. Escupe is a convention- 
al white one-size-fits-all adult straitjacket studded with an intricate pattern 
of colored glass beads, flowers at the neckline, crowns at the waist, rows of 
miniature beaded curtains like camp Daniel Boone fringes. The work that 
went into making this piece is extraordinary, and the result is hilarious. For 
about five minutes. Then it’s over, except for the send-up of decorated cru- 
elty. In the same vein: Barry’s display case of five even more intricately 
beaded sheaths interspersed with the knives they were never intended to 
hold. Here the message has been sewn one word at a time into the mosaic 
of each sheath: “Any. Mistake. Can. Be. Fatal.” When humor fails, instruct. 

Aimee Good's installations situate the three-ring circus of making art in 
the home. Good takes leftovers, notably stale bread and desiccated calf 
tongues, and connects them with wire into a wall hanging she calls Old 
Maid's Puzzle. The four-by-six-foot piece reads like Sweeney Todd’s con- 
tribution to a quilting bee, more grim than funny, more confused than cnig- 
matic, yet maniacally deliberate, as if drive mattered more than destination. 

Good aims for the funky underside of the hearth, mutant domesticity, in 
which fruits from the fire resemble both dinner and the torture rack. 
Although the concept has merit, the execution remains visually inert. It’s 
like a strong idea posing as a poem. With Bread Buckets she molds and shel- 
lacs the staff of life into five pails placed on the floor. You look down into 
the crusty declivities of her buckets with the sort of wonder one feels dur- 
ing a presidential debate — there’s simply got to be more. There isn’t. 

The two artists working pictorially in “Hybrid” suffer from a similar con- 
ceptual topheaviness, leaving in their wake the impression of jokes that have 
to be explained. Katherine Desjardins’ Wunderplants is a grid of 36 draw- 
ings of what look like fanciful micro-organisms with cartoon characters 
inside. Beneath the pen-and-ink creations on vellum appear other drawings 
only vaguely detectable through the semi-transparent surface skin, compli- 
cated but by no means complex. William Wood’s five gray-and-white 
abstract paintings with their networks of curving forms suggest cross-sec- 
tions of the inner ear. For all their variety, they look uniform. % 








On the Fritz 
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This Lang biography is no hommage 


BY PETER KEOUGH Two films that have recently been revived mark the 
extremes of Fritz Lang’s career. M (1931) shows the director at the 
height of his powers; a consummate study of the mind of a pathological 


criminal, it was Lang's favorite of 
his films and the standard by 
which he judged the rest of his 
career. Jean-Luc  Godard’s 
Contempt (1963) depicts the 
director at his nadir; he plays a 
German director washed up in 
Hollywood and compelled to com- 
promise his aesthetics and integri- 
ty in a performance that is a lacer- 
ating self-portrait. 

In Fritz Lang: The Nature of the 
Beast, McGilligan’s assessment of 
his subject includes elements of 
both films. Lang was a twisted 
sadist, and, ultimately, a failure. 
He was also one of the most influ- 
ential figures in world cinema — 
the inspiration and the mentor of 
filmmakers ranging from Luis 
Bunuel to Stephen Spielberg. 
Does it matter that he was a prick 
in real life whose “conscious 
myth-making” obscured the beast 
within? The epigraph_ of 
McGilligan’s book is a quote from 
the director: “My private life has 
nothing to do with my films.” But 
according to McGilligan, the two 
were one and the same: “Did 
Herr Lang realize — was it a pri-

vate joke? — that his films them- 
selves offered a kind of autobiog- 
raphy, revealing perhaps more 
than he intended to do with his 
private life?” 

McGilligan’s approach, backed 
by awesome research and his 
intelligent reading of Lang’s films, 
is illuminating when it doesn’t 
deteriorate into character assassi- 
nation. It also makes for some 
juicy reading, such as the Sunset 
Boulevard-like scene McGilligan 
describes in his prologue. Shortly 
before his death, in 1976, the 
octogenarian director, nearly 
blind, sits isolated in _ his 
Hollywood bungalow sharing his 
thoughts with Peter, his beloved 
wooden monkey. “Musing on his 
mistakes, he, a lapsed Catholic, 
couldn't exclude the possibility 
that there might be a heaven and 








a God after all. That for him... 
there might come a reckoning.” 
Touch my monkey, indeed. 
Chief among those things Lang 
would have to reckon with would 
be an incident that occurred at the 
time of the director's first fame in 
Berlin. While making love to his 
mistress (director Thea von 
Harbou, whom he later married), 
Lang was surprised by his wife. 
Somehow the wife ended up shot 
to death by Lang’s gun. Was it 
suicide? Murder? An_ inquest 
exonerated Lang, but the taint 
remained, and from that moment 
on, McGilligan argues, “guilt, 
complicity, false accusation, irre- 
deemable crime, inadvertent 
killings, and suicide haunt Lang’s 
work.” Certainly this very 
Langian tragedy adds a disturbing 
twist to such masterpieces of

could have her as she was or she 
could hop the next plane back to 
Europe. Selznick gave in, and 
MGM baptized Bergman as a nat- 
ural beauty — the girl next door, 
but Swedish. On the other hand 
Bergman's daughter, Isabella 
Rossellini, has cultivated an 
assertively artificial glamor: for 
most of the 1980s she was the 
ubiquitous and heavily painted 
face of the cosmetics company 
Lancome. The contrast carries 
over into their film roles: 
Bergman's best movies 
(Notorious, Gaslight, Anastasia) 
depict a woman struggling to 
maintain her true _ identity; 
Rossellini’s best acting has been in 
the films of David Lynch, where 
“true identity” is never simple and 
always unsettling. 

Donald Spoto’s Notorious: The 
Life of Ingrid Bergman describes 
Bergman’s obsessive devotion to 
her work and her failure to find 
security in any human relation- 
ships. Spoto argues that the 
wholesomeness of Bergman's 
screen persona made it difficult 
for people to know her; what he 
leaves out is the possibility that 
Bergman’s own shortcomings 
might have contributed to the dif-

ficulty — even after quoting her 
as saying, “I cannot understand 
why people think I’m pure and 
full of nobleness. Every human 
being has shades of bad and 
good.” Notorious acknowledges 
Bergman’s shades of bad only to 
explain them away. This is a pity. 
Bergman’s husbands, colleagues, 
and fans rarely mustered the gen- 
erosity to view her as a real per- 
son; it seems the least her biogra- 
pher could have done. 

Indeed the book could almost 
be called Selznick’s Revenge, since 
it’s the literary equivalent of 
plucking Bergman’s eyebrows, 
fixing her teeth, and slapping 
make-up on her face. Spoto’s 
whitewash is all the more 
damnable for being so crassly 
careerist. He’s made his name by 





writing nice books about big stars 
(including Dietrich, Olivier, 
Monroe, and Hitchcock). A gritty 
biography of Bergman might have 
jeopardized his next joyride on 
Mulholland Drive. Instead, under 
“Acknowledgments,” we get a 
treacly trickle of thank-yous to 
lots of famous folks who knew 
Ingrid Bergman (“and so here | 
am, basking in the love and devo- 
tion of these extraordinarily dear 
people”). Isabella Rossellini is 
conspicuously absent. 

But then Rossellini is a real per- 
son, and real people have no place 
in Spoto’s sycophantic spectacle. 
Her new memoir, Some of Me, is 
among the funniest, frankest, 
most revealing film memoirs to 


come along since Sidney Lumet’s 
Making Movies. 
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transgression and punishment as 
Fury (1936) Scarlet Street 
(1945), The Woman in_ the 
Window (1944), and The Big 
Heat (1953). 

Reckoning might be due as well 
for his rewriting of the original 
script of The Cabinet of Dr. 
Caligari (1919): he added the 
famed framing device and, as 
McGilligan quotes from Siegfried 
Kracauer’s From Caligari to 
Hitler, “A revolutionary film was 
thus turned into a conformist 
one,” perhaps helping, as 
McGilligan suggests, to set the 
stage for the rise of Naziism. 
Then there was the 1924 Die 
Nibelungen, “an incipient Nazi 
document” and the favorite film 
of Joseph Goebbels, who would 
offer Lang a position as head of 
German film production when the 
Nazis took power in 1933.

And much of the credit must go to 
Lang’s dictatorial, obsessive, abu- 
sive, sometimes sadistic way of 
running a movie set. The degree of 
power he wielded in a production, 
as McGilligan acknowledges, 
determined whether a film would 
be a classic (1952’s Rancho 
Notorious) or a mediocrity (1950's 
An American Guerrilla in the 
Philippines). 

The Beast proves that Fritz Lang 
was not a nice guy, but that makes 
him no less of an artist. Whether 
his personal life has any relevance 
to his art or not, it would still make 
a quintessential Fritz Lang film, a 
demonstration of what Francois

Sink your teeth into Buffy 


BY CHARLES TAYLOR It’s not much of a compliment to say that Buffy 
the Vampire Slayer (Mondays at 9 p.m. on the WB network) is the best 
of the supernatural shows that have debuted in the wake of The X-Files. 


(How hard is it to be better than 
Dark Skies or Profiler?) So let’s 
say that Buffy, which has been 
renewed for the fall and has just 
started summer reruns, is going to 
be the next cult show that 
becomes a big hit — and that it 
deserves to be. 

Created by Joss Whedon, Buffy 
the Vampire Slayer bears only a 
superficial resemblance to his 
screenplay for the 1992 movie, an 
annoyingly broad teen 
comedy/horror spoof. Sixteen- 
year-old Buffy (Sarah Michelle 
Gellar) is the chosen one, the latest 
in a centuries-long lineage of 
young women, each of whom is the 
only human of her time with the 
strength and skill to slay vampires. 

Kicked out of school for burn- 
ing down the gymnasium (the 
bloodsuckers had invaded the 
prom) and hoping to put her slay- 
er days behind her, Buffy, along 
with her mom, relocates to lovely 
Sunnydale, California. Only thing 
is, Sunnydale is the location of 
the Hell Mouth, the opening to 
the Underworld from which 
demons rise. And_ it’s’ in 
Sunnydale that Buffy meets her 
Watcher — the mentor who 


trains her as a slayer, mentally 
and physically — in the person of

the school librarian, Giles 
(Anthony Stewart Head, the male 
half of the ongoing Taster’s 
Choice soap opera, who employs 
a British accent for his wonderful- 
ly dry delivery). One of the show’s 
best gags is that the students and 
faculty are so caught up in the 
computer age, they never darken 
the library’s door, leaving Giles 
resplendent in vests and 
tweeds that define bookworm 
chic — free to pore over his trove 
of ancient demonology tomes.

PBS's Born Under the Red Flag 


BY ALICIA POTTER The focus on China’s brutal, spectacular rise to 
global industrial tiger has never been more intense as the country kisses 


off the last niggling vestige of British imperialism (there were even T- 


shirts to commemorate the event 
this week). Indeed, a nation that 
just 100 years ago was stalled at 
the technological status of pre- 
modern Europe will ostensibly 
propel the 2Ist century. This 
remarkable climb to the apex of 
modernity is the subject of the 
third and final chapter of PBS’s 
China series, China: Born Under 
the Red Flag, to air this 
Wednesday on Channel 2. (The 
previous installments were China 
in Revolution and The Mao 
Years.) Smart viewing for anyone 
whose knowledge of the country 
stops at an appreciation of good 
moo shi, the documentary deliv- 
ers a straightforward, streamlined 
history lesson haunted by a cho- 
rus of anguished voices. 

Despite’ its timely relevance, 
Born Under the Red Flag lacks the 
urgency and drama of The Gate 
of Heavenly Peace, last year’s vis- 
ceral exploration of _ the 
Tiananmen Square massacre and 
perhaps the finest analysis of 
“Chinese history ever committed

to celluloid. PBS’s effort, written 
and directed by Sue Williams, is 
by-the-book documentary film- 
making, mostly news footage 
(some never before seen) and 
talking heads. But despite the ho- 
hum approach, the film does cap- 
ture the frustration, anger, and 
grief of a people who have 
watched their country flourish 
economically but at the cost of 
countless lives. 

It picks up with the death of 
Communist leader Mao Zedong 
and China’s ensuing struggle to 
regain its footing after a failed 
revolution. In part one, 
“Surviving Mao,” scrappy rebel 
Deng Xiaoping assumes power to 
exonerate the millions who like 
himself were attacked during the 








country’s disastrous Cultural 
Revolution. Under his early 
regime, an uncharacteristic (and 
short-lived) political expression- 
ism flowers, most potently cpito- 
mized by Beijing’s Democracy 
Wall. In a heart-stirring moment, 
crowds of citizens, bundled in 
kerchiefs and overcoats against a 
light snow, pause with tilted 
heads, scanning the fluttering 
scraps of poetry and political crit- 
icism others have tacked up on 
the makeshift monument. 

The documentary presents 
Deng as a little wombat of a dic- 
tator, as comfortable waving from 
the stands of an American rodeo 
in a 10-gallon hat as he is wan- 
gling a quickie trial to roust a dis- 
sident. His reign is a lurching ride 

















creants (they dissolve into pixilated 
dust), Buffy is a walking, breathing 
Contempo Casuals poster for rev- 
olution, slyrrr-style now! 

Gellar’s Buffy is cute as a but- 
ton in her minidresses and knee- 
high boots (sigh), though she’s no 
Miss Popularity (she wouldn't be 
sO appealing if she were). That 
title belongs to Cordelia (the 
name is a lot less funny than that 
of the actress who plays her, 
Charisma Carpenter), who's so 
catty and self-involved, she’s irre- 
sistible. Whedon has also given 
Buffy a pair of misfit sidekicks 
who act as her research assistants, 
cheerleaders, and often grossed- 
out Greek chorus: Xander 
(Nicholas Brendon), who's got a 
wicked crush on Buffy, and sci- 
ence nerd Willow (the red-headed 
charmer Alyson Hannigan, with 
her sideways smile), who’s got a 
wicked crush on Xander. And 
since no teen saga is complete 
without unrequited love, Buffy 
has a romantic ideal: Angel 
(David Boreanaz). Unfortunately, 
he’s a 350-year-old vampire (a 
good one — he’s given up feed- 
ing on humans). Fortunately, he’s 
the hunkiest 350-year-old vam- 
pire you've ever seen. 

Week after week, Buffy and 
company protect Sunnydale High 
from the Hell Mouth exchange 
students. So far, the choicest 
emissaries have been the evil 
mother who switches bodies with 
her daughter to relive her cheer- 
leading glory days, and the girl 
who's such a wallflower, she liter- 
ally becomes invisible, and thus is 
able to take her revenge. (Buffy 
realizes just how unpopular this 
girl is when she gets hold of her 
yearbook and sees everyone has 
inscribed exactly the same thing: 
“Have a nice summer.”) The 
show’s tone can waver; it’s tough, 
at times, to tell where the comic 
deadpan ends and the straightface 
begins. But that’s part of Buffy’s 
sweet-spiritedness: it never 
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TEN-GALLON DENG — but he was equally comfortable wan- 


becomes campy or superior by 
condescending to its material or 
its audience. 

The nighttime scenes have the 
familiar-yet-uncertain blackness 
of your hometown at night. It's 
there that the sneaky connection 
between the show’s teen adven- 
turers and the vampires they face 
is strongest: everyone’s a noctur- 
nal creature. By day, at school, 
Buffy and Xander and Willow are 
weighed down by the usual teen 
complaints about their love lives 
(or lack thereof), school, their 
parents, boring suburban 
Sunnydale. (“A one-Starbucks 
town,” Xander calls it.) At night, 
they’re trawling the streets on the 
trail of some new ghoul. 

The terrific season finale (the 
best of any prime-time show | saw 
this year) risked taking one of 
those encounters beyond the 
usual creep-show jolts by having 
Willow discover her techie pals 
slaughtered by vampires in the 
school’s AV room. What followed 
was a modest, exceptionally intel- 
ligent scene about the emotional 
impact of violence that was any- 
thing but moralistic. It didn’t put 
a damper on the show's visceral 
charge, either. Huddled in her 
bedroom, Willow explains to 
Buffy what she felt. “I’ve seen so 
much,” Hannigan begins quietly, 
in a young girl’s voice grown sud- 
denly very tired, “I thought | 
could take anything . . . [But] I 
know those guys. | go to that 
room every day. And when | 
walked in there it wasn’t our 
world anymore. They made it 
theirs. And they had fun.” 

Cool television shows are, by 
definition, more accessible than 
cool movies or bands or writers. 
Because they’re right there on the 
TV dial, they're like a club anyone 
can join. For a show about high- 
school misfits coming out on top 
(or at least staying above ground) 
that’s not only fitting — I'd say 
it’s awesome. &

of sweeping economic change 
darkened by political intolerance. 
A farmer speaks proudly about 
being able to feed his family, the 
result of Deng’s landmark act that 
allowed peasants to peddle their 
surplus crops. In chilling con- 
trast, a political prisoner 
describes how guards pried his 
mouth open with metal pincers 
and shoved a tube of food and 
water down his throat to halt his 
hunger strike. 

Part two, “The Next 
Generation,” crackles with the fire 
of fed-up youth. Bridging the tran- 
sition from the first half’s predom- 
inantly economic viewpoint is 
shaggy-haired rocker Cui Jian 
(think Kurt Cobain with an agen- 
da), whose smoky stage show 
inspired a generation to act out 
against government constraints. 
The students and young workers 
interviewed seethe with bitterness 
and defiance, and as the violence of 
Tiananmen Square once again det- 





onates in news footage, one won- 
ders whether China will ever get it 
right. “I would never be Chinese in 
my next life,” a worker/activist 
recalls screaming after. the 1989 
massacre. “Don’t be Chinese. It is 
too horrible, too sad.” 

Indeed, nearly 15 years after a 
shellac-headed Margaret 
Thatcher clinked champagne 
glasses with diminutive Deng to 
seal the Hong Kong deal, there is 
little hope reflected in the com- 
mentary of Born Under the Red 
Flag. The glaring lack of discus- 
sion about the country’s specula- 
tive future is the film’s greatest 
omission. Perhaps the next gener- 
ation has already seen too many 
broken promises, too much 
senseless bloodshed and rampant 
corruption, to find much hope in 
the events that currently glue the 
world to their nation’s every 
move. For these people, life under 
the red flag has already proven 
suffocating enough. 
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Top straw hat 


GENERALLY SPEAKING, the Straw Hat Trail 
is a place to trot the tried and true. But at the 
Williamstown Theater Festival this season, there is 
an admirable number of dark horses ambling the 
path. This is the most interesting and possibly the 
riskiest summer-theater season around. It’s the sec- 
ond for producer Michael Ritchie, formerly a New 
York and Williamstown stage manager, and you 
have to take your straw hat off to him. 

Not that the WTF was ever a place where 
Carousel turned and Sylvia roamed. its founder and 
first artistic director, Nikos Psacharopoulos, was a 
charismatic presence, working the theater lawn on 
opening nights in his tux and sandals. He attracted 
prestigious, rather than Love Boat, stars and pro- 
duced epic compilations of Tennessee Williams and 
the Greeks, along with name-studded productions 
of Chekhov. After Psacharopoulos’s death, in 1989, 
the reins went to longtime Williamstown presence 
Peter Hunt, both a director and a designer. Hunt 
was based in Los Angeles, far from the New-York- 
theater-talent pool, and during his tenure summers — 
at Williamstown were respectable but a tad sleepy. 
(Can you say James Whitmore in Inherit the Wind?) 
Ritchie has brought cresting playwrights and direc- 
tors to the idyllic Williams College venue where 
manicured campus meets air conditioning. And this 
summer he has put together a season that, in addi- 
tion to a couple of rare revivals, includes four pre- 
mieres and even an adaptation of Carlo Gozzi’s 
Princess Turandot. 

On the Adams Memorial Theatre Main Stage, The 
Film Society is followed by Sidney Kingsley’s Dead 
End (July 9 through 20), the New York-set 1935 
drama that gave birth not only to the 1937 film that 
starred Humphrey Bogart but to the collection of 
films that featured the East End Kids and the 
Bowery Boys. Nicholas Martin directs a large cast 
that includes Robert Sean Leonard, Campbell Scott, 
Marian Seldes, and Party of Five star Scott Wolf. 
Barry Edelstein then marches the chocolate soldier 
of Shaw’s Arms and the Man across the stage (July 
23 through August 3), perhaps to appease the “fes- 
tival” set. That's followed by James Naughton’s pro- 
duction of Charles MacArthur's 1942 political farce 
Johnny on a Spot (August 6 through 17), which is 
set to star master clown Bill Irwin. As a finale, 
Lawrence Sacharow, who directed the award-win- 
ning original production of Three Tall Women, heims 
the American premiere of the Moscow-set Misha’s _ 


Party (August 21 through 31), by Richard Nelson 


and Alexander Gelman. Nelson is an American who 
has been more extensively produced in England 
notably at the Royal Shakespeare Company; his 


previous works include Two — Actors - 


and Some Americans Abroad. 

On the smaller Other Stage, to which the WTF 
has traditionally relegated contemporary works, 
new gives way to old-and-glam when Joanne 
Woodward stages Arthur Schnitzler’s La Ronde, 
August 13 through 24 (already sold out). But first 
cames the world premiere of Cuban-American — 
playwright Eduardo Machado’s Stevie Wants To. 
Play the Blues, a 1940s-set work with an original 
jazz score by Geri Allen, now through July 13. 
That's followed by Broken Sleep (July 16 through 
27), a bill of three plays by Donald Margulies, 
whose Sight Unseen won an Obie; the title work is 
a 20-minute musical with score by the talented 
Michael John LaChiusa, who won Obies for Hello 
Again and First Lady Suite. And from July 30 
through August 10, the Other Stage is home to the 
world premiere of Dreading Thekla, a dark comedy 
by Albert Innaurato, who's best known for the 
Broadway hit Gemini. 

There are also new-play readings, beginning with 
Charles Higham’s comedy His Majesty Mr. Kean on 
July 5, plus a series of Monday Special Events, a 
collaboration with the Williams College Museum of 
Art called Museum Pieces, and a series of late- 
night cabaret shows. For the outdoor Free Theater 
production, which runs July 24 through August 2, 
Darko Tresnjak directs his adaptation of Princess 
Turandot. All in all, the WTF season is about as far 
from traditional summer stock as that is from 
Princess Leia.

Reviving John Robin Baitz’s The Film Society 
BY CAROLYN CLAY The protagonist of Jon Robin 


Baitz’s The Film Society is caught in a compromising 
situation — though not the type that inspires Alan 


Ayckbourn and Georges Feydeau plays. 
As affably played by John Benjamin 
Hickey, Jonathon Balton is a flaky, inef- 
fectual teacher in a rotting upper-crusty 
boys’ school in Durban, South Africa; it 
is the same school he attended as an 
upper-crusty boy. The time is 1970, and 
comfortable white-supremacy, as repre- 
sented by the Blenheim School, is start- 
ing to crumble — though, as we now 
know, the death of apartheid will be a 
lingering and brutal one. In the course 
of Baitz’s play, which was written in 
1985, Balton must choose between 
being a righteous cog in what will be the 
new Africa and clinging to the power 
and privilege of his boyhood even as it 
evaporates. Ironically, he gains strength 
even as he loses moral ground. 

The Film Society is an intelligent 
and troubling play, if a somewhat 
awkward one. And it announces Baitz 
— who lived in South Africa as a boy 


and went on to write The Substance of | 


Fire (recently released as a film), Three 
Hotels, The End of the Day, and the 
much-praised A Fair Country — as an 
eloquent, morally earnest dramatist 
who at this point in his development 
hadn’t learned to steer potent material 
in a clear direction. The end of the 
play, in particular, brings the audience 
up short. But there is some fine, 
urgent writing, especially in the sec- 
ond act. And Roger Rees’s stylized, 
well-acted Williamstown revival — for 
which Baitz was on the scene to do 
some rewriting — underlines the 
work’s juxtaposition of numbing insu- 
larity and social context. 

As the play begins, a characteristi- 
cally “radical” act by Balton’s planta- 
tion-boyhood buddy (both are from 
big sugar-cane money) and fellow 
teacher, Terry Sinclair, has caused 
what Balton calls “a storm in a tea- 
thingy.” Put in charge of festivities 
for the school’s Centenary Day,

Sinclair invited a black minister to 
speak; the police were called, and a 
number of old-line parents and facul- 
ty are up in arms. The minister later 
dies in police custody, Sinclair is 
fired, and his teacher-wife, Nan, 
finds her position. also jeopardized. 
Meanwhile, the lackadaisical Balton 

whose only previous action has 
been to run the school’s film society 
— is about to be made assistant 
headmaster and then headmaster, as 
long as he makes the required com- 
promises. This is so his wealthy mom 
(a snazzy Carole Shelley) will pull the 
school out of a deep, not to mention 
metaphoric, financial hole. The first 
“condition” imposed on _ Balton 
involves the film society. 

At Williamstown, the set is a 
rounded hall into whose molding 
names like “Wellington” and 
“Livingstone” have been carved. This 
“clean, English sort of Africa” is 
fronted, however, by a_ beachfront 
strewn with planks, tires, and other 
detritus. As the play progresses, 
cracks and then large openings 
appear in the structure to reveal pat- 
terns suggestive of African folk art. 








The between-scene music, too, 
becomes’ increasingly African. 
Clearly, outside this increasingly 
disheveled cocoon of brute colonial 
privilege, Africa is on the move. But 
not even the “progressive” Sinclair 
can figure a way to connect Blenheim 
to the rest of the world. And for the 
play’s most reactionary character, 
dying assistant headmaster Hamish 
Fox (Tom Bloom), the “trouble with 
Africa” is spreading down the conti- 
nent “like cancer down my spine.” 

In the play’s most powerful scene, the 
politically correct but suddenly unem- 
ployed Sinclair — volatilely played by 
David Aaron Baker as a roiling mix of 
preppiness and anger — must admit to 
his wife — Cherry Jones, her ART- 
ingenue sheen more burnished now but 
no less rich — that for all his radical 
posturings, what he really wants is to 
remain safely ensconced in the womb of 
Blenheim. He has played at politics as 
he played at cricket. Later, Jones’s Nan 
has a quiet but powerful monologue, 
an address to students who have 
penned kneejerk essays about the 
Zulus brimming with drums and 
spears, in which she describes her fam- 
ily’s treatment of an African household 
servant who, separated from her own 
family, became “sour,” her humanness 
“like meat left out too long.” “The real 
Africa,” Nan opines, is possessed by a 
violence that has nothing to do with 
guns and spears: “We have our own 
brand of callousness.” 

Indeed, toughness has earlier been 
lauded as a thing Blenheim boys need 
to learn. Balton, the play’s central if not 
its most compelling character, cventu- 
ally does — though, from a dramatic 
standpoint, he seems rather too quick a 
study, segueing from a childhood rem- 
iniscence of Christmas cow killing to a 
sudden conviction that the old ways of 
the jungle are best. Still, The Film 
Society is a worthwhile play, not so 
dated as you might think, since it’s 
about personal survival and moral com- 
promise more than it’s about South 
Africa. Produced in New York in 1986, 
it deserves this second screening. &

A change of Necessary Weather at the Pillow

Dancers of many persuasions represented the 
Philadelphia dance scene on an outdoor stage. 


Mark Morris Dance Group came 
up with a new musical excursion, 
this time into the madrigals of 
Claudio Monteverdi, which he 
programmed together with 
unlikely fellow travelers Lou 
Harrison and Bob Wills and His 
Texas Playboys. And the expected 
revival of Necessary Weather, for 
Dana Reitz and Sara Rudner in 
Jennifer Tipton’s lighting envi- 
ronment, turned’ into’ an 
impromptu solo when Rudner 
was unable to perform. 

Reitz, the choreographer of 
Necessary Weather, is best known 
as a soloist; she had previously 
worked with Tipton on projects 
that added a theatrical dimension 
to her introverted performances. 
She teamed up with Rudner, a 
spectacular dancer and freelance 
choreographer, in 1993. The 
piece they made together, which I 
saw at the Kitchen in New York, 
was an ideal match-up of three 
strong but different artistic per- 
sonalities — a collaboration in 
_ the best sense, where no one 
dominated the others and what 
they achieved together transcend- 
ed them all. For the Pillow’s 
Studio/Theater, Reitz reworked 
the piece when Rudner became ill, 
keeping Tipton’s design mostly 
the same, and though I was dis- 
appointed not to see the original 
dance, | found the substitute 
journey magical. 

Reitz works without music, 
always an intense situation for a 
dancer, but her presence is so 
compelling that the-audience set- 
tled down to it, even on a warm, 
rustic evening. It was so quiet, I 
could hear someone’s watch tick- 
ing. Reitz traces a movement'nar- 
rative out of a few motifs that she 
returns to again and again. Like a 
classical composer using theme- 
and-variations form, she can 
expand, improvise, or make spon- 
taneous interpretations on set 
patterns. Sometimes the trail 
leads way out, but the movement 
landmarks reassure and reorient 
her, and the audience, as the 
piece progresses. 

When she begins, you realize 
that her dancing has no apparent 
technical virtuosity and yet she’s 
doing things no one else can with 
timing, continuity, and absolutely 
articulate control. She stands in 
place, shifting from one pliable 
foot to the other, makes winding 
gestures that spread to her chest 
and shoulders, tilts to one side, 
with one hand smoothes out the 
air to the side and around till 
she’s twisted to face behind her. 

None of this looks like just 
movement. Her focus is close in 
around her body, and she seems 
to be feeling out where she is, 
thinking about it, responding to 
the clues she finds with minute 
variations in flow and phrasing. 
Arms close in, she bows twice, 
Japanese style, toward the audi- 
ence without actually looking at 











us. Finally she begins to walk 
around the space with a wary yet 
confident, elastic step. Never has 
a plié looked less academic. 

Up to this point, you’re not 
particularly aware of how the per- 
forming space is lit, or even what 
size the space is. Suddenly a very 
bright white light appears, high 
up in a corner, Reitz leans back, 
as if it were pushing on her, cir- 
cles her arms around her head, 
and looks behind her into the 
dark. The floor seems to glow. 
She walks again, now feeling her 
way, into a new world. Only a few 
minutes have elapsed. 

As the lights change, the space 
acquires mysterious atmospheres 
whose source you 
can’t find even 
though the light- 
ing instruments 
are in full view. 
Sometimes the 
light simply 
allows you to see 
the dancer in a 
certain way. Reitz 
makes her way in 
silhouette, one 
slow step at a 
time, across a 
luminous, dusky 
background. She 
stops, flails in a 
fast bout of shad- 
owboxing, con- 
tinues walking 
out, leading with 
her nose. She 
comes back 
immediately, 
holding out 
something in her 
hand. A hat. She 
tries it on with a 
big gesture, bend- 
ing back. Moving 
imperceptibly 
downstage, she 
holds it out again, 
maybe begging. 
The hat glows, as 
if an angel had 
fallen inside. She 
stares “:at “it; 
inaudibly talking. 

More defined 


light patterns 
carve the space 
into chambers, 


each inducing a 
different mood. 
She kneels for a 
long time at the 
rim of a big, clear 
circle, consider- 
ing, before step- 
ping into it. 
Leading with a 
shoulder, she 
walks in a spiral 
to the center, 
where she en- 
counters a 
brighter pin spot. 
She backs out fast 
along the same 
spiral path. She 
seems attracted to 
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these defined light spaces; often 
she returns to tap and push at 
their edges. But just as she seems 
about to discover their limits, they 
change. 

Four eight-foot circles appear 
on the floor. She checks them out 
one at a time. After many other 
adventures — she dances with her 
own shadow, curls up next to the 
pin spot when it reappears, then it 
suddenly goes out and she wakes 
up in a glaring white rectangle — 
she sits down with the space 
blacked out except for the pin spot. 
Slowly she stretches out on her 
side, looking at it, the way a child 
might go to sleep facing the win- 
dow. Just as she seems most 
relaxed, the four circles come on 
and she’s inside one of them. But 
this isn’t the end. There are more 
changes, more little dances, more 
peering into the light and giving 
oneself up to it. Finally, she ges- 
tures to the audience and walks 
away into the dark. 

This 40-minute work was total- 
ly satisfying to me, despite the dis- 
appointment of missing Sara 
Rudner. But Jacob’s Pillow doesn’t

let you get away with a single dose 
of dance on a visit. Funding 
sources being what they are, heav- 
ily directed toward preservation, 
documentation, and information 
rather than the risky support of 
creative work, a lot of didactic 
material surrounds the perfor- 
mances, some of it very welcome. 
Necessary Weather was followed 
by a question-and-answer session 
with Reitz, Tipton and critic 
Suzanne Carbonneau. Of course, 
one’s always curious about how 
dances are made, but this work, I 
thought, didn’t benefit at all from 
its instant demystification. 

Four groups sponsored by the 
University of the Arts and the 
Philadelphia Dance _ Alliance 
shared the Inside/Out stage in the 
woods at sunset. All were preceded 
by simplistic introductions: “I’m 
an independent choreographer, 
meaning ...” It seems to me the 
audience that goes to the Pillow 
knows more about dance than 
these explanations assumed. The 
performances themselves were 
brief and pretty perfunctory. Close 
up in daylight, the adagio from the 








second act of Swan Lake, two 
“character ballet” numbers by 
members of the Voloshky 
Ukrainian Dance Ensemble, and a 
small solo by modern dancer Roko 
Kawai all looked more mechanical 
and less theatrical than was good 
for them. 

The dancers seemed to consid- 
er it worthwhile to be showcased 
there, but except for Ralph 
Lemon’s work-in-progress So this 
is a hero, for Leslie Dworkin and 
Kent De Spain, they didn’t offer 
much to chew on. Lemon was 
working with contrasts — in 
dance styles, body types, our 
expectations about how people 
will move — and with the poten- 
tially dangerous reactions these 
contrasts can produce. 

Mark Morris offered two of 
his most popular repertory 
works, Grand Duo (Harrison, 
1993), and Going Away Party 
(Wills, 1990), and the first New 
England performances of / 
Don’t Want To Love, which was 
premiered last winter in New 
York. With seven dancers, live 
singers, and instrumentalists, 
the new work elaborated on love 
gone awry. Morris incorporated 
postures from commedia del- 
l'arte and the clowns of 
Giandomenico Ticpolo to punc- 
ture Monteverdi's extravagant 
laments. The costumes (by Isaac 
Mizrahi), white garments cut to 
direct attention to strategic body 
zones but not actually reveal 
them, were like the movement 
and the music, suggesting 
delight but delighting in 
repelling it. 

Morris often choreographs 
about love, but he never seems 
to take it seriously, especially the 
heterosexual kind. In Going 
Away Party, the women are 
stereotypical roadhouse vamps 
and the men submit to their bul- 
lying, despite feeble efforts at 
bonding among themselves. 
Morris himself is a duded-up 
stranger. The three women eye 
him but he remains alone. One 
section begins as a square dance 
and becomes an invented hoe- 
down where someone without a 
partner doesn’t look out of 
place. In Grand Duo, what sex 
there is seems only a phase in 
some arcane ritual of communal 
ecstasy. 

Also on view for the rest of the 
summer is a fine show selected 
from the Harvard Theater 
Collection’s archive of John 
Lindquist, the photographer who 
filmed dancers at the Pillow for 
42 summers. The many color 
shots in this exhibition, of 
dancers jumping and flinging 
their limbs against blue skics and 
artistic clouds, personify the 
unlikely mix of glamor, cclecti- 
cism, and outdoorsiness that 
lingers still in the spirit of Ted 
Shawn. Lindquist built a special 
stage behind the main building in 
order to film dramatic dance per- 
sonalities at a time when you 
needed natural light to shoot 
effectively in color. The show’s 
historical/nostalgic vibrations are 
accompanied by several videos, 
including an archival film of Ted 
Shawn and his Men Dancers in 
Olympiad (1936), which will be 
reconstructed later this summer 
for the Pillow School’s Men 
Dancers. & 
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Mission impossible 
The story behind the legend of a seminal Boston band 
BY MARK WOODLIEF The Boston music 


scene in the late ’70s and early ’80s was like a 
frontier, offering new discoveries to souls 
brave enough to seek them. A_ vibrant 
American underground was forming, but the 
local party felt a little exclusive to some of us. 


For a Newton teenager barely out 
of junior high school, finding 
Newbury Comics (then merely a 
small, rundown shop on Newbury 
Street, with barely a sign to mark 
the door) was the ticket to 
belonging. Here, among boxes of 
comics, was contraband — sin- 
gles from LA’s nascent SST 
Records, releases from bands I'd 
never heard of, something called 
Minor Threat. | approached the 
counter tentatively, clutching the 
Black Flag single “Six Pack” and 
stammering at the clerk, “Is .. . is 
this any good?” 

A very young, very rude Aimee 
Mann (or was that a look-alike?) 
shot me a mean glare and barked, 
“People who like it like it.” | 
gulped and retreated, rejected. 

She could just as easily have 
been talking about Boston’s own 
Mission of Burma, whose signals, 
calls, and marches debut EP | also 
dug out of the racks at Newbury 
Comics. It was 1980, and punk 
itself was nothing new. But 
Mission of Burma were. And even 
a 13-year-old outsider, cluelessly 
clad in a royal-blue Izod shirt, 
could sense something important 
was happening. 

“Back then,” Burma founding 
bassist Clint Conley recalls, “if the 
music industry was a city or a vil- 
lage, we were definitely out in the 
bush staging raids with our little 
merry band of followers. We were 
out in the wilderness, gathered 
around our little bonfires at 
Cantone’s and the Rat.” 

The pioneering blend of avant- 
rock noise and tense melodicism 
that Conley, guitarist Roger 
Miller, drummer Peter Prescott, 
and tape-loop manipulator 
Martin Swope brought to the 
post-punk frontier remains as 
bracing today as it was almost two 
decades ago. So it’s not really all 
that surprising to find dance- 
music whiz Moby hitting the 
modern-rock airwaves with a 
cleaned-up version of Burma’s 
Conley-penned “That's When | 
Reach for My Revolver.” And it’s 
more than fitting that Rykodisc 
has just reissued the entire MOB 
back catalogue, all three CDs: sig- 
nals, calls, and marches, 1982's 
full-length VS., and the posthu- 
mous live disc The Horrible Truth 
About Burma. They've been 
remastered by Rykodisc and re- 
released with the original art- 
work, exclusive photos, and a few 
choice rarities tacked on. 

“Burma was sort of an 
acquired taste,” remembers 
Conley. “We heard it over and 
over again throughout our career 
that people would see us the first 
time and it just wouldn’t make 
any sense at all. Listening to our 
live tapes, | know what they’re 
talking about. Sometimes it’s 
just like chewing gravel or a visit 
to the dentist's office.” 

You can hear what Conley’s 
talking about on The Horrible 


Truth About Burma, which was 
recorded during the group’s 
farewell 1983 tour and originally 
released in 1985 on Ace of Hearts 
Records. Although the disc’s title 
was just meant as a joke among 
band members, Miller admits that 
the horrible truth about Burma is 
that not everyone got what they 
were trying to do during the few 
years they were doing it. “At our 
last show in LA there were 10 
people,” he recalls. 

But as with many of the influen- 
tial American acts that came before 
them — Big Star, Television, per- 
haps even the hallowed Velvet 
Underground — the impact of 
Mission of Burma’s formative 
sound was felt far beyond the 
crowd of insiders who actually saw 
the band play. Moby’s “That’s 
When I Reach for My Revolver” is 
only the most prominent cover of 
that tune — Chicago’s Pegboy did 
it on a 95 disc. And a decade ago 
R.E.M. put their signature jangle 
behind a version of Burma’s 
“Academy Fight Song.” 

Burma came together in 1979, 
when Miller and Conley split from 
the Moving Parts to link with ex- 
Molls drummer Peter Prescott. 
But thanks to the intervention of 
Martin Swope, a friend of Miller’s 
from Ann Arbor, they weren't 
bound to become just another tra- 
ditional guitar/bass/drums punk 
trio. Swope moved into an apart- 
ment in Brighton with Miller and 
Conley and began to intrigue the 
pair with the tape loops he was 
experimenting with — tape loops 
that would soon bring a distinc- 
tive avant edge to the Mission of 
Burma sound. (Miller and Swope 
would go on to collaborate in an 
early version of Birdsongs of the 
Mesozoic after MOB.) 

“He started mixing us at live 
performances, did a few things in 
the studio, and then started show- 
ing up in our photographs,” says 
Conley of Swope’s inauguration 
into the band. “I can’t remember 
any sort of ceremony where we 
slit our fingers and traded blood, 
or anything like that.” 

The avant-garde interests of 
Miller and Swope combined with 
Conley’s slightly more melodic 
sensibilities. And the group’s 
shared affinity for free jazz, 
aggressive noise, punk, psyche- 
delia, and pop set Burma off even 
from the already marginalized 
post-punk underground. Swope 
was ahead of his time with the 
tape-loop experiments — Miller 
remembers how early audiences 
were often confused by Burma’s 
all-encompassing din. “When we 
first started, the joke in Boston 
was, ‘They'd be pretty good if 
they could all play the same song 
at the same time.’ Our songs were 
so complex sometimes, and we'd 
all be doing completely different 
things in the same song. Martin 
just added another element of that 
very organized embracing of the

chaos of the moment.” 

“What Martin did,” Prescott 
interjects, “was tape something 
that was going on live, manipulate 
it, and send it back in [via the 
soundboard] as a sort of new 
instrument. You couldn't predict 
exactly how it would sound, and 
that got to be the really fun thing 
I think we all liked. We wanted to 
play this hammer-down drony 
noise stuff, but we also wanted 
another sound in there.” 

By the end of '81 — with sig- 
nals already sold out of its first 
pressing of 10,000 copies, to this 
day an impressive feat for an indie 
rock band — Burma were receiv- 
ing national attention. Rolling 
Stone noted that “the group 
seems to be all things to all peo- 
ple: hard enough for heavy-metal 
freaks, intelligent enough for pro- 
gressive-rock fans, and, occasion- 
ally, accessible enough for AM 
pop stations.” 

The blueprint’s there on signals, 
in the way the tense, melodic open- 
ing salvo of “That’s When I Reach 
for My Revolver” cuts immediately 
into the dissonant “Outlaw.” You 
can hear it in the way “Fame and 
Fortune” a bittersweet anthem with 
a sweeping, somber bridge and an 
explosive finish, gives way to the 
corrosive art-punk blast of “This Is 
Not a Photograph”; in the shim- 
mering, fractured “Red,” which 
boasts some of Swope’s most overt 
colorings; and in the closing num- 
ber, an expansive, chiming instru- 
mental titled “All World Cowboy 
Romance.” 

It was VS., however, that was 
widely hailed as the group’s land- 
mark achievement. True to the leg- 
end, the disc is a formidably dense 
and knotty assembly of live power 
and studio genius that came well 
ahead of its time. The dark tremo- 
lo Miller coaxes from his guitar on 
“Trem Two” predates Johnny 
Marr’s hook on the Smiths’ “How 
Soon Is Now?” by a couple of 
years. Elsewhere, unnerving mael- 





stroms (“Secrets,” “New Nails”) | 


collide with drony excursions 
(“Weatherbox”), punk crunch 
(“Fun World,” “The Ballad of 
Johnny Burma,” “That’s How | 
Escaped My Certain Fate”), and 
melodic grandeur (“Einstein’s 
Day,” “Dead Pool”), presaging the 
cut-and-paste aesthetics of today’s 
postmodern aggro-pop. 

The assaulting volume of 
MOB’s live shows turned out to 
be the group’s biggest problem, as 
Miller’s tinnitus cut short what 
could easily have been a much 
longer career for a band who were 
still coming into their own at the 
time The Horrible Truth About 
Burma was recorded. They cer- 
tainly weren't running short on 
ideas — the crucial “Peking 
Spring” and _ the abrasive 
“Dumbbells” are two seminal 
tracks that the band never had a 
chance to realize in the studio. 
But this last disc’s pairs of covers 
are the most telling, in that they 
allude to two ahead-of-their-time 
groups Mission of Burma would 
join in the annals of influential 
underground artists. “We have to 
do this song, ‘cause we have to do 
it,” Conley can be heard telling 
the crowd before Burma break 
into the Stooges’ “1970.” The 
other cover is Pere Ubu’s “Heart 
of Darkness.” 

When it was over, it was all 
over. “We laugh about this,” says 
Conley, “but the best move we 
ever made was to break up and 
then do nothing. Forever. There’s 
something to be said for just 
going off gracefully and gracious- 
ly and with dignity intact before 
things start ripening into a rotting 
mess. Just leave it there and leave 
people with memories of some- 
thing that was really exciting and 
compelling.” 

In other words, a reunion is out 
of the question, even though 
there’s still plenty of music coming 
out of the Burma camp. Prescott 
moved from Burma to the prolific 
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Volcano Suns before switching 
from drums to guitar/vocals and 
fronting first Kustomized and now 
the new Peer Group. All three, have 
been in the Burma tradition of 
loud, uncompromising rock. As he 
puts it, “Burma was a great band 
to be in and | guess there's an 
undertone of it in everything I've 
done since and maybe everything 
I'll ever do.” 

Miller’s long line of post- 
Burma projects — _ from 
Birdsongs to No Man _ to 
Maximum Electric Piano — has 
blazed a different trail, following 
the avant-garde side of Burma to 
its logical conclusion. His newest 
unit, the Binary System, will have 
a debut CD out on SST Records 
latef this year. 

And Conley, though he was 
recently spotted on stage at 
Great Woods with Moby and the 
Mighty Mighty Bosstones for a 
spirited runthrough of “That's 
When I Reach for My Revolver,” 
has left music behind for a career 
producing television segments 
for Channel 5’s Chronicle news 
magazine. 

But what about Swope, the guy 
Creem magazine once called “the 
man behind the curtain” for his 
Oz-like contributions to the 
band’s sound? 

“He’s in Hawaii in the jungle 
somewhere,” Conley explains, 
offering an e-mail address for the 
former tape manipulator. 

Responding to a request for an 
electronic interview, Swope crypti- 
cally replied, “I’m sorry to say that 
I can’t help you on the article 
bad timing, | fear. Re: your ques- 
tion of my current activities: | try to 
follow Voltaire. Best, Martin.” 

It’s fitting, perhaps, that on the 
occasion of Mission of Burma’s 
return to the market, the group’s 
most mysterious member 
remains, at least metaphorically, 
behind smoke and mirrors. The 
mystery, if not the mission, of 
Mission of Burma lives on. © 
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But does Barbara Manning want to be your dog? 
BY BRETT MILANO If you were Barbara 


Manning, you might be a little nervous about 
coming to play Boston again. Two of the San 
Francisco singer’s all-time worst performance 
memories happened here. There was the show | 
at the Paradise where she blacked out on stage, 


only to regain consciousness a few 
minutes later and find herself still 
singing. And there was the 
Valentine’s Day 1993 show at the 
Middle East, where she cried 
through her entire set. 

Of course she’s played some 
good shows here as well, includ- 
ing her most recent one at the 
Middle East last fall (where her 
guitarist was also her label owner, 
Matador’s Gerard Cosloy) and a 
handful of gigs with her now- 
defunct pop group SF Seals. 
Suffice to say that Manning — 
who plays the Middle East tonight 
(Thursday). and NoNo’s in 
Provincetown on Monday — is a 
singer who rides the emotional 
fiéw. “Embarrassing myself in 
front of people — I do that all the 
time, it’s my nature,” she explains 
from a tour stop in Athens, 
Georgia. “If you’ve only seen the 
good shows, that’s probably why 
you still want to interview me.” 

Actually, it’s because she’s just 
released an excellent album. 12/2 
(Matador) is a darkly beautiful 
song cycle about death, rebirth, 
and transcendence — but mostly 
death. The opening track, “The 
Arsonist’s Story,” is a 20-minute 
suite looking into the psyche of a 
fire setter and his disturbed par- 
ents. She later covers Richard 
Thompson’s all-time crankiest 
song, “End of the Rainbow,” 
takes the humor out of Tom 
Lehrer’s mock-grisly “Rickity 
Tickity Tin,” and throws in a cou- 
ple of tragic love songs for light 
relief. Although it’s less ’60s-ish 
than the two SF Seals albums, 
there’s still a pop shimmer in the 
sound (Manning plays guitar with 
the Giant Sand rhythm section of 
Joey Burns and John Convertino) 
and the usual unguarded quality 
in her vocals. The album’s resolu- 
tion, the hymnlike “Marcus Lied” 
(a song borrowed from, of all 
people, the German prog band 
Amon Diiil II), is the most uplift- 
ing thing I’ve heard in some time. 

“It was a bleak time for me 
when I made it, so my state of 
mind was fairly pensive and soli- 
tary,” Manning says. “SF Seals 
had disbanded and I was working 
two jobs [her main gig is behind 
the counter at a record store on 
Haight Street, and she says she 
gives discounts to people who buy 
something especially cool]. I was 
going through that yearly ‘What 
am | doing with my life?’ kind of 
thing. I was thinking about how 
Alanis Morissette made $22 mil- 
lion last year, and how her rich 
kids are probably going to wind 
up beating on my poor kids.” 

In fact Manning’s turned down 
a few invitations to ride the gravy 
train. Considered a hot major- 
label prospect in the earlier part of 
the decade, she rejected a few 
offers from labels and from mag- 
azines who wanted her to do 
photo spreads. “I never get 


approached anymore, though. 











Maybe I did all the wrong things, 
but I was really wary of the hype. 
At the time it seemed that the 
market was looking for a female 
to pick on, and I never liked hav- 
ing my picture taken. The two 
magazines I said no to were Spin 
and Interview — | was trying to 
promote the band when they 
wanted to focus on me. Interview 
wanted me to put Banana 
Republic clothes on and do a por- 
trait with a blurb. I hate being 
mean to people, but I wouldn’t 
put on clothes I wouldn’t wear for 
myself.” 

The Valentine’s Day show men- 
tioned above was a double bill 
with Lou Barlow, who’s written 
his share of miserable love songs, 
so there was no lack of bad 
romantic vibes in the air. “I was 
really broken-hearted that night; 
Lou Barlow’s set was the first 
thing that made me well up. Then 
I couldn’t play any of my own 
songs because they all made me 
cry. I was sitting there playing, 
trying to get through a song with 
tears streaming down my face. I'd 
start and then break down and 
stop again, it was terrible. I did get 
people trying to console me after- 
ward, and I drank a little bit as 
well. That was the night I decided 
not to do songs about broken 
hearts anymore, it leads you into a 
whole downward spiral.” 

Still, if a song can bring her to 
tears, she’s likely to cover it. “End 
of the Rainbow” got the nod for 
that reason, as did “Baby Blue” 
(which she learned from the 
Giant Sand folks, not discovering 
Badfinger’s original until later). 
“You wouldn’t know I had this 
dark side unless you knew me 
really well. Usually I’m_ pretty 
happy and really loyal. I’d proba- 
bly make a good dog.”

Provincetown she’s ___ playing 
NoNo’s, that city’s first full-time 
rock venue in more than a 
decade; it’s booked by Trey 
Helliwell of Loud Festival fame. 
And the Middle East show is part 
of a typically eclectic bill (with the 
Mad Scene, Abunai!, and Dave 
Derby’s pop combo Brilliantine) 
brought in by Billy Ruane — 
local-music booster and scenester 
extraordinaire — who’s now 
booking clubs again after a recent 
layoff. His main project is a 
Thursday/Sunday series at Greet 
Street Grill, but he’s doing the 
occasional Middle East and 
Kendall Café event. He and Villa 
Villakula label owner Tinuviel are 
also bringing some alternative 
shows into the woman-oriented 
scene springing up at Ryles. In 
short, Ruane is as visible as he’s 
ever been. 

“I hope to disappear again 
soon, actually,” he warns. “I love 
it, I’m exhausted, and I may get 
out before I drive too many peo- 
ple crazy.” Keep in mind that 
Ruane has retired and come back 
more often than anyone this side 
of Elton John. Meanwhile, his 
instincts continue to bring in 
some admirably left-of-center 
bills with cult figures who rarely 
play here. On July 20, former 
Holy Modal Rounder Michael 
Hurley plays Green Street with 
Providence-based country singer 
Angel Dean. On the 30th the 
eccentric experimentalist Eugene 
Chadbourne appears with a rare 
solo set by our own Rich Gilbert. 
“I try to have the sort of evenings 
I like to hang out for, where 
there’s a bit of similarity of genre 
so you sense the distinction. Or 
else you mix things up so you feel 
the relatedness. Plus, | like to 
work with friends.” 

Until recently, you could sum 
up the rock scene in Province- 
town easily: there wasn’t one, 
save for Melissa Etheridge cover 
bands or Space Pussy at the 
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Bradford. NoNo’s is out to 
change that situation. Housed in 
the former site of the disco 
Kitty’s, and owned by the two 
women who run the popular 
eatery Bubaloo’s, it’s about a 10- 
minute walk from the main 
Commercial Street drag. And 
Helliwell is bringing in the kind of 
hip acts he books at the Loud Fest 
and at the Beachcomber in 
Wellfleet. He’s got Crown Electric 
Company this Saturday, the 
Ghost of Tony Gold the following 
weekend, and zydeco ace C.J. 
Chenier on the 16th. “I used to go 
to the place 15-odd years ago, 
when it was a roadhouse bar 


called Piggy’s. It’s a_ heavily 
endowed artists’ town, but for 
some reason live music got 
buried.” NoNo’s opened last 


month and response has been 
good; Helliwell plans to keep 
booking bands into Thanksgiving. 
“The locals are into it and the gay 
community is coming out as well. 
They complain to the owners 
whenever I book something risky, 
so at least I know they’re there.” 
In view of Provincetown’s cul- 
tural slant, it’s surprising he has- 
n’t booked any gay-identified acts 
yet, though he’s got his eye on 
Team Dresch and the Make Up. 
“There was a need for a hetero- 
based music club, but | want it to 
be gay-friendly with a mixed 
crowd — if you get everyone in 
there together, it’s going to be a 
rockin’ place. That way it’s a cir- 
cus, where nobody knows who's 
getting hit on, and it’s great.” 


RAPP’S RETURN. Imagine how 
you’d feel if you were to meet a 
cult-hero musician you've 
admired for years, and then he 
asks you to help him cover one of 
your songs. That’s what hap- 
pened to the duo of Damon & 
Naomi when they met Tom Rapp 
at the recent Terrastock festival in 
Providence. During the 60s and 
early ’70s Rapp was the ring-

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leader of Pearls Before Swine, an 
acid-folk-rock outfit who made a 
string of profoundly weird albums 
(on ESP and, later, 
Warner/Reprise) that have since 
endeared him to the neo-psyche- 
delic crowd — in fact, Ptolemaic 
Terrascope editor Phil McMullen 
claims he named his son Tom 
after Rapp. Now a civil-rights 
lawyer in Philadelphia, Rapp 
turned up at Terrastock to play 
live for the first time in more than 
two decades. Former Galaxie 
500/Magic Hour members 
Damon & Naomi, who also 
played the event, were among the 
fans who turned out. 

“IT went up to talk to him,” 
singer/bassist Naomi Yang re- 
calls, “and suddenly he asks me, 
‘By the way, what’s the chord in 
your song “Tour of the World” 
that follows A minor?’ I didn’t 
even know the answer! But I 
couldn’t believe he’d heard our 
music; it felt like someone had hit 
me over the head.” Turns out that 
Rapp’s son David, who plays in 
the band Shy Camp, was a 
Damon & Naomi fan and had 
played the song for his dad. “He 
played it beautifully,” adds 
singer/drummer/ guitarist 
Damon Krukowski. “Not having 
played in 20 years seemed to have 
not affected him a bit.” 

Damon & Naomi tried to get 
Rapp to join them on tour, but he 
was available for only two shows: 
one at New York’s Knitting 
Factory, the other at Club Passim 
this Tuesday (the 8th). Rapp has 
fond memories of playing at 47 
Palmer Street when Passim was 
Club 47, back in the ’60s. He'll 
play some old Pearls Before 
Swine material and some new 
songs; Damon & Naomi will pro- 
vide some back-up and do a set of 
their own. “He puts us to shame, 
though,” Krukowski __ says, 
“because he’s a real folk musician 
and we’re just alternative folk.”

NO DOUBT: 
DISNEY POP AT 
GREAT WOODS 


Growing up in Anaheim, land of 
manicured lawns, reactionary poli- 
tics, and the Magic Kingdom, is 
excuse enough for a bit of metaphor- 
ical chromosome reshuffling. Hence 
we have No Doubt’s Tragic Kingdom, 
the musical equivalent of a mutant 
amusement park. Bastard offspring, 
if you will, of “The Happiest Place on 
Earth” — where the cartoons are 
cranked, Tinker Bell has traded her 
sparkly leotard for designer warm- 
ups and teeny halters, and spooks 
vanish on command when the bottle- 
blonde sprite screams “Fuck you, I’m 
a girl!” from atop a mountainous 
speaker bay. 

I confess I didn’t quite get No Doubt 
at first. Gwen Stefani’s wacky combo 
of tongue-in-cheek shtick, glamorous 
pin-up girl, and tough rock chick pret- 
ty much canceled out the overall credi- 
bility. And there’s no excuse, not even 
the Orange County defense, for the sap 
and bombast of “Don’t Speak,” the 
band’s massively successful single, 
which would be quite at home on a 
Celine Dion record. But No Doubt’s 
ska roots, Stefani’s manic delivery, and 
the band’s cheeky, relentlessly upbeat 
attitude amid the sturm und drang 
combine in an oddly hot-and-whole- 
some way that added up to fun for the 
whole family a week ago at Great 
Woods. 

In spite of haunted-forest stage 
sets straight from Mr. Toad’s Wild 
Ride and an entrance heralded by the 
theme music from Disneyland’s late 
great Electrical Parade, No Doubt 
transcended the frolicsome kitsch 
that sustains the CD and put on a 
kick-ass arena show. Hard, dark dirt 
flew throughout, beginning with the 
gritty guitar tango of “Tragic 
Kingdom.” Stefani, in a black feath- 
er coat and new cropped hairdo, 
dashed and skipped across the stage 
like a cross-training punk, whipping 
her schizy vibrato to and fro while 
the band crashed headlong into the 
brisk “Excuse Me Mr.” A dread- 
locked pair of horn players blew to 
the wind, and Tom Dumont’s guitar 
skanked sideways into “Different 
People” under the thick, rubbery 
thumb of bassist Tony Kanal. And on 
and on for a seamless 90-minute set, 
broken only by the goofy antics of 
three Elvis impersonators with 





Dustbusters and an_ inexplicable 
episode involving Gwen and a swirly 
pink scarf. 

Wonder of wonders: this is a live 
band. Three songs in, I understood 
what kept Gwen’s “loser group” alive 
for 10 years without a hit in sight: a 
sticky nightclub in suburban Anaheim 
would, in fact, be the dreamiest spot 
on earth to bask in the party vibe that 
drives No Doubt. Moreover, back 
then Gwen wasn’t gagging her devot- 
ed fans with a spoon by coyly asking 
in her little Minnie voice, “Does any- 
one here by any chance have the 
Tragic Kingdom record?” 

Face to Face, a beefy, tattoo’d outfit 
from Southern California, warmed the 
early arrivals and dutiful critics with 
bottomless loads of power chords, 
slashing, unison guitars, and Green 
Dayish bushy-tailed punk. Weezer’s 
dorky novelty songs and raggedy, 
hummable Clash—-meets-Goo Goo 
Dolls rockers were, as ever, fetching, 
but never quite as enchanting as 
Stefani’s ride through the Magic 
Kingdom.

TRADITION: 
WORLD MUSIC 
IN THE RAW 


With all the new world-music pack- 
ages on the market these days, why 
should we care about vintage record- 
ings of traditional music from the 
50s and ’60s? Because in hindsight 
those years now look like a kind of 
golden age. Pre-’50s_ recordings, 
however fascinating, suffer from 
primitive technology, and they often 
chop lengthy musical forms into frag- 
ments suited more for ethno-musico- 
logical study than for enjoyment. And 
in recent years, with the emergence of 
“world music” as a commercial con- 
cern, packagers, compilers, and tam- 
pering producers have worked their 
own distortions on the simple appeal 
of ethnic music. 

But during those halcyon years 
after the musicologists and before the 
hucksters, a long-defunct label called 
Tradition made many fine recordings 
of American and foreign music. Now 
Rykodisc is releasing titles from the 
Tradition catalogue (including 
American jazz and blues and Celtic 
folk), much of it for the first time on 
CD. Five newly pressed releases span 
Algerian orchestral works, Greek folk 
songs, solo flamenco _ guitar, 











Pakistani spiritual music, and West 
African percussion workouts. These 
recordings have an_ unfettered 
integrity and power that is rare 
among today’s global-music offer- 
ings. 

Lost Africa: Sonar Senghor & His 
Troupe opens an intriguing window 
on pre-independence Africa. This 
troupe presented its pan—West African 
percussion and vocal music at the 
Folies-Bergére in 1952. Contem- 
porary tracks of comparable percus- 
sion groups from Peter Gabriel’s Real 
World studio may have improved 
some on the clarity of drum sounds, 
but they’ve got nothing over the spirit 
and pump here. 

Originally marketed as “snake- 
charming music,” The Passion of 
Pakistan presents an energized set of 
mystical Sufi music by Iqbal Jogi and 
Party. The percussion kicks like a 
fast ride on a rough road, and a 
high-pitched reed horn bleats out 
most of the melodies with breathless 
excitement. 

Ya Bay! The Toraia Orchestra of 
Algiers delivers the lush sensuality of a 
North African orchestra. Drums 
speak of Africa; plucked strings and 
wandering, melancholy vocals speak 
of the Arab world; and the orchestral 
sense of order speaks of the years 
when Arab music flowed into and 
cross-pollinated with cultures in 
Europe. Flamenco de Triana tells a 
parallel story with stunning barrages 
of flamenco guitar, which was already 
a blend of Asian, Arab, and European 
musics long before the Gipsy Kings 
made it safe for prime time. Greek 
Folk Favorites: Pangyris (featuring 
Dora Straton) surveys another musi- 
cal crossroads and conjures a deli- 
ciously nostalgic Mediterranean mood 
with jangling, distracted santouri 
(dulcimer) and mournful violins and 
lady singers. 

Simple and spare, these releases 
favor substance over hype, and at 
around 10 bucks apiece, they’re a bar- 
gain. One could argue that re-releas- 
ing the Tradition catalogue is a cheap, 
low-risk alternative to going out and 
capturing fresh indigenous sounds. 
But the world has changed as a result 
of all the attention paid to ethnic 
music. In today’s Web-wired global ' 
village, the feeling of dropping unex- 
pectedly into a self-contained musical 
universe seems more and more elu- 
sive. That feeling pervades these 
recordings, and it makes them newly 


satisfying.

Fire charter 


Prodigy seize the moment 


BY MATT ASHARE Ever since the dance crazes of the 


"50s, singles-driven dance pop (the stroll, the twist, the 
hustle) has primarily been about the appearance of getting 


there first, defining the sound of the 
moment, and cashing in with a track that 
captures the thrill of the here and now. 
That’s something Liam Howlett, the techno- 
wiz mastermind behind the British electron- 
ica outfit Prodigy, knows well. And that’s 
why two tracks — “Firestarter” and 
“Breathe” — from Prodigy’s new album, 
The Fat of the Land (Maverick), were bona 
fide hit singles long beferé the disc hit the 
street this past Tuesday. (It’s actually been 
more than a year since “Firestarter” topped 
the British charts, and seven months since 
“Breathe” was certified platinum.) Up to 
this point in his career — which has been 
more or less built on the foundation he laid 
down with “Charly,” a single that became a 
soundtrack for the British rave scene in the 
summer of 91 — Howlett has survived in a 
world where artists either break new sounds 
or are broken by them. 

So the real challenge for Howlett and the 
colorful cast of characters that round out 
Prodigy —- septum-pierced punk mascot 
Keith “The Firestarter” Flint, kilt-wearing 
MC Maxim Reality, and lanky dancer Leeroy 
Thornhill — is not to spearhead an electron- 
ica invasion in the guitarcentric USA with 
The Fat of the Land but to bridge the formi- 
dable gap between the dance clubs and the 
albtm-orientéd-rock charts. In fact, just last 
week Howlett explained to an MTV audi- 
ence that he doesn’t even particularly care 
for techno or electronica anymore. It’s no 
longer his bag. And despite what you may 
have gathered from watching Flint and 
Maxim'striking poses in the “Firestarter” 
video, or Thornhill mugging for the camera 
in live shots, Howlett is Prodigy, plain and 
simple. Decisions about where to take the 
band musically are all in his hands. (Fact: 
Breeder Kim Deal, who:is not now and never 
has been a member of Prodigy, has exactly 
the same number of song credits as Thornhill 
on The Fat of the Land — her tune “S.O.S.” 
is sampled so heavily on “Firestarter” that 
Howlett gave her a co-writing credit.) 

Howlett may have been trying to gener- 
ate controversy with the anti-techno com- 
ment — The Fat of the Land is an elec- 
tronic-pop disc through and through, not a 
guitar-rock excursion in the vein of Moby’s 
latest. Or maybe he’s simply realized that, 
in contrast to the ever-mutating dance 
scene, being far ahead of the curve in the 

_ rock world (a la seminal groups like the 
Velvet Underground, Can, and even Brian 
Eno the solo artist) is rarely a recipe for 
commercial success. In that sense, it was

important to beat the Chemical Brothers’ 
“Setting Sun” to the dance charts with 
“Firestarter.” But it’s to Prodigy’s benefit 
that the Chemical Brothers’ album Dig 
Your Own Hole has been out there for two 
and a half months, seeding the clouds for 
the potential reign of The Fat of the Land. 

“This is dangerous/Open your head and 
feel the shellshock,” Maxim raps menacing- 
ly against a bubbling stream of synth lines 
and electrobeats on “Mindfields,” one of 
only two tracks on the new disc that feature 
him on lead. Nothing about the brisk mix 
feels particularly perilous — and when it 
comes to lyrics, Maxim and Flint aren’t 
given to wading far from the shallow end. 
Maxim’s other moment in the spotlight, the 
disc opener “Smack My Bitch Up,” is also 
pretty harmless once you get past the title. 
(When the band played it at Avalon last 
month, I thought Maxim was shouting 
“Snap my picture,” and I still think the fash- 
ion-pose angle works better with the tune’s 
hopped-up disco beat.) But with all the 
hoopla that’s surrounded the Lollapalooza- 
bound Prodigy and their multi-million-dol- 
lar deal with Madonna’s Maverick label, 
there is the looming danger that The Fat of 
the Land won't live up to the hype. 

When you cut through the cast of char- 
acters whose voices are grafted to individ- 
ual tunes — Flint on “Firestarter” and the 
similarly punkish “Fuel My Fire,” Kula 
Shaker’s Crispian Mills on the tantric 
“Narayan,” and Kool Keith a/k/a Dr. 
Octagon showing everyone else up with his 
bristling delivery of “Diesel Power” — the 
ultimate responsibility for the success of a 
Prodigy studio effort falls squarely on 
Howlett’s shoulders. So with all those voic- 
es taking cameos, it makes sense to think of 
Howlett as a producer/auteur — a 90s 
Giorgio Moroder creating state-of-the-art 
dance grooves for the masses. 

Howlett succeeds by keeping his mix 
Moroder sleek and streamlined, though he 
replaces Donna Summer’s playful sex with 
the equally playful aggression of Flint and 
Maxim. The result pushes all the right but- 
tons, offering punk sneers, hip-hop boasts, 
and techno-color collages (the “Theme 
from S.W.A.T.” bumping rumps with the 
B-Boys’ “2-3 Break”) over the kind of 
sturdy breakbeat loops that keep the rave 
kids out all night. It may not be a landmark 
in the way that, say, Nevermind was. But 
only because it’s too of-the-moment. And 
that’s something Howlett knows better 
than to worry about. a

Radiohead put the noise back in pop 
BY TED DROZDOWSKI Sonic terrorism is nearly a lost art among 


mainstream guitar bands these days. It’s far easier, and trendier, to 
sample and loop. But ever since the twisted cosmonauts in the Pixies 


blasted the first monkey up to 
Heaven, some of the best punk- 
informed rock music has been 
made by geeks determined to force 
their guitars to do things Les Paul 
and Leo Fender never dreamt. 
Right now there are few string- 
smacking chart contenders untem- 
pered by the homogenizing — or 
techno-fired creative bowdleriza- 
tion — of modern rock. Among 
the best are Primal Scream, 
Catherine Wheel, and Radiohead. 
And Radiohead have beaten the 
others into the stores with their 
new OK Computer (Capitol), a 
big, neurotic ball of sounds and 
songs that promises to be one of 
the sonic saviors of the summer. 
As on their previous albums — 
Pablo Honey, which yielded °93’s 
summer hit “Creep,” and The 
Bends — there’s much more to 
Radiohead's latest than freaky 
waveforms. Singer/songwriter 
Thom Yorke filters life through 
the perspective of desperation 
and need with more beauty than 
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memorable is generous sweetening, so there’s something to hum 


along with in every track. 


any other contemporary angst- 
monger. Lyrics like “That’s it sir 
you're leaving/The crackle of pig 
skin/The dust and the scream- 
ing/The yuppies networking/The 
panic/The vomit” stand as point- 
edly curious as the best of Black 
Francis before that big Pixie 
turned Frank. But the song those 
words bring to a climax — the 
single “Paranoid Android” — is 
so much more complicated than 
anything on Surfer Rosa or 





Doolittle that the tune’s more a 
breathing being than the metallic 
husk its title would claim. Its nar- 
rator is troubled by voices, but 
he’s imperious and deadly, jeal- 
ous and — yes — paranoid, dri- 
ven by an ego that demands 
recognition from even the heav- 
ens. Finally, perhaps believing 
himself to be God. 

This is pretty complicated shit 
for a pop song. Yet it goes down 
smooth thanks to Yorke’s beauti-

ful lemon-butter voice. Yorke can 
push a note with the focus and 
grace a sea lion uses to loft a 
beach ball. Besides his writing, it’s 
Yorke’s gift for tone, intonation, 
and phrasing that makes 
Radiohead one of the best-sound- 
ing bands of the ’90s. There’s 
another reason, too: Johnny 
Greenwood, whose burps of rude 
guitar on “Creep” helped turn 
that song into such a headspin- 
ner. He’s bitter to Yorke’s sweet, 
crafty to Yorke’s simple. He’s also 
the main architect of Radiohead's 
noisy experimentation. 

Greenwood knows that good 
music tells a story as much as good 
lyrics do. He pairs a soft bed of 
gently strummed acoustic guitars 
to the opening croon of “Paranoid 
Android.” Yet when Yorke is sput- 
tering into the bridge like Johnny 
Rotten, Greenwood’s guitar is 
belching out a burst of bile, suck- 
ing it back in, and regurgitating it 
before hurling into a_ knotty 
screaming fit of a solo. 

By the time of this outburst, 
Greenwood and fellow guitarist 
Ed O’Brien have already spun two 
pretty guitar melodies around 
Yorke’s text. And there’s no short- 
age of them in the rest of the song 
— or, for that matter, throughout 
Radiohead’s numbers. 

Melodies are another of the 
band’s great strengths. Some last 
just a few measures, doing their 
pretty business and cutting out; 
others strut the length of an entire 
verse or chorus. And they don’t 
always come via guitar; on OK 
Computer there are sampled celes- 
tial vocal choirs, string sounds 
(though one of the coolest is 
Greenwood’s cello-toned guitar, 
which begins “Airbag” and meta- 
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morphoses into an ersatz oud by 
the end of the tune), little burbles 
and expansive pads of synthesizer, 
and the many vocal filigrees Yorke 
adds behind his lead singing. 
Radiohead understand that all 
these melodies make the Draino 
go down in the most delightful 
way. And that a good melody 
makes a lead vocal the most mem- 
orable part of a song. That’s why 
we might not know what the hell 
Zen gardener Yorke’s really 
singing about in the radio hit 
“Green Plastic Trees” (from '95’s 
The Bends), yet we can still sing 
the tune two years later. 

_ But try singing along to the 
cycling feedback loop that sounds 
like a pondful of frogs at night on 
“Lucky,” or the mechanized vocal 


dogma of “Fitter, Happier” that 


actually turns Yorke into an 
android. Terrorists, whether sonic 
or otherwise, strike when they're 
not expected, and the results leave 
us at the least stunned or trans- 
fixed — as they do in these songs. 

Happily, we're talking about 
pop here, not blowing up build- 
ings. So though OK Computer's 
ditties spew hardscrabble stories 
of man’s inhumanity to himself, 
we do get our sugar fix. Yorke’s 
always generous with the sweets, 
which also flow from flourishes 
like the chiming guitar and glock- 
enspiel nursery-rhyme theme in 
“No Surprises” and the wide- 
open prairie of slide-guitar-domi- 
nated texture in “Subterranean 
Homesick Alien” that beckons to 
Meddle-era Pink Floyd. 
Radiohead are a group of sonic 
guerrillas smart enough to take 
care of themselves in these dan- 
gerous declining days of modern- 
rock radio, and of us as well.

Lydon goes techno on Psycho 
BY RICHARD C. WALLS Psycho’s Path (Virgin) is John 


Lydon’s first solo album ever, which may come as a surprise 
given his punk-pantheon status — especially since the last 


few albums by his group Public Image Ltd. 
have felt and sounded like solo albums, 
dominated as they were by his songs, voice, 
and general concerns. Actually, Psycho’s 
Path sounds like a PiL album too, which is 
to say thickly electronic with Lydon’s pierc- 
ing vocals alternately hectoring, androidal, 
and twee. The guy has one of the most 
annoying voices in all of rock, yet it’s never 
been without its appeal. There’s something 
admirable about the way Lydon manages to 
maintain, 20 years after the Sex Pistols 
flamed out, his not entirely theatrical sense 
of outrage, and it’s encouraging to hear 
him get the old dander up for the 
umpteenth time. 

There’s also a mitigating factor that has 
saved him from becoming just another 
whining old geezer: the almost sweetly 
naive quality that underpins his jeremiads, 
an intractable idealism threading through 
his disillusionment. Although Lydon began 
his career as the ultimate anti-hippie, he 
was always a protest singer, and though 
he’s shed the grimy garb of punk for 
shinier duds (musically speaking), he still 
is. He continues to go on about hypocrisy 
and unthinking conformity, and he hasn’t 
given up on lines like “The Bible is as cor- 
rupt-a book-as any out there.” It’s taken a 
certain guilelessness at the core to hang on 
to that kind of counter-absolutism, and this 
peeps through his otherwise spiky facade. 

The quote about the Bible comes from 
the CD’s promo sheet, on which Lydon 
provides song-by-song annotations. 
Although too full of his own purity by half 
— I’m just so bloody not the things I dis- 
like in others, he constantly assures the 
reader — they offer a few interesting bits, 
as when he says, “Of course I want to be 
loved,” and, on the song in question, “Take 
Me,” actually asks, “Is that so wrong?” His 
annotations also claim, “If I ever wasted 
my time trying to make records other peo- 
ple would like, then I’d be in a very sorry 
state indeed,” which has kind of an Oliver 





Hardy ring to it, don’t you think? Taken 
together, the comments suggest an ambi- 
guity that he generally manages to keep out 
of his work. 

Sometimes you wish he didn’t. On 
“Dog,” a delightfully creepy sing-song 
number, his proclamations come across as 
both heavy-handed and old hat. On 
“Stump” he really gets on the listener’s 
case: “You can never ever make a differ- 
ence. .. . You couldn’t put sense in a sen- 
tence. . . . Could you see a thing right 
through?” Sounds like me ol’ mum. I 
mean, enough already with the superior 
perspectives... 

And enough kvetching. Here’s what’s 
good about the album: “Sun,” which fea- 
tures an accordion and so adds a distinct ray 
of oddball humanity amid all the electronic 
drizzle; the lyrics to “Grave Ride,” an anti- 
war song about a man headed toward “a 
bleak and private, arbitrary death”; the 
probably unintentional evocation of Pere 
Ubu’s David Thomas on the vocal to 
“Another Way”; and the ghostly aura of, I 
kid you not, Frankie Goes to Hollywood, 
which passes over “Dis Ho.” Finally, it’s 
hard not to appreciate the genuinely eccen- 
tric contours of Mr. Lydon’s insouciance. 

The disc ends with a clutch of remixes by 
the likes of Moby, Leftfield, and the 
Chemical Brothers — ha! you trendy bas- 
tard. Think of these as more-public ver- 
sions — grandly rhythmic with lots of pro- 
tracted mood setting and sustaining — of 
Lydon’s songs, less intimate, less hermetic. 
Two are actually improvements: “Sun,” 
because Leftfield’s mix brings up the 
accordion, and “Psychopath,” yet another 
John Wayne Gacy remembrance, which 
manages to sound almost scary festering 
under gobs of Leftfield-generated metal 
machine goop. Of this song Lydon tells us: 
“We all have the potential to be a serial 
killer.” I guess it’s just a matter of applying 
yourself, of stick-to-it-ivity.

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CLEF HANGER: Wyclef Jean’ s ii move could have tarnished the Pugees’ rar-

Wyclef Jean hosts his own Carnival 
BY FRANKLIN SOULTS Last year the Fugees rode out 


of the commercial doldrums of “alternative rap” and into 
the pop-history books with the astounding success of their 


aptly titled second release, The Score 
(Ruffhouse/Columbia). It was an album of 
straight pop covers, easygoing raps, and 
hardheaded politics that defied every law in 
the hip-hop marketplace by crossing over 
without being widely denounced as a sell- 
out. For this achievement alone, The Score 
was arguably the most important release in 
hip-hop since Dr. Dre and Snoop Doggy 
Dogg instituted hardcore’s reign with 
Dre’s The Chronic. 

That triumph under his belt, the Fugees’ 
26-year-old senior member, Wyclef Jean, 
could easily have coasted for a couple years 
before organizing a follow-up effort. But in 
between the incessant touring, interview 
giving, and high-life living that followed the 
Fugees’ success, “Clef” somehow found 
time to record his first album under his 
own name, Wyclef Jean Presents the 
Carnival Featuring Refugee Allstars (Ruff- 
house/Columbia). For me, at least, the 
move was a bit of a stunner. It instantly 
struck me as a bad sign. 

“This is the first time kids get to hear 
Clef — you know Clef standing by himself 
as Clef,” Wyclef Jean intoned in the initial 
press release for his solo disc. But I had to 
wonder whether maybe it was the critics, 
not the kids, who made him do it. Although 
The Score placed well on numerous year- 
end polls, it was commonly voiced that the 
group’s only major talent was Clef’s junior 
partner, the beautiful 20-year-old singer 
and rapper Lauryn Hill. Of course, even a 
cursory glance at the credits made Clef’s 
contribution obvious — he co-wrote most 
tracks, co-produced them in his home stu- 
dio, and played guitar throughout the 
album — but perhaps his bruised ego 
demanded more respect. Certainly that ego 
has gotten more noticeable each time I’ve 
caught the Fugees live or on TV. (When I 
first saw them, in March of ’96, Clef was 
only a genial tease. By the Grammys a year 
later he had become an outright ham.) 

Whatever his motivation, this solo move 
could have destroyed, or at least tarnished, 
The Score’s rarefied achievement. After all, 
the Fugees aren’t a multipartite incarnation 
of one brilliant producer’s musical vision, 
the way the Wu-Tang Clan are under the 
RZA. Their combination of artistic innova- 
tion and pop assurance depends not only

der equality, their multinational solidarity 
(Clef and the Fugees’ third member, 
Prakazrel Michel, both came over from 
Haiti as children), and a willingness to put 
community before individual expression. 

Against all odds, that’s exactly what 
Clef’s wide-ranging, loose-limbed, thor- 
oughly virtuosic solo project offers up as 
well. Recorded mostly on the road, the 
album captures the inclusive mood that the 
Fugees rode so triumphantly last summer 
on the Smokin’ Grooves tour. On the new 
album — inviting along everyone from 
New Orleans institution the Neville 
Brothers and former Bob Marley backers 
the I-Threes to the golden-voiced Lauryn 
Hill and salsa queen Celia Cruz — Clef not 
only gives his guests room to shine, he 
treats the whole project with a relaxed, joky 
air you could almost take for humility. It 
isn’t quite the tour de force that The Score 
is, but it leaps confidently through the 
breach created by that album as if it were 
really that easy. 

In a way, it is. “Clef standing by himself 
as Clef” turns out to mean Clef standing as 
a child of exodus, a first-generation immi- 
grant whose perspective takes in a huge 
span of Pan-American music. His scope 
includes reggae (the perfect Marley rip, 
“Gunpowder”), soul (the lovely “Mona 
Lisa,” performed with the Nevilles), old- 
time disco (the rocking Bee Gees tribute 
“We Trying To Stay Alive”), and funky 
Latin folk (a lowdown version of 
“Guantanamera”). For the hell of it, he 
even tries his hand at whiteboy classical 


music with the sampled opera hook to [| 


“Apocalypse” and the lush orchestration 
provided by members of the New York 
Philharmonic on the haunting “Gone till 
November.” 

Last but not least, there’s Wyclef’s claim 
to all brands of Haitian music. The Score 


featured snatches of Haitian Creole thrown | 
out here and there; The Carnival includes a | 


full suite of Creole songs, including the rap 
“Sang Fézi” (set to “The House of the 
Rising Sun”), the lilting folk ballad 


“Jaspora” (which I think is about boat peo- 
ple), and the upbeat compas number “Yelé, 
all composed by Clef standing by himself as | 
Clef, but also standing shoulder to shoulder 
with the entire world. Rarely has ego trip- | 
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Ju Massachusetts native Matt Mattus, a passionate 
environmentalist, introduces elements from nature — 
from life-size hammerhead sharks to delicate salmon 
eggs — into this thought-provoking work that exam- 
ines the ways we are “lured” and seduced.

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The clever candor of Belle and Sebastian 





BY CHARLES TAYLOR Where would indie pop be — hell, where 





would adolescence be — without bedrooms? If there were no place for 
teen misfits and loners to withdraw into their reveries of delicious 


moping, to lose themselves in 
their fantasies of romance, accep- 
tance, and revenge, would intro- 
spective twee pop ever have 
poked its head out of its turtle- 
neck sweater? 

If You're Feeling Sinister (The 
Enclave), the American debut by 
the Scottish septet Belle and 
Sebastian, feels like an album con- 
ceived and recorded in a bedroom. 
Belle and Sebastian make folk pop 
that’s quiet, introspective, literate, 
catchy (by the time the muted 
horns kick in midway through the 
first track, anyone who’s ever dug 
a Burt Bacharach arrangement has 
been fished in), but also removed, 
even a bit superior. Stuart 
Murdoch, the singer/guitarist/ 
head songwriter, sings in a light, 
airy little voice that betrays just a 


trace of defensiveness about the ~ 


hurt dead in its center. It’s the 
voice of someone who doesn’t get 
out much, the sound of a person in 
his mid 20s who never got past 
those solitary adolescent funks. 





That’s why though I’m willing to 
be charmed by the stories of ado- 
lescent longing Murdoch sketches 
in “The Fox in the Snow” or “Judy 
and the Dream of Horses,” I don’t 
trust him quite: enough to let 
myself be seduced by them. If it 
were the music alone, though, I’d 
be swooning. Most of the 10 songs 
here begin with Murdoch’s simply 
strummed acoustic guitar and 
gradually flower into arrange- 
ments that incorporate cello, vio- 
lin, keyboards, trumpet, and (on 
“Mayfly”) the cheesiest, most glo- 
rious fuzz-toned organ I’ve ever 
heard. (“Stars of Track and Field,” 
the opening cut, begins so quietly 
you have to strain to hear it.) The 
sound is too held in check to be 
described as lush. But it’s the per- 
fect complement to the album’s 
mood of wounded reticence. 

It should come as no surprise 
then that Belle and Sebastian are 
— inevitably — precious. A lyric 
like “All | wanted was to sing the 
saddest song/And if you will sing 








along, I will be happy now” (from 
“The Boy Done Wrong Again”) 
doesn’t translate as much more 
than “I'd like to teach the world to 
mope.” Most of the time, howev- 
er, Murdoch doesn’t let his sensi- 
tivity get gushy. The simplicity of 
the music works for a declaration 
of devotion like “You’re worth the 
trouble and you’re worth the 
pain . . . | would do the same/If 
we all went back to another 
time/I will love you over.” Even 
those lines’ confusion of tenses 
(just like the confusion of tenses 
in Buddy Holly’s “I’m Gonna 
Love You Too”) speaks for the 
singer’s eagerness to stand by the 
one he loves. And the lines “Pure 
easy listening, settle down/On the 
pillow soft when they've all gone 
home/You can concentrate on the 
ones you love” call up the exquis- 
ite aftermath of adolescent dates 
and parties, when you try to wrap 
yourself up in the memories of the 
evening just gone by. 

Coupled with the sound of “If 
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BEDROOM BLUES: Stuart Murdoch sings in a light, airy lit 
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voice, the voice of someone who doesn’t get out much. 





You’re Feeling Sinister,” 
moments like that can make you 
feel comfortable taking what one 
rock critic | know calls the 
English-major approach to rock 
criticism — analyzing the lyrics 
rather than describing the sound. 
But it’s the sound that’s really 
deceptive here, inviting you to 
overlook the calculated cleverness 
that surfaces in the lyrics. That 
cleverness can make you laugh, as 
in. “Seeing Other People”: “If I 
remain passive and you just want 
to cuddle/Then we should be OK, 
and we won't get in a muddle.” 
Murdoch’s smarts defuse the 


_ potential self-pity in “Me and the 


Major,” a song about getting 
stuck on a train with an older 
authority figure who you just 
know takes a dim view of your 
youth and your generation (“He 
remembers all the punks and the 





hippies too/And he remembers 
Roxy Music in ’72”). 

Despite the British press’s per- 
sistent comparison of Belle and 
Sebastian to Donovan (not as 
enjoyably dippy) and Nick Drake 
(not as haunted), the obvious 
resemblance here would seem the 
combination of self-involvement 
and nastiness that characterized 
the Smiths. Nothing on “If You're 
Feeling Sinister” makes me want 
to slap Stuart Murdoch the way 
the Smiths’ music often gave me 
the urge to :knock Morrissey’s 
pompadour out of kilter. The 
group aren’t so pleased with 
themselves as to prevent my drift- 
ing into the pop dreaminess of the 
sound or being genuinely touched 
by the poignant closer, “Judy and 
the Dream of Horses.” But Belle 
and Sebastian do keep me on my 
guard. 8

(1997). First-time director Susan 
Streitfeld probably didn’t have much 
competition from studio moguls 
when she optioned Dr. Louise J. 
Kaplan's Female Perversions: The 
Temptations of Emma Bovary — 
but she seizes the screen with utter 
confidence. The astonishing Tilda 
Swinton, one of the sexiest actors 
in movies today, is Eve Stephens, a 
sharklike district attorney who has 
maneuvered her career toward a 
judgeship. Ostensibly attached to a 
pony-tailed male sophisticate 
(Clancy Brown), Eve leads a life 
dominated by women: her klepto- 
maniac sister (Amy Madigan); a 
beautiful young psychiatrist (Karen 
Sillas) whom Eve meets in an ele- 
vator; and a gender-confused 
pubescent niece (Dale Shuger). 
Streitfeld combines Antonioni-like 
alienating composition and expres- 
sionistic color with a Bufiuelesque 
sense of wryly surreal detail; the 
result passes beyond the narrow 
urgency of sexual politics and into 
the realm of myth.

@THE FIFTH ELEMENT (1997). 
Luc Besson’s film aspires to the 
sophomoric but barely attains the 
puerile. It’s the 23rd century in New 
York City, and retired special-forces 
major and current cab driver Bruce 
Willis has an autistic woman with 
orange hair and dressed in band- 
aids (Milla Jovovich) fall through his 
taxi roof. She’s “The Fifth Element,” 
whom God sends forth every 5000 
years when the evil powers of 
destruction start acting up. She’s 
pursued by Zorg (Gary Oldman in 
his worst performance), a corporate 
mogul in the pay of the bad guys; 
Cornelius (lan Holm), keeper of the 
cheesy cult that’s supposed to 
enact the Stargate-like ritual that 
saves the universe; and the usual 
government morons. Witlessly 
stealing from every sci-fi movie 
that’s made a buck, from Metropolis 
to Independence Day, Besson 
manages to be misogynist, racist, 
and religiously offensive. He’s 
already done his bit to reduce 
French cinema to a second-rate 
clone of bad Hollywood (La femme 
Nikita, The Professional); now he’s 
seeking to expand to America. 
Merci non, Luc, we have enough 
big-budget, no-brain hacks here 
already.

* **1/2 FLAMENCO (1997). 
Carlos Sayra’s performance, cele- 
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bration (with cinematography by 
The Godfather's Vittorio Storaro) of 
Spanish song and dance makes it 
clear that the flamenco experience 
is subtle and complicated and that 
flamenco performers come in all 
shapes. There are luscious mini- 
skirted types; there’s a gay- 
squeeze hulk who’s been an 
Armani model and a Pedro 
Almodovar star; there are large fla- 
menco families. Some of the last 
seem rough, hardened peasants, 
others pedigreed aristocrats. It 
helps to be familiar with flamenco 
vocabulary, to have a feel for the 
formalized combinations of virtuoso 
guitar rolls, polyrhythmic hand 
claps, harsh, mournful singing, and 
swaggering, euphoric dance steps:

**x*x*THE GARDEN OF THE 
FINZI-CONTINIS (1971). Neo-real- 
ist director Vittorio de Sica’s great 
comeback movie was different in 
style and subject matter from any- 
thing he had tried before: a period 
film, an elegy for the Italian-Jewish 
aristocracy Mussolini and Hitler 
wiped out in the early 1940s. The 
Finzi-Contini family are the center 
of society for the Jews of Ferrara in 
the late 1930s, and their estate, 
walled in like a fairytale castle, 
becomes the gathering place for 
the city’s young disenfranchised 
Jews, friends of the cool, magnifi- 
cent Micodl (the exquisite Dominique 
Sanda) and her invalid brother, 
Alberto (Helmut Berger). Yet they 
can’t wall out the war. At the end, 
you're left with rhapsodic images: 
the Finzi-Contini mansion in the 
snow at twilight, the Finzi-Continis, 
dressed heartbreakingly, in their 
usual elegance, pausing on the 
staircase as the Gestapo arrive for 
them.

* ** *xGRAND ILLUSION (1937). 
Jean Renoir said he made this 
movie to demonstrate that the real 
divisions between people are “hori- 
zontal rather than vertical.” In a 
German POW camp for officers 
during World War I, the mechanic 
Marechal (Jean Gabin) and the 
Jewish bourgeois Rosenthal 
(Marcel Dalio) remain at a distance 
from their countryman, the aristo- 
crat Boeldieu (Pierre Fresnay), who 
finds companionship with the 
German commandant, Rauffenstein 
(Erich von Stroheim). But Boeldieu 
sacrifices himself for his fellow pris- 
oners anyway — noblesse oblige. 
A trenchant film about the passing 
of an era (the heyday of the 
European aristocracy), about incar- 
ceration and freedom — and per- 
haps no director has ever equaled 
the submerged complexity of 
Renoir's technique. Charles Spaak 
collaborated with Renoir on the 
screenplay; Christian Matras shot 
it; Joseph Kosma wrote the score.

(1997). The coy, oh-so-hip tone of 
the tortured pun in this film’s title 
persists through the whole strained 
contrivance. Martin Q. Blank (John 
Cusack, looking fine in black but 
deluding himself as co-screenwrit- 
er) is a slick, existentially troubled 
hitman advised by his therapist

Harriet, 
the 11-year-old aspiring writer who 
spies on friends and neighbors and 
scribbles her discoveries in a com- 
position book, is a rarity in chil- 
dren's fiction: a savvy tomboy who 
finds a voice for her alienation in 
her wryly written observations.

Looney Tunes mania. Directed by 
John Musker & Ron Clements, the 
creative team responsible for The 
Little Mermaid and Aladdin, 
Hercules is a dizzying chariot ride 
with pointed commentary that 
mocks even Disney’s own mer- 
chandising. It’s got a hip hero with 
heart who discovers that love is the 
secret to immortality, a heroine with 
attitude, and a black-lipsticked, 
worm-siurping villain — Hades, 
attempting a “corporate takeover” 
of Mount Olympus — who's more 
fun than any Disney baddie since 
Cruella DeVil.

During World 
War I, in a French village aban- 
doned by all except the inhabitants 
of the local asylum, Scottish dough- 
boy Alan Bates learns bittersweet 
lessons about life and love when he 
falls for gorgeous schizophrenic 
Genevieve Bujold. The film's black- 
comic premise — that the denizens 
of the asylum are actually more 
sane than the idiots fighting the war 
all around them — looks a little sim- 
plistic in retrospect, but the lunacy 
is inspired, and the performances 
are touching.

Czechoslovakia. Zdenek Sverak 
(the filmmaker's father) brings a 
majestic grace to his surroundings 
as Frantisek Louka, a down-on-his- 
luck, womanizing, middle-aged 
bachelor and former cellist in the 
Czech Philharmonic. Through a 
serious of fateful events, he enters’ 
into a bogus marriage with a 
Russian beauty (a ravishing Irena 
Livanova) and gets custody of her 
son, Kolya (Andrej Chalimon). At 
first their pairing is reluctant and 
strained by the political and linguis- 
tic incongruities between Russian 
and Czech, but it grows into a gen- 
uine father-son relationship.

(1962). David Lean’s epic film 
returns us to an era when larger- 
than-life storytelling seemed not 
just thrilling but right. The movie is 
about how Lawrence (Peter 
O'Toole), in uniting the Arab tribes 
to fight against the Turks, strains 
for both humanism and a kind of 
narcissistic, swashbuckling gran- 
deur. Ridiculously dashing, he’s at 
once patriot. and eccentric rebel, 
Fhird World sympathizer and-one- 
man embodiment of the lust for 


empire. The movie is most suc- 
cessful when it revels in Law- 
rence’s victories, expanding our 
sense of what's possible in the 
world.

*LIAR LIAR (1997). Still stung by 
his commercially blighted foray on 


* the dark side in The Cable Guy, 


Jim Carrey has opted for the insuf- 
ferably light. He’s Fletcher Reede, 
a lawyer (or “liar” as his terminally 
cute son Max, played by Justin 
Cooper, ruefully calls him) whose 
career has taken off thanks to his 
indifference to honesty, justice, and 
his responsibilities as a father and 
ex-husband. When Fletcher misses 
his son's birthday yet again (he's 
seeking company advancement by 
shagging his boss, played by a 
Vampira-ish Amanda Donohoe), 
Max makes a wish that his dad 
won't be able to tell a lie for 24 
hours — and his wish is granted. 
Soon Liar deteriorates into smarmy, 
vaguely misogynistic moralism.

This time out 
there’s also Julianne Moore as 
Goldblum’s paleontologist girlfriend, 
Vanessa Lee Chester as his whiny 
daughter, and would-be big-game 
hunters Arliss Howard and Pete 
Postlethwaite, who want to bag the 
dinos for a zoo.

(Alexander), a longtime couple

There he moves in with a non-judg-

LAPD cop Alex (Jason 
Patric, a fine actor but a phlegmatic 
and sullen action hero) invites girl- 
friend Annie (Sandra Bullock, whose 
acting technique consists of stutter- 
ing and jumping around) to a week- 
long Caribbean cruise on a luxury 
liner. Villain Geiger (a disinterested 
Willem Dafoe), who’s been fired 
from his cruise computer job, com- 
mandeers the ship’s mainframe, 
lays a few stink bombs around to 
befuddle the passengers and crew, 
and directs the liner on a collision 
course with an oil tanker so he can 
escape with the millions of dollars of 
jewels in the vault.

COMPANY (1991). Seven women, 
ages 68 to 92, get stranded when 
their bus breaks down in Quebec's 
Mont Tremblant region, north of 
Montreal, where the landscapes 
are majestic. It's Cynthia Scott's 
movie that’s sincere and charming 





but a little poky. Her strategy was to 
gather a group of non-actor women 
and filled the bare bones of Gloria 
Demers's scripf with their personali- 
ties and life experiences.

Concubine) hoped to sidestep the 
censors by setting this film in the 
pre-Communist 1920s; however it 
too has been banned at home by 
the Chinese government. The story 
is of the Pang Chinese country 
estate whose residents are slowly 
being destroyed by opium. Zhong- 
liang (Leslie Cheung), comes to the 
estate and is humiliated. by his 
brother-in-law. He heads for Beijing 
but instead is taken under the wing 
of Boss, a Shanghai gangster, and 
becomes a gigolo who specializes 
in seducing and blackmailing 
wealthy women. When Boss orders 





him to seduce the heiress of the 
country estate (Chinese cinema's 
sine qua non, Gong Li), Zhongliang 
runs up against her cousin (Kevin 
Lin), who harbors a secret crush on 
her. The pattern of the story seems 
ageless and mythic, even as the 
vivid, psychologically complex per- 
formances (particularly those of 
Cheung and Gong) root the charac- 
ters in idiosyncratic specifics.

**1/2 TIMOTHY LEARY’S DEAD 
(1997). Ever one to push the 
proverbial envelope, Timothy Leary 
reacted to the news of his impend- 
ing death by prostate cancer by 
being “thrilled.” Yet Paul Davids’s 
eulogistic documentary never sur- 
renders itself to sentimentality. 
Instead, the film, produced in 1995 
after Leary's condition became 
known, offers a snappy, sound- 
track-heavy overview of his trip 
from Harvard professor to LSD 
prophet to convict to FBI fugitive to 
talk-circuiteer to cyberguru to head- 
less corpse. Signs of hasty compi- 
lation are all too evident, but there 
are a few nifty touches: Leary pal 
Richard Albert tells of his first LSD 
experience in a montage of footage 
shot in 1965 and 1995, the two 
Alberts finishing off each other's 
sentences like a married couple. As 
for the verity of the decapitation 
footage? Well, controversy follows 
Leary to the grave. Turn on, tune 
in, drop out, and always get the last 
laugh.

* x ULEE’S GOLD (1997). Anti- 
establishment icon Peter Fonda is 


born to be mild in the latest drama: | 


from writer/director Victor Nunez 
(Ruby in Paradise). An eerie 
reminder of his father’s angular ele- 
gance, Fonda limns a graceful, 
understated performance as Ulee 
Jackson, a brittle, xenophobic bee- 





keeper trying to keep his family 
together after his wife’s death and 
his son's incarceration. Nunez rev- 
els in a sometimes self-conscious, 
rhapsodic style, and the story trick- 
les forth as languorously as, well, 
honey. Scattered here and there 
are some Homeric allusions — 
“Ulee” is short for Ulysses, his wife 
is Penelope, his druggie daughter- 
in-law Helen — to underscore the 
codger’s odyssey from isolation to 
enlightenment. Although the plod- 
ding saga ultimately demands 
reserves of patience, it's Fonda's 
uncharacteristically evocative act- 
ing that will cause a buzz: a pinch 
of his brow or a twitch of his mouth

But 
it's not just the fish batter that turns 
sour — the van becomes the object 
of a power struggle between Larry 
and Bimbo that threatens to destroy 
the friendship. Part of Doyle’s 
appeal is his firm grasp of both 
sides of the tragicomic equation.

The siege 
of the Branch Davidian compound 
in Waco on April 19, 1993 — which 
ended in the fiery deaths of leader 
David Koresh and 75 other men, 
women, and children — was, 
according to this film, a gross viola- 
tion of civil rights and a crass 
cover-up. Compiling TV news 
footage, eyewitness and expert tes- 
timony at a subsequent congres- 
sional hearing, recordings of phone 
calls between the Branch Davidian 
leaders and FBI negotiators, home 
videos made by compound mem- 
bers during the siege, and, most 
compellingly, infrared aerial footage 
taken during the attack and result- 
ing conflagration, Gazecki makes a 
damning case against the govern- 
ment.
